The special guest speak- 
er for that event is attorney 
George C. McMahon, a re- 
tired Marine Corps captain 
and Bronze Star recipient. 

A New Britain, Conn., 
native, McMahon graduated 
from Providence College 
in Rhode Island. While at- 
tending the school, joined 
the Marine Corps Platoon 
Leader Course and spent 
two summers at boot camp 
in Quantico, Va. 

After graduation, Mc- 
Mahon was commissioned 
as a second lieutenant and 
sent to Quantico to attend 
the Marine Corps Basic 
School for Officers. After 
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Three Memorial Square Dedications Next Week 


Basic School, he spent two 
months with the 28" Ma- 
rines at Camp Pendleton, 
Calif., and spent 11 months 
a Language School, where 
he learned Vietnamese. Mc- 
Mahon remains fluent in the 
language today. 

McMahon began his tour 
of duty in Vietnam as the in- 
fantry platoon commander 
of the 3" Platoon, 1" Bat- 
talion, 5 Marine Regiment. 
He then became commander 
of the battalion’s Delta Com- 
pany 1.5 months later after 
the previous commander 
was wounded in a heavy 
firefight. McMahon would 
remain commander of Delta 
Company: for the remainder 
of his tour in Vietnam. 

Delta Company oper- 
ated 25 miles southwest of 
Da Nang in an area known 
as the “Arizona Territory,” 
which was the scene of 
some of the war’s most vi- 
cious fighting. 

Before McMahon took 
over the 3" Platoon of Del- 
ta Company, it was under 
the command of Lt. James 
Webb. Webb would later 
become secretary of the 
Navy under President Ron- 
ald Reagan and is now a 
U.S. senator from Virginia. 
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The third platoon was the 
subject of Webb’s first nov- 
el, “Fields of Fire,” which 
recounts battles Webb and 
McMahon fought. The two 
remain close to this day. 

During McMahon’s last 
two months in Vietnam, 
was assigned to become the 
airborne attack company 
for the 1 Marine Division. 
This involved responding 
by _ helicopter insertion to 
any enemy attacks or con- 
tacts within the division’s 
area of responsibility. Delta 
Company also rescued nu- 
merous surrounded Marine 
recon teams and downed 
American pilots. 

For his service, Mc- 
Mahon was awarded. the 
Bronze Star with Combat 
V, the Combat Action Rib- 
bon, the Vietnamese Cross 
of Gallantry, and the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross. He 
is the only Marine infantry 
officer to receive the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross in the 
Vietnam War. 

McMahon was promoted 
to captain after leaving Viet- 
nam and was named com- 
manding officer of Echo 3/4 
in the 3% Marine Division 
stationed on Okinawa. He 
then finished his service at 
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Camp Lejeune, N.C., with 
the 2™ Marine Division. 

After leaving the Ma- 
rines, McMahon enrolled 
in Suffolk University Law 
School, graduating in May 
1971. He then embarked 
on a lengthy legal career, 
including stints a federal 
prosecutor for the U.S. At- 
torney’s Office in Boston; a 
teacher of criminal trial tac- 
tics for the U.S. Department 
of Justice; and as a State 
House aide. He has been in 
private practice since 1985. 

McMahon lives in 
Houghs Neck with his 
wife, Maria. They have two 
daughters, one son, and sev- 
en grandchildren.

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Addressing Trends Towards Marijuana, Opiates

Quincy police officers 
John Grazioso and Don 
Sautter. feel that recent 
changes to the Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education Pro- 
gram (D.A.R.E.) are better 
equipped at handling chang- 
es in attitudes and trends to- 
wards marijuana and opiates 
among local elementary and 
middle school children. 

“One of the first places 
that people get a hold of 
[prescription medication] 
when they are abusing 
medication is in someone’s 
home,” said Sautter, noting 
that the percentage of mid- 
dle school children experi- 
menting with drugs and al- 
cohol is steadily increasing. 
“Probably the main trend 
I’m concerned about where 
we should all be concerned 
is that the ages of kids get- 
ting involved with some of 
these things has lowered 
over the past ten years.” 

He said his lectures fo- 
cus on safe, appropriate, and 
necessary use of prescription 
and over-the-counter medi- 
cations while warning that 
long-term abuse can lead to 
the deterioration of person- 
al, family, school, and work 
relationships. Proper medi- 
cine disposal procedures are 
also taught. 

He’s also aware that is- 
sues surrounding dispensa- 
ries and the use of medical 
marijuana may confuse el- 
ementary school children: 
“Particularly nowadays 
we’re concerned about the 
marijuana issue which is 
out and has been a big dis- 
cussion in the public with 
dispensaries being talked 
about,” he said. 
ficult sometimes to’ explain 
to the fifth-graders when we 
say that it’s sort of illegal 
but not quite.” 

“This new program called 
‘keepin’ it REAL’ came out 
in the middle school a couple 
of years ago,’ said Grazioso. 
The “real” aspect stands for 
refuse, explain, avoid and 
leave; elements that make 
up the foundation of the 
research-based classroom 
lessons. The program also 
teaches anti-drug norms and 
discusses drug use statistics 


“It’s dif-- 


amongst students’ peers. 
“We’ve found that the kids 


tend to over guess what’s re- , 


ally going on... we want kids 
to realize that not everybody 
takes drugs,” he said. 

Recognized and approved 
by The Substance Abuse 
and Mental Health Services 
Administration (SAMHSA), 
the program was integrated. 
into D.A.R.E. two years ago 
and focuses on helping stu- 
dents identify strategies that 
could help them out of sticky 
situations in which they feel 
pressured to do drugs. 

D.A.R.E. education be- 
gan in Quincy in 1989 and 
focuses heavily on steer- 
ing children away from ex- 
perimenting with gateway 
drugs such as tobacco, al- 
cohol, and marijuana and 
recently has been refocused 
to emphasize the dangers 
of prescription and over- 
the-counter medication. In 
all, the program has under- 
gone three major curriculum 
changes in an effort to keep 
up with ever evolving sub- 
stance abuse trends. 

Sautter, who has been a 
D.A.R_E. officer for 13 years 
and teaches the elementary 
school program, said edu- 
cating kids early is the best 
way to spread his anti-drug 
message. “I think it’s a great 
place to start this program,” 
he said. In all, he gives fifth- 
grade students 15 to 17 les- 
sons in an effort to prepare 
them for middle school and 
the unique pressures that 
come along with being in 
a new environment. As a 
D.A.R_E. officer, he visits a 
different elementary school 
daily, including the Sterling 
and Point Webster Middle 
Schools because they both 
contain fifth-grade classes. 

“We talk to them a lot 
about decision making,” 
he said. “We certainly get 
into talking about a few of 
the drugs that are necessary 
to talk about as they enter 
middle school. They’ll have 
some issues with peer pres- 
sure.” 

Aided by technology, 
Sautter is able to go into a 
classroom with his laptop 
and show students Power 
Point presentations and 


movie clips that depict their 
peers in difficult situations. 
Discussion is then focused 
on problem solving and es- 
cape techniques, © 

Workshops’ are also 
available to educate parents 
on how to talk to their kids 
about drugs in a thought- 
provoking and _ beneficial 
way. Sautter said the work- 
shops help to inform parents 
as much as kids about the 
dangers of drugs and brings 
them up to date on current 
substances and their rates of 
abuse. 

Grazioso has been a 
DARE. officer for 19 
years and teaches the mid- 
dle school program which 
includes all of the seventh- 
grade classes at all five mid- 
dle schools. The lessons 
also occasionally reach the 
high schools in the form of 
providing security and guid- 
ance for the North Quincy 
and Quincy High Senior 
Stay Outs where students 
enjoy the hours following 
prom in a safe and drug-free 
environment. 

“The kids actually do a 
lot of the talking,” he said. 
“A lot of times my role is 
just as a facilitator and we 
have the kids talking and 
discussing things.” 

D.A.R.E. Officers are 
also on call to address spe- 


cific concerns and situa- 
tions on request. Grazioso 
recalled one such situation 
involving students consum- 
ing a drink which contained 
small amounts of alcohol. 
“Years ago a_ principal 
called us and the kids were 
getting little bottles of [the 
drink]...so we went down 
there and gave a special class 
to them explaining that’s not 
something you should be do- 
ing because they had a little

bit of alcohol in them.” 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
commended the officers for 
their work in helping kids 
make the right decisions 
and while he felt the drug is- 
sue in Quincy was “Satan’s 
work,” he said efforts to 
combat it have been largely 
positive. 

“Since .we’ve had _ the 
open public discussion on 
Narcan, drug drop-off days 
and the substance abuse 
weeks in our schools has ex- 


panded,” he said. Narcan is 
used as an antidote to heroin 
and opiate overdoses and is 
carried by local police offi- 
cers in case of emergency. 
“We’re making good strides 
in the area of the drug issue 
and it’s a difficult issue and 
I remember when we came 
together a few years back 
as a city..now everybody 
is working together, shar- 
ing information, sharing re- 
sources.”

When asked about his 

handling of FEMA’s new 
flood maps, which will add 
1400 new homes to high 
hazard flood zones when 
they take effect in June, the 
mayor said he would have 
been more political on the 
issue if he were given a mul- 
ligan.

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Bluefin Robot a Hunt For Lost Plane

A_ robotic submarine 
manufactured by Quincy- 
based Bluefin Robotics 
joined the search for lost 
Malaysian Airlines Flight 
370 in a portion of the Indi- 
an Ocean hundreds of miles 
of the western coast of Aus- 
tralia this week. 

The Bluefin-21 autono- 
mous underwater vehicle 
operates at depths of up 
to 4,500 meters (approxi- 


mately 14,700 feet or 2.8 
miles). While operating un- 
derwater, the 17-foot long 
AUV uses sonar to create 
a three-dimensional map of 
the sea floor, which officials 
can comb through to find the 
missing plane. 

The Bluefin AUV was 
first deployed Monday in an 
area 1,400 miles northwest 
of the southwestern Austra- 
lian city of Perth. It was sup- 
posed to,operate underwater 


fot up to 16 hours, but re- 
surfaced after only six hours 
because it was operating in 
depths greater than 4,500 
meters. It was redeployed 
Tuesday in a shallower area 
of the Indian Ocean. 

Flight 370, a Boeing 777 
with 239 passengers and 
crew aboard, disappeared 
March 7 en route from the 
Malaysian capital of Kuala 
Lumpur to the Chinese capi- 
tal of Beijing. The search 


for the lost aircraft initially 
focused on the Gulf of Thai- 
land before shifting to the 
southern Indian Ocean after 
analysis of satellite data + 

The Bluefin-21 was sent 
to the area three weeks ago. 
Australian officials leading 
the search deployed it this 
week after signals said to be 
consistent with those sent 
by a downed aircraft’s black 
boxes were detected in the 
area.

Forestry, and Cemetery De- 
partments, said Hancock 
Cemetery and the grave 
markers inside it tell a story 
of what life was like centu- 
Ties ago.

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Quincy Police Department Teaches Self Defense

Prevention Unit, in coopera- 
tion with Eastern Nazarene 


College, recently held a. 


two-night self defense pro- 
gram for women ages 16 
and older at the college. 
The first night began with 
Officer Lisa Devine engag- 
ing the 25 students in a dis- 
cussion about awareness of 
your surroundings and how 
to avoid becoming a victim 
of assault. The key points 
were to know where you are 
and to be on guard for any 
potential threats. Sensory 
obstructions such as using 
headphones, texting or 
cell phones increases your 
chances of being caught off 


We all see pedestrians 
so focused on technology 
as they walk into other pe- 
destrians or into traffic, only 
looking up when they have 
to, — and sometimes too late. 
This is the ideal candidate to 
be robbed and/or assaulted. 
The best action is to check 
you messages or texts prior 
to leaving the safety of your 
class, building or business, 
etc. As you leave a building, 
you should’ be’ re-assessing 
as you walk, scanning for 
potential threats. Walking 
with others is also a deter- 
rent. 

The class then partici- 
pated in warm up drills in 
preparation for the prelimi- 
nary training and learning 
of blocks, kicks. and blows 
to help ward off an offend- 
er. Parallel to the physical 
techniques, the Instructors, 
-all Quincy Police Officers, 
stressed the importance of 
voice control. Yelling and 
screaming serves two pur- 
poses. It creates attention 
from others in the area who 
may be able to help and sec- 
ondly, it tells the offender 
that you are going to resist 
and not give in to the threat. 

The instructors then 
paired the students off and 
worked with them on the 
precision of the techniques 
taught, focusing on the as- 
sailant’s vulnerable spots. 
For many of the females, 
this was the first time they 


have ever punched or kicked © 


The first night concluded 
with the students being able 
to recognize. threats and also 
how to use physical actions

to get away. The students 
went home after the first 
night knowing that the sec- 
ond night would begin with 
a quick refresher followed 
by scenarios in which they 
would test their skills and 
energy escaping from of- 
fenders. All students were 
encouraged to challenge 
themselves during the sce- 


narios, to view it as an ac- 


tual incident, so that each 
student could assess their 
own abilities. It should be 
noted that no student is re- 
quired to take part in warm 
up exercises or any of the 
role plays. Just observing 


will help students generate - 


ideas on how to handle a 
volatile situation. 

For the scenarios, the 
students are brought into a 
separate room, where Offi- 
cer Kristen Bowes and De- 
tective James Dentremont 
helped suit them up with 
protective gear of foam 
hand/forearm pads and hel- 
met secured by Velcro. Each 
student is brought into the 
gym separately so that the 
element of surprise is main- 
tained. There they see two 
men, Sergeant Patrick. Buo- 
nagurio and Officer Matt 
Miller, dressed fully in the 
red man suit, which consists 
of heavily insulated padding 
and a steel grid face mask. 
For many of the students, 
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this alone was threatening. 
Officer Levine asks each 
student if they have. any 
health or injury concerns. 
This is important because 
we do not want to further 
aggravate their pain. The 
Officers set up the role play 
based on this information, 
avoiding parts of the body 
that the student is concerned 
about. 

There are many scenarios 
that the Officers can use. The 
first scenario had the stu- 
dent walking down a street 
where she is confronted by 
two men who are making 
insulting remarks to the vic- 
tim. As she walks between 
the men, she is grabbed by 
one of them. The student 
can use any of the strikes 
taught to defend themselves 
with the ultimate goal of es- 
caping. During this time, 
the Officers are yelling out 
instructions of what type of 
strike to use to get free. It 
is a combination of strikes, 
yelling and running that 
gets the student free and out 
of the gym door, where the 
next student is suited up and 
waits their turn. The scenar- 
io is brief and this is inten- 
tional to build the students 
confidence in preparation 
for the next scénario. After 
all the students went through 
the first scenario, the two red 
suited Officers, soaked in

sweat, took a well deserved 
ten minute break after being 
hit with numerous kicks, el- 
bows and punches from vic- 
tims, who were all pumped 
up with adrenalin! 

The second scenario is 
based on a recent ATM situ- 
ation where the female is 
attacked from behind, com- 
pletely unaware because 
she is intentionally distract- 
ed. The first one assailant 
comes up from behind and 
grabs her around her arms 
and squeezes tightly. This is 


’ totally unexpected since the 


students do not see this com- 
ing. After the initial freeze, 
the student literally kicks 
in her learning with a heel 
strike followed by strong el- 
bow blows to break free. As 
the student runs away, she 
encounters the second red 
suitet blocking her path:to 
escape. The students often 
opted for a solid kick to the 
groin, often accompanied 
by a punch to the assailant’s 
face. It all’ sounds violent 
and even though it is only 
role playing, each student is 
urged to test themselves to 
see what they can do. 

After each student com- 
pleted the two challenges, 
the group then went into one 
of the college’s classrooms, 


where a'video was shown of | 


each student going through 
the scenarios. Since they

had not seen each other go 
through the threats, it was 
a valuable learning tool so 
that they could learn from 
each other.. There were also 
many laughs and - sharing 
of emotions as the group 
watched each other in ac- 
tion. 

There are many reasons 
why the females wanted to 
take the class: For some, it 
was, because of a situation 
that frightened them. For 
others, it was an opportunity 
to learn about themselves. 
There were high school stu- 
dents in the class who plan 
on going away to college 
and wanted the training and 
experience of what to do in 
unfamiliar — surroundings. 
There were senior citizens 
who. wanted to see what 
they were capable of. 

There was a mother and 
daughter who wanted to 
spend time. together . with 
the goal of protecting each 
other. - 

Carolyn. Schwartz, a 
North Quincy High School 
student said, “I’m going to 
college next year and after 
this course. I feel confident 
that I can° defend myself 


without. worry. I think it 
would .be valuable for ev- 
eryone.” 


Another North Quincy 
High School student, Jane 
Minton added, “I learned I 
am stronger than I think I 
am” (which Sergeant Buo- 
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nagurio could attest to). 

Roberta Black said of the 
program, “There was such 
great energy from the Police 
Officers and their energy in- 
spired us to “really get into 
it” 

Jolene Coletta said, “I 
would highly recommend 
this program. I learned.a lot 
and it really makes you feel 
safe.” : 

Julita Bailey of Eastern 
Nazarene College summed 
it- up, ‘saying, “I like the 
course because it is free and 
very beneficial in the world 
we live in today.” Many of 
the females, including Traci 
Cox, said that they would 
take the course over and 
over as a refresher. 

Quincy Police Chief Paul 
Keenan thanked Eastern 
Nazarene College for their 
hospitality and openness to 
run this program. As for the 
program, Chief Keenan re- 
marked, “This is just anoth- 
er example of the proactive 
approach this department 
takes in serving the commu- 
nity. It is the commitment 
of our Officers that make 
all the programs we provide 
so successful.” 

As for the next self de- 
fense program, it is tenta- 
tively scheduled for October 
2014.

6.9 A MEDICAL MARIJUANA HOME CULTIVATION 

6.9A.1 Purpose. It is the purpose of this section titled Medical Marijuana Home Cultiva- 
tion to address and mitigate the secondary effects of Medical Marijuana 

Home Cultivation that are referenced and defined herein. Secondary effects have been 
shown to include increased crime, adverse impacts on public health, adverse impacts on 
business climate of the City, adverse impacts on the property values of residential and com- 
mercial properties, adverse impacts on the quality of life in the City. All of said secondary 
impacts are adverse to the health, safety and general welfare of the City and its inhabitants. 


It is the purpose of this ordinance to establish specific standards and procedures for local 
licensing of medical marijuana cultivation sites, cultivation operations. 


The-provisions of this Ordinance have neither the purpose nor intent of imposing a limita- 
tion on the content of any communicative matter or materials. Similarly, it is not the purpose 
or intent of this Ordinance to restrict or deny access by adults to Medical Marijuana or to 
other related matter or materials that are protected by the Constitution of the United States 
of America or of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, not to restrict or deny rights that 
distributors of such materials may have to sell or distribute such materials. Neither is it the 
purpose or intent of this Ordinance to legalize the sale, rental, or distribution of illicit or other 
illegal matter or materials. It is not the intent of this Ordinance to in any way interfere with 
bona fide doctor-patient relationship or require unnecessary or arbitrary disclosure of pro- 
tected health care information. 


6.9A.2 General. Medical Marijuana Home Cultivation may be authorized by special permit 
to be issued by the City of Quincy's Commissioner of Public Health upon proof of hardship 
requiring such cultivation. The following regulations shall apply to Medical Marijuana Home 
Cultivation as defined on this Ordinance. 

6.9A.3 Hardship. A hardship under this Ordinance shall be defined using the criteria set 


- forth in 105 CMR 725.035 Sections (A) and (B)..Incorporated herein by reference. 


6.9A.4 Privacy Rights. The Commissioner of Public Health shall.not share any informa- 
tion obtained during the Permitting process outlined herein with any other agency in local, 
state or federal government, nor with the public. The privacy rights of bona fide patients 
shail be protected at all times, and the Commissioner of Public Health shall be charged with 
implanting appropriated procedures and safeguards to énsure Said privacy. 


6.9.4.5 Law Enforcement Access: Upon the showing of probable cause that a crime has 
been committed, as determined by the Commissioner of Public Health in written findings, 
the address of a home cultivation site may be shared with the Quincy Police Chief. The only 
crimes for which disclosure of said address is permissible are the distribution or manufactur- 
ing of a controlled substance.

because of the issues. 

“As part of our paperwork 
the next step with the state 
we’ve got to provide enroll- 
ment projections, numbers, 
what configuration we think 
makes sense. Then we enter 
the discussion with the state, 
‘this is what we’re thinking 
about doing.’ They weigh 
in, make determinations.” 

The mayor added that the 
idea of putting fourth grad- 
ers in the new school is only 
in the discussion phase cur- 
rently. 

“It’s just in the discus- 
sion phase. The superinten- 
dent and his team raised it 
to the School Committee 
in subcommittee and sub- 
sequently talked about it at 
the last School Committee 
meeting,” Koch said. 

“This will be looked at 
along with redistricting go- 
ing forward, because of 
the pockets of increase in 
families and the number of 
kindergartners coming in 
we’ve got to deal with. It’s 
early but it’s all on the table 
to talk about.” 

He explained that, if 
the School Committee and 
MSBA agree to put fourth 
graders in the new school, it 
could be designed to better 
accommodate them.

Those questions are about Mayor Thomas Koch’s 
political future and whether anyone 
else will seek the mayor’s seat in 
2015. 
Too early for political speculation? 
Perhaps. 
But you. know how time goes . . . 


quick . . . especially in the political 
arena. : 
Just look at all the speculation sur- KOCH 


rounding race for the White House 

in 2016. So much discussion already about potential 
candidates for the Republican and Democratic nomi- 
nations and Election Day 2016 is more than 31 months 
away. 

So, in that context, Quincy’s municipal election day 
next November is much closer than you might think. 

Which brings us to Mayor Koch, who is four months 
into his fourth two-year term. 

Will “hizzoner” make a bid for a fifth term next 
year? 

“T haven’t made” a decision,” he told us during a re- 
cent editorial board meeting. He also said he’ll decide 
after the first of the new year. 

“I take (mayoral terms) one at a time. I just started 
my fourth term,” Koch said. “I still have the fire in my 
belly and we have a great team. We’re making great 


Progress, T think. We'll make that assessment (about. 


running for another term) next year.” 

Asked what factors he’ll consider in making a deci- 
sion, Koch replied: 

“If I feel there is more to do, that we're in a good 
place to continue to do some things or do some ad- 
ditional things and had the fire in the belly, I probably 
would (seek another term). But you know, (serving as 
mayor) has a shelf life. Those jobs aren’t forever.” 

Koch — after completing this current term — would 
be the fifth mayor to serve at least eight years. The 
others: Jim Sheets, Charles Ross, Amelio Della Chiesa 
and Frank McCauley. 

Recent history would suggest that being the incum- 
bent is no shoe-in for re-election. 

Of the last seven mayors before Koch, four lost bids 
for re-election while another three opted against run- 
ning for another term. Those who stepped away from 
the mayor’s office (and the number of terms served) 
are Jim McIntyre (3), Arthur Tobin (2) and Frank Mc- 
Cauley (4). The four who did not win re-election (and 
number of terms served) are Walter Hannon (2), Joe 
LaRaia (1), Jim Sheets (6) and Bill Phelan (3). 

Some mayors have decided against seeking anoth- 
er term because they receive political appointments. 
MclIntyre, for instance, was appointed counsel of the 


Massachusetts State Senate. He resigned his senate . 


seat and finished out his third mayoral term but did not 
seek re-election. 

There’s already speculation surrounding next year’s 
mayoral contest. And what’s fueling talk is the four- 
year term. Last fall, voters approved a citizens’ initia- 
tive petition doubling the current two-year term to four 
years. So, the winner of the 2015 mayor’s race will 
serve the first four-year term in Quincy history. 

That means those eying the mayor’s seat will have 
to decide whether to make a run for it next year or wait 
until 2019. Four years can be a political eternity for 
office hopefuls. 

Those who have been mentioned as potential may- 
oral candidates next year include former Mayor Wil- 
liam Phelan, School Committeewoman Anne Ma- 
honey and City Councillor Doug Gutro. Phelan was 
unseated by Koch in 2007 and lost a rematch in 2009. 
Mahoney challenged Koch in 2011 and was re-elected 
to the school committee in 2013. She would be at the 
half-way mark of her current term and would not risk

losing her seat if she ran again for mayor in 2015. 

Gutro may have mayoral aspirations as well-and 
topped the at-large council race in 2013 in a quiet elec- 
tion without any opposition to the incumbents. 

Of course, if Koch decides that eight is enough and 
does not seek re-election next fall it would set off a 
political scramble not seen in the city for a quarter cen- 
tury. 

You have to go back to 1989 for the last city election 
with an open mayor’s seat. That’s when former Mayor 
Frank McCauley opted not to seek a fifth term. 


Four well-known candidates entered that year’s: 


race: Sheets, who was a Ward 4 councillor; Council- 
lor Stephen McGrath, former Mayor Joseph LaRaia 
and Quincy businessman Peter O’Connell. Sheets and 
O’Connell were nominated in the preliminary election 


and Sheets won the final election and went on to serve 


12 years as mayor. - 

On open seat next year - if there i is one - could signal 
multiple. candidates for mayor. And if they include 
councillors, then those seats would open up as well. 

But that scenario hinges on Koch and his future. The 
mayor is proud of his record and enjoys campaigning 


"- that alone would suggest he’ll be running for a fifth 
. term next year. 


“T think we have a great record,” he says. “I’m bi- 
ased of course, but I think what we’re getting done is 
remarkable i in the coursé of one of the worst recessions 


“since the Depression. “All we’ ve got accomplished is 
-‘pretty amazing. Though we've had a little hiccup in 


the downtown, it’s going to be back on track in no 
time. ” 

The downtown - anyone with a political pulse knows 
this could be the driving issue of the 2015 mayor’s 
race. If there are shovels in the ground and building 
frames rising in the city’s central business district, that 
could deter some would-be candidates from running 
against Koch. 

But, if the redevelopment stalls, that could ignite a 
spirited mayoral campaign with multiple candidates. 

Koch continues to work at the downtown while ad- 
dressing other needs in the city. 

“We didn’t put all our eggs as a city in one bas- 
ket that we pay attention .to the downtown and ignore 
everything else. We’ve been doing infrastructure — 
whether it’s schools or seawalls, whether it’s a senior 
center or track. We’re getting a lot done. 

“We’ve brought businesses here. We’ve done a 
number of TIFs (Tax Increment Financing agree- 
ments). Economically we continue to work at it.” . 

At this point in time, it sounds as if Koch will run 
again next year. He remains upbeat and not worn down 
by the daily grind of serving as the city’s chief execu- 
tive. ° 

“T’m still excited. It’s a great city. We’ve got a lot 
done working with colleagues in government. Work- 
ing with department heads, employees - everybody is 
pulling their share.” 

But he’s also philosophical about the nature of job 


itself. 


“T’m not going to make everybody happy. Everyday 
I’m making decisions and not everybody is happy with 
the decisions you make. Some days I wonder if there i is 
anybody happy in that day. 

“The reality is in the job you're making decisions 


and you’re saying ‘no’ sometimes and people don’t 


like that. 

“There were people there before me. There will be 
people there after me and life goes on.” 

Any re-election decision appears to be on Koch’s 
back-burner right now. 

“I love what we’re doing now. We’re full boar this 
term for getting more accomplished. We’ll look at it 
next January.”

are disheartening. 

“More people died in 
Norfolk County than all 
of the state of New Hamp- 
shire, all the state of Maine 
last year, and all the state of 
Vermont,” Morrissey said.

The number of deaths, 
he noted, would have been 
higher if not for the Quincy 
Police Department’s Narcan 
program. Officers have ad- 
ministered the nasal spray 
257 times since October 
2010, reversing 245 of those 
overdoses. 

The Quincy-Braintree- 
Weymouth area of the 
Norfolk County has been 
hardest hit by the increase 
in overdose deaths, Mortis- 
sey added, but’ at least one 
person has died in each of 
the county’s 28 cities and 
towns. : 

“It doesn’t matter if 


" you’re from a working class 


community or a wealthy 


community,” Morrissey 
said. “In the last three years, 
everyone has had at least 
one in the county.” 

Morrissey explained that 
people who become addict- 
ed to opiates often start by 
taking painkillers, ones they 
were prescribed or those 
they find lying around the 
house. Those people then 
start taking heroin because 
it’s cheaper and more pow- 
erful than the prescription 
drugs. The current crisis, he 
noted, has affected families 
across the socioeconomic 
spectrum. ; 

“In the old days society 
would look at people who 
were on heroin as ‘that’s 
kind of a back alley, bad 
person,’ and they’d write 
those people off. That’s how 
society viewed that in the 
“60s and ‘70s,” Morrissey 
said. “But today it’s good 
kids from good families that

South Cove Manor, a 
nursing and rehabilitation 
facility focused on caring 
for elderly Chinese patients, 
will celebrate the completion 
of their new, state-of-the-art 
facility located at 290 Wash- 
ington St. in Quincy Point 
on Tuesday at 10 a.m. 
Originally breaking 
ground on Nov. 28, 2012 
with Mayor Thomas Koch 
in attendance, the facility 
is currently accepting pre- 
admission referral forms. 
The four-story, 
86,000-square-foot facility 
owned by South Cove Nurs- 


‘ing Facilities Foundation 


Inc., will be divided into 
six residential communities 
and will boast 141 private 
and semi-private beds, six 
dining areas, a community 
space, a rehab center, and 
activity rooms. Roughly 


200 full and part-time staff- 


members will be on hand to 
care for short-stay and long- 


“stay residents. 


The original 100-béd 
location, which opened its 
doors in 1985, is in Boston’s 
Chinatown and is being re- 
placed by the new, larger 
building located on what 
was once the Hassan Auto- 
motive Property. 

“South Cove Manor has 
been based in Boston for al- 
most 30 years, and initially 
sought to build their ex-

‘panded facility there,” said 


President and CEO Richard 
Wong. “After several years 
of searching, there were no 
suitable and affordable par- 
cels of land. Quincy is near- 
by, easily accessible by car 
or public transportation, has 
a large Asian community, 
and had available land.” 

Over $2 million in funds 
to cover construction and 
equipment costs were raised 
by donors such as Bank of 
America, Cambridge Sav- 
ings Bank, the Chinese 
American Nurses Associa- 
tion, Quincy Mutual Fire In- 
surance, and private donors 
in addition to MassDevelop- 
ment bond proceeds totaling 
$19 million. 

According to Wong, the 
building’s lot can accommo- 
date roughly 47 vehicles and 
active parking management 
will be on-site to manage 
staff and visitor cars.

The city is planning to 
construct the new Sterling 
on space behind the current 
school where a track and 
basketball’ court currently 
sit.

Teel Field, Wollaston Cen- 
ter revitalization, and sev- 
eral topics concerning the 
MBTA. 

North Quincy High 

Koch’s proposal to ex- 
pand the North Quincy High 
campus includes. renovat- 
ing Teel Field and creating 
a new 157-vehicle parking 
lot on Hunt Street. To ac- 
commodate the parking lot, 
as well as two retaining 
ponds, the city needs to pur- 
chase eight homes on Hunt 
Street and one on Newbury 
Avenue. An appraiser is in 
the final stage of appraising 
those properties. 

“It’s still early in the 
process. We just hired an 
appraiser. If they haven’t 
finished they’re probably 
nearly finishing the apprais- 
als on each of the properties, 
which is a requirement real- 


ly under the law — before we 


enter negotiations we need 
to. have something to base it 
on,” Koch said. 


“I know one resident has 
already reached out to the 
law office indicating they 
believe they have found an- 
other home and they’d like 
to make the move ‘sooner. 
We have the law department 
looking at that piece.” 

Koch is optimistic the 
city will be able to reach 
amicable agreements to pur- 
chase the houses, though he 
is prepared to use eminent 
domain if needed. 

“If you'don’t want to sell 
your home I know that’s 
a. tough one,” Koch said. 
“Hopefully they'll all be 
friendly takings. If we have 
to use eminent domain — 
obviously we'd have to go 
through the council for that 
— we will. I think that it’s a 
worthwhile project.” 

The mayor plans to pur- 
chase the houses using furids 
from the sale of the former 
Central Middle School. He 
noted funds from the sale of 
capital assets, like Central, 


“ need to be used for capital 


improvements or aeath 
tions. 

“When we sell a capital 
asset like that it doesn’t go 
into the general fund. Under 
the law it goes into a special 
account that has to be used 
for other capital improve- 
ments or . acquisitions,” 
Koch said. “It’s perfect for 
this.” 

Koch ‘said the project, 
which has a total project 
cost of $10-12 million, was 
proposed with the intent of 
completing the North Quin- 
cy High campus plan that 
began in the 1970s when the 
school was renovated and 
expanded. 

“The reality is it was a 
disgrace the city left a gas 
station at the corner out- 


side the front door — it’s 
now a D’Angelo’s. There 
was never enough parking 
for staff or visitors. It was 
shoehorned in. It’s easy to 
look back and second guess 
but from day one I’ve been 
consistent on that. I view it 
as more than parking and a 
field. I view it as completing 
a campus for that school,” 
Koch said. 

“The field is going to be 
an incfedible addition to the 
city in its entirety. When 
you put a second synthetic 
turf facility in the amount 


of play on that is unlimited. 


You’re taking the pressure 
off of a lot of other fields — 
you’re ‘taking pressure off 
the stadium...It’s a magnifi- 
cent facility that’s going to 
not only help North, it will 
help Quincy and it will help 
every youth program we 
have in the city because it’s 
going to take the pressure 
off the facilities. 

“Tt will also be lit. It will 
have the amenities needed 
so once this is built if North 
wants to have a home game 
—if they want to have it there 
for soccer, for lacrosse, for 
JV football they’d be able to 
do that. If they still want to 
use the stadium for varsity 
because they have the lock- 
er room and the tunnel and 
all that, I get that too. We'll 
kind of let that evolve. 

“The parking I don’t un- 
derestimate. We have school 
events day and night. You 
have elections down there. 
You have Sacred Heart bas- 
ketball in there. You have 
rentals like the Irish step 
dance. People park all over 
the neighborhood. There’s 
no room down there; it’s just 
so jammed in.”

Wollaston Center 
Revitalization 

In September, the Met- 
ropolitan’ Area Planning 
Council (MAPC) released 
a 46-page report detailing 
recommendations on how to 
revitalize Wollaston Center. 

The report, which was 
issued followed a series of 
neighborhood meetings co- 
hosted by the MAPC and 
Quincy’s Planning Depart- 
ment, included a series of 
recommendations includ- 
ing providing incentives 
for higher-density, mixed- 
use development; widening 
sidewalks; and adding bike 
lanes to streets. 

The mayor said he has 
met with major property 
owners and developers in 
the months since the report 
was issued. 

“I’ve met with every ma- 


jor property owner in Wol-- 


laston Center and there is 
a great interest.from those 
property owners,” Koch 
said. “I’ve also met with 
some developers and put- 
ting the developers with 
those property owners to 
try and come up with a pro- 
gram, both individual with 
the property owners but also 
for the greater district down 
there. Once we see a project 
pop down there I think they 
all will follow.” 

One residential property 
owner, Koch noted, has a 
long wait list for people 
who wish to rent apartments 
in the area. 

“People want to be there. 
It’s close to the T. It’s-close 
to all the service industries 
around there they do their 
business with — they grab 
something to eat, go to the 
cleaners, get their coffee, 
whatever the case may be, 
it’s all there,” the mayor 
said. 

“Tt’s very popular for res- 
idential living so I think it’s 
ripe for development with 
some residential units.” 

The MBTA 
Last summer, Koch in- 


troduced plans to create a 
new Quincy Center MBTA 
station that will feature re- 
tail and office space as well 
as a new parking garage. 

Since then, the city has 
hired engineering firm Par- 
sons Brinckerhoff to help 
design the new facility and 
reached an agreement with 
the federal government to 
use a $1 million grant to pay 
for the design process. A 
transportation bill approved 
by houses of the state Leg- 
islature could provide up to 
$10 million in funding for 
the project; wording in that 
legislation enables Quincy 
to take the-lead on redevel- 
oping the site. The mayor is 
optimistic about developing 
the station site. 

“In the end we believe 
we'll have a new station, an 
intermodal _ transportation 
place, which will work far 
more efficiently and friend- 
lier and aesthetically pleas- 
ing. That’s the goal and I 
think we’ll get there,” Koch 
said. 

“The station is in bad 
shape. The garage has been 
condemned. It can’t sit there 
like that.” 

In addition to Koch’s 


plan to develop the Quincy 


Center station, the mayor 
said the MBTA has sub- 
mitted requests for propos- 
als for developments at its 
stations in. Wollaston and 
North Quincy. Because of 
agreements reached when 
the MBTA first extended the 
Red Line to Quincy, the city 
maintains air rights over the 
track. 

Koch is currently the 
chairman of the MBTA Ad- 
visory Board, which consists 
of representatives of the 175 
communities the transit 
agency services throughout 
eastern Massachusetts. The 
board is responsible for ad- 
vising MBTA management 
on long-term goals and ini- 
tiatives undertaken by the 
transit agency. Currently, 
the MBTA is in the middle

of a yearlong pilot program 
testing out extended ser- 


vice hours for rapid transit 
lines. The mayor said is he 
supportive of the pilot pro- 


“For the most part the pi- 
lot is being driven for those 
people who work in the hos- 
pitality industry or medical 
field. They work odd shifts, 
come out and have no pub- 
lic transportation. The goal 
is to help them first,” Koch 
said. 

“Boston has another goal 
obviously and that is to, not 
necessarily compare us to 
New York, but have a little 
more life at night. Extend 
the hours. Extend the busi- 
ness. Make the city a little 
more lively, which makes it 
more attractive for conven- 
tions and other things. We’ll 
see how it plays out, because 
it is a pilot program.” 

The mayor also said he 
is working with the MBTA 


and the USS Salem to find a - 


new home for the ship. The 
Salem, a cruiser that serves 
as home to a.museum, is 
currently docked at the Fore 
River Shipyard on a pier 
owned by the MBTA. But 
the transit agency is selling 
the pier because it is in dire 
shape. 

“My guess is a new own- 
er of that land is probably 
not going to be interested in 
housing the Salem there. If 
they’re going to spend that 
kind of money they’re going 
to probably want to maxi- 
mize the value of their in- 
vestment,” Koch explained. 

“Having said that I know 
the T, the city, we’re all 
working with the Salem to 
see how best we can deal 
with its future location.” 

Koch added that the Sa- 
lem’s operators have begun 
looking for new sites, but 
nothing is official yet. 

“I know they’re look- 
ing at locations and they’ve 
floated some stuff,” the 
mayor said, “but nothing is 
etched in stone.”

At this point, her boyfriend came over and asked the sus- 
pect again to leave his girlfriend alone. She said that the sus- 
pect (1) said something to her and then punched her in the 
right side of the forehead.

She said that the 
altercation was quickly broken up by the bouncers.

parking... Burgess said 18 
parking spaces would be lost 


at the height of the project. 


There will be a net loss of 24 
spaces, he explained, after 
the project is completed.

Communication can be 
spoken or unspoken.

Street in Quincy Center. This school served the young- 
sters of Quincy for 70 years. It was one of Quincy’s 
| first school buildings, built in 1855 on a half-acre lot 


just behind the Christ Church Cemetery on the corner. 


Through the trees on the left can be seen St. John’s 
Church that was built only two years before the school. 
Originally only six rooms, the building was expanded 


to 10 rooms as shown here in 1879. When a new Adams 
School on Abigail Avenue replaced this one in 1913, this 
became home to the Boy’s Industrial School. Then after 
the new senior high school opened on Coddington Street 
with space specifically for the Trade School, this building 
was demolished in 1925. Today, the site is a parking lot 
for St. John’s Church.

_ The way the Vietnam War 
was conducted and how it 
was received at home made 
it different than any other 
conflict in U.S. history, a 
retired U.S. Marine Corps 


captain told a crowd of 200 


at the city’s annual ceremo- 

ny honoring those who died 

and those who served during 
_ the war. - 

George C. McMahon, a 
Quincy attorney who served 
a tour of duty in Vietnam and 
was awarded a Bronze Star 
with Combat V, the Viet- 
namese Cross of Gallantry, 
and the Distinguished Fly- 
ing Cross, was the special 
guest speaker at the ceremo- 
ny held April 24 in front of 
the Marina Bay clock tower 
bearing the names of the 48 


Quincy residents killed in 


the war. 
In his speech, McMa- 
‘ hon spoke of what made the 
» Vietnam War different from 
_ others that came before or 
after it. He said the U.S. 
government conducted the 
war in a way that prevented 
an easy victory. 

“We were not allowed to 
win that war. We weren’t al- 
lowed cross into Laos and 
Cambodia and shut down the 
Ho Chi Minh Trail, the trail 


emy throughout South Viet- 
nam. We were not allowed 
to invade North Vietnam, 
which we could have done 
in a heartbeat. We weren’t 
allowed to bomb Haiphong 
Harbor or the railways that 
came into Hanoi that also 


resupplied our enemies in 
the south,” McMahon said. 

'_ “If we put our heart into 
what we were doing over 


. there and our: government 


let us do it, we could’ve 
overrun that country in three 
weeks. That’s why it’s such 
a shame it dragged on for so 


long and. wat conducted the | 


way it was.” 

In spite of all ‘at that, 
McMahon ‘explained, the 
Americans sent to Vietnam 
fought as hard as any Amer- 
ican troops in any war in 
U.S. History. 

“Make no mistake about 
it, Vietnam was an all-out 
war. The men whose names 
appear on this wall and the 


other veterans who are here 


know that. The men who 
fought in Vietnam, fought 
as hard as any Americans 
in any time in U.S. history,” 
McMahon said. 

“They lived in horrible 
conditions living in holes 
in the ground for months on 
end, eating C-rations, sores 
all over their bodies, trench 
foot, monsoons that lasted 
for three or four months. 
Those were their living con- 
ditions. Not to mention the 
fact that they were fighting: 
a determined enemy in the 


‘ North Vietnamese and Viet 
that was resupplying our en- © 


Cong.” 

At home in the US., 
McMahon : continued, the 
war and the Americans who 
fought in it were not popu- 


‘lar. He and his fellow ser- 


vicemen and women knew 
that and continued to fight 
fiercely.

The Making Waves 
Quincy Coalition will be 
holding this meeting in. our 
effort to help notify the 1400 
residents that are new to-the 
FEMA (Federal Emergency 
Management Agency) maps, 

helping them to fully un- 
derstand the importance of 
acquiring a flood insurance 
policy by May 8th. These 
1400 residents are currently 
in an‘ X zone, which allows 


them to purchase what is 
‘known as a Preferred Risk 


Policy (PRP). ~ 

What may cost a hom- 
eowner, as little as $176 
on May 8* could become 
$2000 on May 9%. Beyond 
this is the concept of grand- 
fathering; even 4 property 
that holds no mortgage, and 
doesn’t require flood insur- 
ance — a flood insurance 
policy is critical for resale. 
Without a 
policy to hand over to a 
prospective buyer, they are 
looking at a full rate. If you 
add that to a new mortgage, 
your home is no longer that 
attractive. 

This is the reality that 


residents need to under- 
stand. Our coalition formed 
in the Beechwood Knoll 
area, with this scenario that 
brought neighbors together; 
one neighbor had fallen 
into the 2012 maps with no 
knowledge of this. She was 
notified that her house was 
in the flood zone when her 
bank contacted her with 
a. threatening letter of a 
‘forced placed policy.’ The 
2012 maps had been voted 
in, and she was now in a 
‘flood zone’ ineligible for a 
Preferred Risk Policy. Her 
bank demanded two years of 
flood insurance in escrow up 
front, the cost $4000, and a 
subsequent elevation certifi- 


- cate for an additional $800. 


As you might imagine this 
was a shocking event for a 
homeowner in a neighbor- 
hood that has never flooded. 

Individually we all at- 
tended that first FEMA meet- 
ing on February 20, which 
provided more questions 
than answers. This alerted 
us to get active, get educat- 
ed, and figure out what are 
we going to do to. change 
this? We have been meeting 
on a weekly and sometimes 
bi-weekly basis since March 
8th. We started off canvass- 
ing our immediate neigh- 
borhood and branched out 
as far as we could, dropping 
flyers, alerting residents like 
us who have never flooded 
that they too were now part 
of FEMA’s flood map. 

This has been our biggest 
concern, ‘those homeowners 
like ourselves that have nev- 
er flooded caught off guard 
by the logic “I am not in a 
flood zone as I have never 
flooded.’ That does not seem 
to be a requirement to be 
included in FEMA's flood 
maps and we hope that ev- 
eryone in the City takes the 
time to check the maps_not 
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only for themselves, but also 
for their family and friends. 
The maps are on the City’s 
website www.mapgeo.com/ 
quincyma or you can call 
the City Engineering De- 
partment at 617-376-1937. 
More than a few residents 
have come to our meetings 
with anger directed ‘at the 
Mayor for not appealing the 
maps during the 90 day win- 
dow; the Coalition would 
like to see all of that energy 
directed at the federal level, 
because that is where it be- 
longs. Congress voted these 
laws in and only Congress 
can effect changes to them. 
Marshfield and Plymouth 
filed appeals, but it appears 
that FEMA has already stat- 
ed that they are not going to 
accept appeals on the basis 


‘of methodology and those 


towns will likely move onto 
filing their Letter of Map 
Revision (LOMR); the ap- 
peal that is being’ worked 


on right now in the City of © 


Quincy. This is a process 


of surveying homeowner’s - 


by neighborhood. If you 
haven’t signed up to be part 
of this appeal, again call the 
City Engineer. 

FEMA’s ‘ultimate goal it 
appears, is that every hom- 
eowner will move towards 
‘actuarial’ rates on their 
flood. insurance, but . the 
question; what are actuarial 
rates ~ goes unanswered? 
This is unsettling for a ho- 
meowner not to know the 
endpoint. How do you plan 
for anything? We recog- 
nize flaws in the National 
Federal Insurance Program 
(NFIP) and we want to 
make enough waves, so to 
speak, to have an impact on 
the next bill that is written. 
The current bill is in effect 
until 2017, giving us plenty 
of time-to figure out better 
solutions. The Affordability 


TTT oil) ee 


Act lessened the dire im- 
pacts-of Biggert Waters, but 
this bill is a band-aid at best, 
as it does not go far enough. 

We would appreciate it, 
if residents would come and 
learn about the: bills, how 


have we gotten to where we 


are, and most importantly 
the possible solutions. Joe 
Rossi and Doris Crary put 


‘the issues into layman’s 


terms better than anyone 
we have heard from. Help 
us create the noise to get the 
attention of Congress, be 
it letter writers, telephone 
calls. there is strength in 
numbers. Congress needs 
to know that flood insurance 
needs to remain affordable 
lest our economy become.

from attacking again. 

Around midnight’ . on 
April 24, a-coyote jumped 
over a fence and ran off 
with an elderly woman’s © 
pet Chihuahua in the Mer- 
rymount neighborhood. Po- 
lice Capt. John Dougan said 
that coyote attack was likely 
the second on a pet in April. 
A cat in North Quincy was 
killed two weeks prior and 
officials believe a coyote 
was responsible, though the 
attack wasn’t witnessed. 

To help avoid another at- 
tack, residents should ensure 
their trashcans are covered 
completely. Pets should not 
be left unattended, particu- 
larly at night. 

Dougan said that coyotes 
are known to frighten eas- 
ily: If someone encounters 
one, they can scare it away 
by yelling and making other 
loud noises, such as banging 
trashcans.

uate of North Quincy High. 
He was killed on Nov. 24, 
1968, in Quang Nam as a re- 
sult of small arms fire. 

Speaking at the ceremo- 
ny was Sirois’ brother, Jack, 
himself a U.S. Navy combat 
veteran. 

“The Sirois family’s ul- 
timate sacrifice came on the 
fourth generation of military 
warriors who served their 
country as part of an operat- 
ing force somewhere for the 
last century with pride, hon- 
or, and dedication so that 
‘liberty’ isn’t just another 
word that’s used loosely and 
‘Semper Fi’ means some- 
thing to our troops, to’ their 
values, and our way of life,” 
Sirois said. 

“Freedom isn’t free and 
for all those men and wom- 
en who went into battle and 
came home, I believe in he- 
roes and I salute you. To all 
of those who have fallen I 
say God bless. You’re not 
forgotten now and you never 
will be here in Quincy,” he 
added, thanking those who 
helped organize the ceremo- 
nies,.including Norton. 

“T-would like to thank all 
of you here today watching 
this dedication for a fallen 
hero whose main mission in 


- life on Nov. 24,1968, was 


survival and the defense of 
his country’s principles,” 
Sirois continued. “Life 


goes on and so do we. Once" 


again, thank you for this 
opportunity to honor CPL. 
Lawrence E. Sirois, United 
Statés Marine Corps. Buck- 
et — my brother, my hero. I 
salute you.” 

Ward 5 Councillor 
Kirsten Huglies, the chair- 
woman of the council’s vet- 
erans committee, and Rep. 
Tackey Chan spoke at the 
ceremony honoring Sirois. 

“Tam always humbled to 
be at these ceremonies and 
asked to speak,’ Hughes 
said..“I was remarking with 
Rep. Chan that Larry was a 
graduate of St. Ann’s School, 
as I am, as is Rep. Chan. I 
think that’s the important 
takeaway of today — these 
folks who we honor at these 
ceremonies and throughout 


the year were people with 
important, amazing lives 
that were ended too soon.” 

“CPL. Sirois.is a true 
hero that protects our free- 
doms so we can actually be 
here today, and talk about 
the wonderful lives we have 
and to spend time with our 
friends‘ and family,” Chan 
added. “The wonderful 
thing about these postings 
on these corners is they’re in 
our neighborhoods, not in a 
central location. I know. we 
have the wall at Marina Bay, 
which is important, but this 
is a great reminder of our 
own neighbors, of our own 
friends who were here, who 
were defending our coun- 
try, and protecting all of our 
freedoms.” 

' The memorial square on 
Vassell Street is just steps 
away from Union Con- 
gregational Church. The 
church’s pastor, the Rev. 
John Carl Swanson, a for- 
mer Navy lieutenant, prom- 
ised he would leave flowers 
at the foot of the memorial 
sign whenever flowers were 
dedicated on the church’s 
altar. 

The final ceremony of 
the day was at 222 Billings 


Road, where the square for 


L/CPL. Martin R. Keefe 
was dedicated. Like Sirois, 
Keefe was a 1967 graduate 


‘of North Quincy High. He 


was killed on Feb. 23, 1969, 
in Quang Tri Province, 
South Vietnam, as a result 


of friendly fire. Keefe was 
20 years old. 

Christine McSherry, 
Keefe’s niece and god- 


daughter, spoke for the fam- 
ily at the dedication. She 
was only four years old 
when her uncle was killed. 

“Although my memories 
of him are very brief, he re- 
minds my youngest son Ta- 
bor. Tabor is now 16 and I 
imagine he is a lot like my 
uncle was — big-hearted, 
loving, and affectionate,” 
McSherry said. 

“My mother has all 
sorts of memories of my 
uncle. They grew up to- 
gether in Houghs Neck and 
then moved here to Billings 
Road. They raided vegeta- 


ble gardens. and had tomato 
fights with the spoils, They 
brought home a stray dog 
named Mugsy who used to 
sleep in the middle of Bill- 
ings Road and convinced my 
grandmother to keep him. 
My uncle would climb the 
rose trellises on the house 
after a night of underage 
drinking and sometimes he 
didn’t make it in — he would 
fall off. 

“Although they’re such 
light-hearted memories, 
there is also sométhing sad 
about them. They’re all rec- 
ollections ‘from childhood 
and adolescence. There are 
no memories of his wed- 
ding day or of him doting 
on his first child or grand- 
child or showing off his new 
home he worked hard to af- 
ford, because none of those 
things ever happened. His 
life ended at 20 in Vietnam 
on a recon mission with two 
friends he enlisted with from 
Quincy as well. They were 
all killed by friendly fire.” 

Speaking at the ceremo- 
ny were Ward 6 Councillor 
Brian McNamee and Rep. 
Bruce Ayers. 

“We who live today by 
chance may end our days 
in some place meriting no 
praise,” McNamee - said. 
“We need, however, re- 
member one thing — those 
who have given their lives 
through their heroic deeds 
will always be honored by 
their friends.” 

“Martin was a North 
Quincy High School Red 
Raider who graduated in 
1967. Like many of us who 
grew up in North Quincy he 
played in these neighbor- 
hoods, participated in sports 
in school, and was a well- 
rounded young man,” Ayers 
added. 

“As we honor these he- 
roes, whether it is a flag or 
a dedication plaque, these 
are all symbols of our city’s 
commitment to never forget 
the sacrifices of our fallen 
heroes and our families. 
I believe this dedication 
captures the memories, the 
courage, and the commit- 
ment and sacrifices of this

No Hits Pembroke

There are no-hitters and 
then there are No-Hitters. 

There are no-hitters that 
are dotted with walks, er- 
rors and mistakes. There are 
no-hitters salvaged by great 
defensive plays. Then there 
are No-Hitters, dominating 
works of power and control, 
which are almost solely the 
work of the pitcher. 

Junior Saxon Bresnahan 
pitched a No-Hitter Monday. 
She struck out 18, walked 
none, allowed one baserun- 
ner and permitted only four 
batted balls in fair territory 
in a masterpiece which car- 
ried Quincy to a 2-0 win 
over Pembroke in a Patriot 
League game at Mitchell 
McCoy Field. 

“The no-hitter was most- 
ly Saxon. We only had to 
make three outs behind her,” 
said Quincy coach Greg 
Sommers of Bresnahan’s 
first varsity no-hitter which 
lifted the Presidents to 6-0 
on the season. “She throws 


hard and she moved the ball 
around well. She pitched 
well last year as a sopho- 
more. The difference . this 
season is her confidence and 
control. Little things don’t 
upset her.” 

The most charming part 
of the story is Bresnahan 
didn’t realize she had a no- 
hitter until a reporter found 
her in the parking lot and 
asked her about it. Surprise! 
There was little celebration 
after the game. Bresnahan 
didn’t know. Her catcher 
Angelina Avitable didn’t 
know. Her teammates didn’t 
know. Not knowing is bliss. 
Perhaps the answer to better 
pitching is more mystery. 

There were no nerves, 
no tension, no superstitions. 
There was nothing to be ner- 
vous about. Nobody knew. 
Bresnahan and _ Avitable 
were just out there playing 
catch. Batters came up, bat- 
ters sat down. Just a game of 
catch. 

“T had no idea. Honestly. 


If I did, I would have been 
nervous,” smiled Bresna- 
han who would have had a 


perfect game if not for an 


infield pop which fell for an 
error in the fifth. 
“J didn’t know anything 


‘was going on. We’re close 


friends and I know how to 
calm her down if she did 
get nervous,” said Avitable 
with a wide smile as she 
passed her hand in front of 
her face. 

Bresnahan threw mostly 
fastballs and struck out the 
side five times in seven in- 
nings. Not a single ball was 
hit to the outfield. Pem- 
broke’s longest batted ball 
was a popup which landed 
in foul territory five feet 
behind first base. Not only 
does she keep her fastball 
down, she hits -her spots 
around the corners of the 
plate. Up, down, in, and out.

Greyhounds are not hy- 
peractive and do not require 
a lot of space. In fact, since 
they are sprinters and not 
endurance dogs, they tend to 
spend the majority of their 


day sleeping on the softest - 


available spot in your house. 
They are experts at this. The 
amount of exercise required 
depends on the age of the 
dog,. but most greyhounds 
should get at least one good 
walk a day. 

Greyhounds have been 
bred to chase small animals, 
and not all of them can live 
with cats. My cats peace- 
fully coexisted with grey- 


hounds until the recently — 


adopted feline named Alvin 
joined the mix. Alvin is now 
gatekeeper of the stairs, and 
the greyhounds live in fear 
fo pass. Bé sure to inform 
your adoption group if you 
have other pets. 

Greyhounds are not the 
type of dog that can find their 
way home, so it is essential 
that they are always on a 
leash unless in a completely 
fenced area. They are bred 
to chase, and when Mother 
Nature sends a squirrel to my 
Pearl, no amount of training 
can make her hear me. Pearl 
spends her days protecting 
our backyard from squirrels 
and (more often) dreaming 
of squirrels. 

Retired racing grey- 
hounds have tattoos in their 
ears. Their right ear tattoo 
reflects the month, year, and 
tattoo order in the litter. For 
example, my dog Harriet’s 
right ear reads 46H, mean- 
ing she was born in April 
2006 and was the eighth 
dog to be tattooed in her lit- 
ter.

Quincy’s brand new track 
layout may be a state-of-the- 
art facility on par with any 
in the state, but the chance 
of windy conditions, par- 
ticularly early in tht season, 
are practically a given. It 
isn’t until spring is here to 
stay that the wind begins to 
subside. 

And that’s when North 
Quincy track’s head coach 
Geoff Hennessy believes 
most of his athletes will turn 
in some of their biggest per- 
formances of the season. 

“It gets very windy,” said 
Hennessy, whose name is 
synonymous with every- 
thing track in the city. “I 
don’t know why, but I’ve 
never seen it as windy as it’s 
been this season. It knocks 
everything down. It flipped 
the high jump mats and 
benches over. It’s been a 
mess. It’s almost like we’re 
two or three weeks behind 
schedule. It’s April vaca- 
tion and the toads are out — 
we can hear the toads. The 
next day we heard nothing. 


It was too cold for them. - 


They’re a good indicator of 
the weather. 

At this point in the track 
season, Hennessy estimates 
North Quincy, could be up 
to three weeks behind in the 
training he’d like to do with 
his team. “If it wasn’t cold it 
was windy as hell,” he said. 
“We just can’t get anything 
done. We do what we do. 
Everybody else has to-expe- 
rience it as well. People will 
just get better later in the 


year. I’m not worried about 
it. It is what it is.” Even so, 
the Red Raiders have put up 
several solid performances 
this season in less than op- 
timal conditions. The cold 
and wind didn’t bother Em- 
ily Bryson when she ran a 
solo 2 mile in a swift 11:35 
and could obviously have 
run fast if she had to. “It was 
funny because she did it all 
by herself,” said Hennessy 
of the best female distance 
runner on the South Shore 
and one of the best in the 
state. “It didn’t look like she 
was even trying.” 

Emily’s twin sister, Julia, 
has had a successful season 
so far as well. Julia has al- 
ready clocked a 5:42 and like 
Emily, is undefeated in both 
the mile and 2 mile. “We’ve 
been flip-flopping them ev- 
ery meet and neither one has 
lost,” said Hennessy. “Even 
against Hingham, which is a 
pretty good team, they still 
won.” 

Hennessy did point out 
that girls tend to off days 
in the big meets later in the 
season and it’s an albatross 
he wants to get a hold of. 
Concerned because they 
tend to peak at the state 
coaches invitational and not 
later in the year. “It didn’t 
happen in cross country so 
we have to see what we’re 
doing right there,” said Hen- 
nessy. “Outside of the fact 
that they were both sick as 
dogs during state meet in- 
doors. We’re not going to 


stop them. This is the year_ 
we let them loose. I’m hop- . 


ing as juniors this is the year 
to cash in and do well in 


postseason stuff. We’ll see - 


what happens.” 

The other sister tandem 
on the team, Maya and Mel- 
ody Umoren, have owned 
the shot put circle and are 
good bets to perform well 
come late meets when the 
postseason starts to heat up.

Q: My mother’s house has an old wooden swing on 
the front porch that we enjoyed as kids. But it duesn’t 
look very safe anymore -- the wood seems to be rotting, 
the paint has mostly peeled off, and it doesn’t swing 
straight. Is it worth convincing her to replace it? “. eas 
vid H., via email 

A: That depends on.a couple of factors, tihides convinc- 
ing your mom to let you replace it. One, is there enough in- 
terest.among thé family to'continue to*have.a‘poreh-swing? 
And two, is the porch structurally sound enough to safely 
put up a new ‘swing? 

The reason I ask is that older homes, while probably pret- 
ty sturdy, may have developed hidden problems structurally. 
Porches usually are built outside ‘any load-bearing points 
and so. don’t present.a threat to the house itself, but they 
are'sométimes built with less-durable materials and there- 
fore deteriorate faster. There’s nothing more embarrassing 
than putting up a sturdy, heavy porch swing only to have 
to anchor bolts tear out of a soning beam, dumping out the 
swing’s occupants. - 

Haye a construction resfeashoni who specializes in out- 
side attachments like decks and porches inspect and evalu- 
ate the condition of the porch. Tell him your plans to replace

Lynch said the develop- 
ment would meet the needs 
of those that had given so 
much of themselves for their 
country. “There is a toll psy- 
chologically, _ physically, 
emotionally, with men and 
women doing so many tours 
in an environment where 
there is no sense of safety,” 
he said: “The wear: and tear 
that falls upon those sol- 
diers, those marines, sailors, 
air force personnel, national 
guard, reserve; there’s a tre- 


mendous unmet need there. 
and we see the consequenc- 


es of that at home here.” 

He thanked city represen- 
tatives for cobbling together 
the agencies, initiatives, and 
programs that fund veterans 


housing. The city’s Afford- _ 


able Housing Trust Fund is 
allocating $250,000 and the 
Quincy Home Program will 
be allocating $750,00 to- 
wards the project. “I’m not 
surprised that it’s Quincy 
stepping forward and meet- 
ing that need...the City of 
Quincy is known for treating 
its veterans very, very well 
and honoring them during 
their service ‘and especially 
when they come home,” he 
said. 

Not only will the building 
provide housing to veterans 
but it will also help spruce 
up the area, which many 
complain is plagued by 
graffiti and has been made 
unsightly due to billboards 
according to Lynch. 

Kam welcomed future 
development in the area and 
expressed. gratitude to the 
City of Quincy for provid- 
ing NeighborWorks South- 
ern Mass with $1 million in 
support for the project. 

“Our mission is to help 
develop viable communities 
by providing decent hous- 
ing, creating a suitable living

These intelligent dogs 
can learn all kinds of tricks, 
and — just like any other dog 
— they should get regular ex- 
ercise‘and avoid overeating. 
You should be able to see 


their last three ribs. 
Greyhounds are surpris- 
ingly clean and require very 
little grooming. They have 
a short, smooth coat, and 
the amount of shedding var- 
ies greatly by dog. I’ve had 


dogs that needed weekly.

quire no regular brushing. 
Greyhounds need to live 
indoors. They should not 
be left unattended in a yard, 
particularly if the fence is 
under six feet.

Mahoney Opposes 4th Grade At Middle School

CITY MUST TAP FUNDS TO AID TAX RATE 

Mayor Walter J. Hannon said the city would be forced to 
tap the Emergency and Deficiency Fund (E & D) to keep the 
tax rate as low as possible. 

The E & D Fund, known as the city’s rainy day account, 
now contains $370,313 according to City Auditor Charles 
L. Shea. 

The city was faced with a loss of $2.2 million in state aid, 
which could add nine dollars to the present rate of $159.90. 

Hannon blamed the unexpected loss in state aid revenue 
on forced busing in Boston. “We are paying for busing,” 
said Hannon. “Boston needs the money to bus kids.”

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Frank DiCesare eepebrates His 100th Birthday 


Quincy ‘native Frank 
DiCesare has seen his 
hometown grow from the 
quiet days of horse-drawn- 
catriages and dirt roads to 
the modern. world of smart 
phones and wi-fi. 

Recently, Mr. DiCesare 
celebrated his 100th birth- 
day with relatives at Genn- 
aro’s Italian Eatery. 

Born on April 17, 1914, 
Mr. DiCesare grew up at 


41 Roberts Street in. South 


Quincy and attended the 
Lincoln School. As a teenag- 
er, he enrolled in the Quincy 
Trade School, graduating in 
1932 as a machinist. 

In the early years of the 
Great Depression, Mr. DiC- 
esare worked at Kay Jewel- 
ers in Quincy Square for two 
years, making $16 a week. 
In 1934, he landed a job as 
a machinist with Bethlehem 
Steel at the Fore River Ship- 
yard for an extra $1 a week. 
Later, when gasoline prices 
soared above $2. per gallon, 
Mr. DiCesare often quipped 
that in his day, you could 
buy 10 gallons of gasoline 
for $1. He would also recall 
when he could fill the trunk 
of his 1934 Plymouth with 
groceries for $5. 

In 1939, Mr. DiCesare 
married Lucille Gianca- 
terino, who would remain 
his bride. for 64 years. At

The new sign along 
Southern Artery, right in 
front of the Mill was. pur- 
chased by the Friends group 
about a year ago. This sign 
has spurred questions and 
interest in the Mill recently 
according to Doug Morrill, 
President of Friends of the 
Souther Tide Mill. 

“We want to be able to 
place educational signage 
around the Mill,” Morrill 
said, “so that people can 
walk up and learn about the 
vast history. of the Mill and 
the many industrial uses the 
area has seen over the past 

150 years.” 

Members of the group 
expressed great pride in the 
progress made to the Mill in 
the past few years. In 2009, 
Community — Preservation 
Act (CPA) funds and a large 
donation from Jay Cash- 
man allowed for substantial 
structural repairs to be made 
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to the walls, roof, and shin- 
gles of the building. 

“The Mill’s really see- 
ing a rebirth since the fire a 
few. years ago,” said Mor- 
rill. The CPA funds ac- 
counted for $170,000 of the 
improyements; Cashman 
donated over $50,000 to the 
effort. . 

The future of the Souther 
Tide Mill looks bright too. 
Last year, a CPA grant for 
$55,000 will go to an en- 
gineering firm to’ design 


further. structural improve- 


ments to fortify the founda- 
tion and pilings of the Mill. 
This year $10,000 in CPA 
funds will be used to devel- 
op a long-term plan for the 
future use of the structure 
and site. 

Long-time community 
advocate and past president 
of the Friends group, Caro- 
lyn Marks, ‘said, “There’s 
lots of little things going on 
too. ‘We’ve had volunteers 
from the Wollaston Gar- 
den. Club. plant flower beds 
around the Mill, and we’re 
making strides to get the 
structure listed on the State 
Register of Historic Places. 
This is the first step towards 


getting on the National Reg- 
ister.” 
\ The event on May 22 
looks to be a full evening. 
“We’ve been asking the 
City to run electricity to the 
Mill so that we can have a 


security system installed,” 


Morrill said. “So we are ex- 
cited to have Mayor Thomas 
Koch as our keynote speak- 
er for the evening. The City 
owns the building and needs 
to be the key stakeholder in 
making the structure a gem 
for the community.” 

The evening’s entertain- 
ment will feature Rick, Andy 
and Judy (a Peter, Paul, and 
Mary cover band), who will 
debut'a song they recently 
wrote about the Souther 
Tide Mill.

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Budget Includes Bumps For Mayor, Councillors, Dept. Heads 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Mayor Thomas Koch’s 
proposed budget for fiscal 
year 2015 includes raises for 
dozens of city employees as 
recommended by a special 
salary commission. 

Included in the salary 
commission’s recommen- 
dations was a $38,000 raise 
for the mayor, which would 
bring Koch’s salary from 
$122,000 to $160,000, and 
a $5,000 raise for each of 
the nine members of the 
City Council, bringing each 
councillor’s pay to $22,500. 
The panel also recommend- 


ed raises for 57 other depart- 
ment heads and non-union. 


appointees. 

Koch’s FY15 budget 
proposal includes most of 
those recommended raises, 
though there are exceptions. 
The salary panel called for 
paying the city auditor a sal- 
ary of $80,500, up from the 
current salary of $74,964. 
Koch’s_ proposed - budget 
would give the auditor a 
$108,000 salary, on par with 
other employees including 
the mayor’s chief ‘of staff 
and Quincy’s planning di- 
rector, inspectional services 
director, public works super- 
intendent, and IT director. 

The panel also recom- 
mended cutting the salary 
of the city’s traffic engineer 
from $103,599 to $95,000. 
Koch’s budget would cut 
that position’s salary to 
$101,000. That salary is 
equal to the city engineer’s 
salary, among others. 

The salary commission 
+David Colton, Easton’s 
town manager and a former 
Quincy DPW commission- 
er; Edward Flavin of Flavin 
& Flavin; QCAP Executive 
Director Beth Ann Strollo; 
Dolly Di Pesa of the Di Pesa 
Company; and Kate Yae- 
ger, former Quincy human 
tesourees director — made 
their recommendations in a 
report issued last Novem- 
ber. 

Before the mayor pro- 
posed his budget Monday 
night, the councillors had a 
chance to speak with mem- 


bers of the salary commis- 
sion during a finance com- 
mittee meeting last week. 
At that meeting, Ward 6 
Councillor Brian McNamee 
said he would oppose any of 
the raises recommended in 
the report. He told his col- 
leagues on the council — and 
members of the salary com- 
mission — he couldn’t sup- 
port the raises while many 
of his constituents are still 
reeling from the effects of 
the recession that started 
more than five years ago. 

“As an elected city coun- 
cillor, I can’t operate th a 
vacuum,” McNamee said. 
“I have taxpayers out there; 
I have to be accountable to 
them and not all of them are 
public employees. The pri- 
vate sector employees, like 
I said, they’ve had a pretty 
tough time. So in good con- 
science this is where I am.” 

At the meeting, other 
councillors quizzed Colton, 
the commission chairman, 
about the recommended in- 
crease for the mayor’s sal- 
ary. Councillor Doug Gutro 
noted a study by the Interna- 
tional City/County Manage- 
ment Association (ICMA) 
found that the average pay 
for a city with a population 
between 50,000 and 99,000 
was $148,000 and Ward 4 
Councillor Brian Palmucci 
said the recommendation 
would make Quincy’s may- 
or among the highest paid in 
the state. 

In response to those in- 
quiries, Colton said the 
mayor of Quincy’s salary 
has long been undervalued. 

“T know it’s a lot of mon- 
ey all at once,” he explained. 
“It is a big raise. But frankly 
the salary for the mayor of 
Quincy has been underval- 
ued for a very long time.” 

Colton later added that 
there is a market for the 


" mayor, just as there is a mar- 


ket for other positions, and 
that needs to be reflected in 
the mayor’s salary. 

“Just because it’s elected 
doesn’t mean there isn’t a 
market,” Colton said. “That 
is part of the calculation 


people make when they 
decide whether or not they 
want to be the mayor — it’s 
not just ego. There is a mar- 
ket for mayor just like there 
is a market for any other job. 
We need to take that into ac- 
count.” 

Some councillors at the 
meeting also questioned 
the tiered salaries the panel 
recommended for depart- 


ment heads and other staff- 


ers, excluding the police and 
fire chiefs. The top tier — an 
annual salary of $115,000 — 
includes the public works 
commissioner, city solici- 
tor, city clerk, and munici- 
pal finance director. The 
city clerk currently earns 
$99,669 annually, the so- 
licitor earns $103,599, the 
finance director $104,593, 
and DPW _ commissioner 
$113,736. 

Ward 4 Councillor Bri- 
an Palmucci questioned 
whether the solicitor and 
DPW commissioner should 
receive the same salary. The 
solicitor, he explained, re- 
quires a law degree while, 
on paper, no such require- 
ment for the DPW commis- 
sioner exists. (Current DPW 
Commissioner Dan Ray- 
mondi is an attorney). 

“Arguably you could 
go down to Quincy High 
School on graduation day 
and hire a DPW commis- 
sioner and put him right in 
the job,” Palmucci said. 

Colton, who headed the 
public works departments 
in Quincy and then Milton 
before becoming Easton’s 
town administrator, said 
Palmucci’s claim was ‘in- 
sulting.’ He explained that 
salary isn’t based only on 
education requirements and 
other certification, but also 
on ‘the scope of the job it- 
self. 


“Education and certifica- 
tion isn’t the only thing that 
goes into compensation. 
You look at the breadth of 
the job, what it entails, and 
the size of the organization 
one is managing,” Colton 
said. “The solicitor is ex- 
tremely important because 
the weight of the city’s le- 
gal help is on his or her 
shoulders. It’s a significant 
position. But the DPW com- 
missioner has the entire in- 
frastructure of the city on 
his or her shoulders. That is 
at least an equal level of re- 
sponsibility.” 

Palmucci countered that 
salary should account for 
both an employee’s internal 
value — how much he or she 
is worth to the city — and ex- 
ternal value, or how much 
that employee is valued by 


others. 

“I guess what I’m get- 
ting at is there is a higher 
cost of replacement for a 
city solicitor because there 
is a higher external value 
for someone with that lev- 
el of expertise than there 
would be for some of these 
other positions,” Palmucci 
said. “When I reference the 
DPW commissioner, there 
is no specific external re- 
quirements or professional 


degrees or certifications re- - 


quired in that position.” 
Gutro raised concern 
over the raises for the direc- 
tor of the council on aging 
and the director of veterans’ 
services. The panel. recom- 
mended raising the pay of 
the council on aging direc- 
tor from $71,831 to $87,500 
while raising the pay of the 


veterans’ service director 
from $71,831 to $77,500. 

Colton said. the panel 
recommended raising the 
pay for the council on ag- 
ing director because of the 
number of seniors the city 
services. 

“We believe that salary 
deserved a substantial in- 
crease because of the level 
of responsibility for that job 
and what other communities 
are paying,” Colton said. 
“Quincy has a very large 
senior. population. It has a 
very well-developed infra- 
structure for senior citizen 
services and it provides a lot 
of services.” 

Colton also explained the 
difference in salary recom- 
mendations for those posi- 
tions. 
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City Council Begins 
Budget Review Monday

The City Council’s fi- 
nance committee will re- 
view Mayor Thomas Koch’s 
proposed FY 15 budget dur- 
ing three sessions scheduled 
to take place this month and 
in early June. 

The first session is sched- 
uled for next Monday, May 
12, at 7:15 p.m, Among the 
departmental budgets sched- 
uled for review that night 
are the Parks, Forestry, and 
Cemetery Departments; the 
Health Department; the Law 
Office and Quincy’s judg- 
ments account; the Planning 
Department; the Recreation 
Department; and the Thom- 
as Crane Public Library. 

Monday’s meeting will 
be preceded by a public 
hearing on the proposed 
budget at 7 p.m. The meet- 


ing and hearing will take 
place inside the temporary 
council on the second floor 
of the City Hall annex. 

Monday’s budget session 
will also include a presenta- 
tion on the city’s«projected 
revenues for the upcoming 
fiscal year by Mhunicipal 
Finance Director Mark Ca- 
vanagh. 

The second budget re- 
view is scheduled for Tues- 
day, May 27, at 6:30 p.m. 
The Fire Department’s 
budget will be reviewed 
that night, along with the 
various departments and ac- 
counts falling under the um- 
brella of public works. The 
Council on Aging, Veterans’ 
Services, and Inspectional 
Services Department are 
also slated for that second 


meeting. , 


The third session will 
take place on Monday, June 
9, at 6:30 p.m. The Police 
and School Departments are 
among those scheduled for 
that final meeting. Also on 
the slate that night are the 
various departments in the 
City Clerk’s Office, the bud- 
gets for the mayor’s office 
and City Council, the Ani- 
mal Control Department, 
and the city’s long-term and 
short-term debt. 

Under Quincy’s form 
of government, the council 
may only make cuts to the 
proposed budget; they lack 
the ability to increase any 
line items. The council also 
only sets the bottom line for 
the School Department’s 
budget — the School Com- 
mittee is in charge of that 
department’s budget.

Town Brook Stream Team Volunteer — 
Photographs Small Group Of Smelt 
Ask City To Help Restore Both Eel And Smelt

Stream Team volun- 
teers have been monitoring 
the brook every day since 
March 1, at different times 
and different sites, await- 


_ ing the return of the smelt to 


spawn in the Town Brook. 

. Even though the water 
temperatures have warmed 
to the mid fifties — no smelt 
had been seen. 


On. Wednesday eve- 


ning, April 30 at 6:30 p.m.. 


at the down stream side of 
the bridge at Miller Stile 
Road, volunteer Kevin Ch- 
eung lowered a water proof 
camera into the brook and 
photographed seven smelt 
swimming at the bottom of 
the brook. Volunteers had 


“learned that on April 8 a 


state Department of Marine 
Fisheries employee discov- 
ered a few smelt eggs at the 


first riffle below the stream 


flow guage at Miller Stile 
Road. The URS scientist- 
consultant hired by the city 
also reported finding some 
smel€ egg casings in the 
same area of the brook dur- 
ing April, - 

None of the smelt eggs 


have been found upstream 
where the enhancement 
project occurred last year. 

Under the leadership 
of QEN and Conservation 
Committee members of the 
Wollaston Garden Club, 
volunteers have been as- 
signed to monitor the brook 
each day at six different lo- 
cations, and to record water 
temperatures at two sites 
along the brook. 

Volunteers have found 
the water in. the brook 
murky and muddy due to 
the frequency of rainy days 
in the last weeks of April, 
especially during times of 
extreme high tides, when 
the smelt are expected to 
swim up stream. 

If you would like to mon- 
itor smelt in the brook you 
can go to info@townbrook. 
org to volunteer (pick a few 
locations and a day of the 
week) and if you want more 
information about the Town 
Brook at www.townbrook. 
org. 

Long-time residents with 


properties adjoining the 
brook and Stream Team vol- 
unteers are dismayed. that 
the numbers of smelt report- 
ed so far are so low. In the 
past, before-the Town Brook 
Enhancement Project, dur- 
ing spawning season hun- 
dreds of smelt would gather 
at Elm. Street and McGrath 
Highway, upstream at the 
Lower. Bigelow bridge, 
downstream at Miller Stile 
Road bridge, upstream at the 
Upper Bigelow bridge and 
the area of the Lower Pock- 
et Park at Mechanic Street, 
site of the former American 
Legion Post. Residents. have 
expressed. concern that the 
smelt appear riot to be re- 
turning to Town Brook as 
they have done for years in 
the past.’ 

Brad Chase of MA De- 
partment of Marine Fisher- 
ies said he is hopeful. that 
this has been a “late and slow 
start.” The growing season 
also has been affected and is 
two weeks behind due to the 
cold winter and late spring. 
Chase also reports that the 


“smelt fyke nets at other 
locations in the Fore River 
watershed are not catching 
very many smelt.” He sum- 
marizes this year as “a very 
slow year for smelt...with 
only a few weeks left to the 
season.” 

Stream Team  volun- 
teers and long-time __resi- 
dents wonder whether they 
will ever see smelt in the 
hundreds again during the 
spawning season, and urge 
the city to seek real solu- 
tions to restore both eel and 
smelt to the Town Brook. 

With the better weather 
im May upon us, citizens 
are encouraged to “see for 
your self”. Besides the two 
pocket parks at Mechanic 
Street; other public viewing 
places include the sites at 
Elm Street, Bigelow Street, 
and Miller Stile Road. 

With the approval of 
DPW Commissioner Dan- 
iel Raymondi, a small smelt 
logo. has been painted to 
designate for public viewing 
the most desirable and safest 
smelt viewing locations.

where we should go I think 
that would really become an 
early childhood space,” he 
said. 

Parents are . concerned 
about 4" graders mingling 


with 8" graders according to _ 


DeCristofaro, who said that 
as a parent himself, he un- 


derstands why such a con- - 


figuration would be some- 
what alarming. Interaction 
between the two groups 
would be limited due to a 
school building design that 
would isolate younger chil- 
dren from older ones, going 
so far as to have different 
school entrances and stag- 
gered start times between 
grades. 

Keeping 4" and 5" grad- 
ers separate. from kids in 
higher grades would also 


assist in keeping pressure to - 


assimilate with older chil- 
dren to a minimum. 

“If there’s separation. in- 
volved then there’s a reason 


for that so why would you 
want to separate them?” 
asked Mahoney. She said 
at the ages of nine and ten, 
students are just learning 
to transition from one class 
to another and that adding 
an. entire school transition 
would be too overwhelm- 
ing: eh 
While DeCristofaro feels 
not. everybody has to agree 
to the proposed configura- 
tion, they should. keep their 
minds open to any and all 
promising possibilities, as 
they would preserve the 
“neighborhood school” 
model as a way to provide 
consistency of services to 
students and their families. 
“The goal that I have...is 
that neighborhood schools 
work in Quincy forever and 
a day,” he said, 

School committee mem- 
bers will have some input 
into the design of the school 
but the building committee 
will have more say in the 


building’s layout. 

Committee member Noel 
Dibona asked if there were 
any other 4-8 schools in 
Massachusetts and said the 
decision to go forward with 
the proposed model would 
make the city a “trendset- 
ter.” 

Currently, one school in 
Clinton is configured in such 
a way, although following a 
visit, DeCristofaro admitted 
their student population was 
much smaller thaf Quincy’s, 
making it harder to reflect on 
the possible success of such 
an arrangement in Quincy. 

‘Once concrete enroll- 
ment figures are handed to 
the MSBA, the building au- 
thority can suggest different 
options and building layouts 
for the school committee 
to consider, something Ma- 
honey said she confirmed by 
contacting MSBA officials 
directly. 

“There are other options 
we can put on the table that 
can be discussed,” she said.

are not equipped to function 
in that way.

no cameras were set up to 
visualize it. “We’re going 
to put another surveillance 
camera inside that’s point- 
ing from the cafeteria right 
down to those doors and that 
will be done soon,” he said.

Richard DeCristofaro .com- 
mended staff and students 
for their reaction to the 
breach of security at North 
Quincy High but said being 
prepared was a safer, more 
reltable way to prevent any 
future events at not only 
the high schools, but at all 
Quincy schools.

that difference,” Koch said. 
“T think we’ve made great 
strides the last couple years 
restoring library services to 
where they are today and we 
certainly want to maintain 
that.” 

The mayor’s proposal 
also incorporates the Traf- 
fic and Parking Department 
budget into the Public Work 
Department’s budget. That 
means employees such as 
traffic engineers, parking 
control officers and oth- 
ers currently employed by 
the Traffic Department will 
now be DPW employees. 
No new positions are being 
created, except for a new 
general foreman for mo- 
tor vehicle repairs as the 
department will be respon- 
sible for maintaining city 
vehicles. The budget would 
also allow for the hiring of 
a legal-counsel and a video 
technician within the Drain 
Department.

Koch’s proposal would 
allow the city to hire a sec- 
ond full-time assessor. The 
city had three full-time as- 
sessors prior to the recent 
recession and currently has 
one full-time assessor and 
two part-time ones. One of 
the part-time assessor posi- 
tions would be eliminated as 
a result of the budget. 

The budget would also 
authorize the city to hire ad- 
ditional employees such as a 
translator for health outreach 
services, a graves registra- 
tion officer for the Veterans’ 
Service Department, and an 


electronic document facili- 
tator in the Inspectional Ser- 
vices Department. 

The proposal also in- 
cludes an extra $2.8 million 
in long term debt payments, 
a number that would in- 
crease from $9.5 million to 
$12.2 million. That increase 
is largely due to payments 
owed for the 2011 Capital 
Improvement Plan bond. 
The city’s short term debt 
payment would decrease 
from $1.2 million im FY14 
to $544,000 in FY15.

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Push To Keep Sand 
Trucks Off NQ Streets 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Efforts were underway to prohibit heavy MDC sand 
trucks from North Quincy streets after a near tragic incident 
in which one flipped over at the intersection of East Squan- 
tum-Street and Newbury Avenue. 

“If the accident had happened two hours earlier’ North 
Quincy and Atlantic Junior High students would have been 
congregating at that very corner,” Ward 6 Councillor J. Vin- 
cent Smyth said. “We could have had a real tragedy.” 

Both Smyth and Mayor James R. McIntyre fired off 
demands to MDC Commissioner John Sears to have the 
trucks use Quincy Shore Drive instead. The fleet of trucks 
was hauling an estimated 50,000 tons of sand to Wollaston 
Beach to improve the area following winter erosion. 

An empty 10-tontruck’s dump body accidently elevated 
around 4:45 p.m. on a Monday afternoon, cutting overhead 
wires and overturning. An estimated 600 area residents 
lost telephone service as a result and 400 were left without 
power. A utility pole was snapped in half and one section 
tossed 40 feet. 

Power was restored within three hours but telephone ser- 
vice remained down overnight. 

One person — a 59-year-old East Squantum Street resi- 
dent — was treated for leg bruises at Quincy City Hospital 
when she was struck by one of the slashed wires. The truck 
driver escaped unharmed. 

Smyth condemned the use of Quincy’s streets by the 
trucks assigned to the project when roads maintained by the 
MDC — such as Quincy Shore Drive — were available. 

“The most disturbing element of this was the fact that 
these trucks were engaged to deliver sand for Wollaston 
Beach, which is under the jurisdiction of the MDC,” he said. 
“I think it is very unfair for the MDC to prohibit the use 
of their boulevard at any time by the trucks engaged in an 
MDC project.” 

NEW TEACHER SALARIES SEEN , 

The School Committee was expected to approve new 
salaries that would pay Quincy’s 900 public school teach- 
ers a minimum salary of $7,125 and a maximum salary of 
$14,108 annually. 

The minimum had been $6,600 and the maximum was 
$13,068. 

The new pay schedule — an index system based on expe- 
rience and education levels — would represent a 7.8 percent 
increase. Under the new system, teachers with a bachelor’s 
degree would start at $7,125 per year. Those with master’s 
degrees and 10 years teaching experience would receive the 
maximum rate. 

Officials predicted the increase would add approximately 
$1.50 to 1970's property tax rate. 

The new schedule came after nearly six months of ne- 


_ gotiations between the Quincy Education Association and 


the School Committee. The new figures were reached with 
the aid of William Fallon, former chairman state Board of 
Mediation and Conciliation. 

The School Committee was also expected to approve 
raises for other school personnel, such as clerks, carpenters, 
nurses, and maintenance staff.

ary to $95,000; a raise of 
$15,700 for Council on Ag- 
ing Director Tom Clasby, 
whose new salary would 
be $87,500; a $8,200 raise 
for Library Director Megan 
‘Allen, whose. new salary 
would be $101,000; and a 
$6,500. for Recreation Di- 
rector Barry Welch, bring- 
ing his salary to $95,000. 

- In addition to those de- 
partments, the finance com- 
mittee approved budgets 
for the city’s tax title, judg- 
ments, worker’s compensa- 


tion, and health insurance 


expenditures, as well as 
the Cemetery Department. 
Those were approved by 
voice vote. 

Prior to the committee’s 
review of those depart- 
mental budgets, the finance 
committee received a report 
from Municipal Finance Di- 
rector Mark Cavanagh on 
local receipts for the fiscal 
year 2014, which ends June 
30. Through May 6, or 85 
percent of the way through 
FY 14, the city had collected 
91.6 percent of expected lo- 
cal receipts for the entire fis- 
cal year. Through Monday, 
that number increased to 94 
percent. 

“It’s not fantastic but it’s 
a nice increase and certainly 
beats the alternative,” Ca- 
vanagh said. “We’re mod- 
estly ahead of the 85 percent 
mark and we’re healthy.” 

. The city had projected 
collecting $8.2 million in 
excise taxes, for example. 
Through May 6, the city 
had collected $7.8 million, 
or 96 percent of the original 
projection. Through Mon- 
day, that number climbed 
to just over $8 million, and 
Cavanagh expects to collect 
upwards of $8.8 million in 
excise taxes for the fiscal 
year. 

Despite a rough winter, 
the local portion of meals 
tax revenue is also exceed- 
ing the orginal projection. 
Through the end of the third 
quarter of FY 14, the city had 
received 79 percent of its 
projected meals tax receipts. 
The state disperses meal 
tax receipts quarterly, and 
Cavanagh expects strong 
fourth quarter receipts. 

One area of local receipts 
that decreased was park- 
ing ticket receipts. The city 
has collected approximately 
$350,000 in parking tickets 


- so far this fiscal year, com- 


pated to the previous fiscal 
year when the total was more 
than $500,000. Cavanagh 
attributed that in part to this 
winter’s severe storms as 
well as construction in the 
downtown and college stu- 
dents who haven’t paid their 
tickets. 

The finance committee 
will hold its second round 
of budget hearings on Tues- 
day, May 27, at 6:30 p.m. 
Among the items that will 
be reviewed that night are 
proposed raises for the may- 


_or and City Council. Koch’s 


budget proposal would give 
himself a salary of $160,000, 
up from his current salary of 
$122,000 and each council-

lor would see their salary in- 
crease by $5,000 to $22,500. 
Under state law, however, 


_ the raises for the mayor and 


city council can’t go into 
effect until January so only 
half the dollar amount for 
those proposed raises are in- 
cluded in the budget. 

Among the other depart- 
ments up for review during 
the May 27 meeting will 
be the Fire Department and 
various departments falling 
under the purview of Public 
Works Commissioner Dan 
Raymondi, including the 
Water and Sewer Depart- 
ment budgets, which are 
drawn from an enterprise 
account and not included 
in the city budget. The In- 
spectional Services, Public 
Buildings, Veterans’ Ser- 
vices, and Purchasing De- 
partments are also slated for 
review at that meeting. 

The third and final bud- 
get meeting is set for Mon- 
day, June 9, at 6:30 p.m. 
The budgets for the Police 
and School Departments are 
among those scheduled for 
review that night, along with 
the City Clerk’s Office. 

After the three finance 
committee budget hearings, 
the full council will have to 
approve of the entire bud- 
get. That will likely happen

According 
Pepdjonovic’s report, the 
footage shows a white box 
truck driving through the in- 
tersection towards Southern 
Artery shortly before 4 p.m. 

In the video, 
something can be seen fall- 
ing from the back of the 
truck and then what appears 
to be numerous paper are 
seen floating in the air. 

Pepdjonovic then com-

ular preferred policy. ‘The 
increases under both plans 
would stop at what FEMA 
determines the actuarially 
rate should be. 

There is no 30-day wait- 
ing period for the preferred 
risk .extension policy to 
come into effect and no ele- 
vation certificate is required. 
That policy is available for 
purchase until July 2015. 

Owners of properties in 
the flood plain must pur- 
chase insurance if they have 
a mortgage. Property own- 
ers without a mortgage may 
also purchase flood insur- 
ance. 

In response to a question 
from one of the 50 residents 
who attended the meeting, 
Flavin said property owners 
without a mortgage should 
consider purchasing, flood 
insurance if they plan to 
sell their homes. A hom- 
eowner who purchases one 
of the preferred policies, he 
explained, would be able to 


transfer that policy if they 
sold the house. Not do- 
ing so would mean the new 
buyer would pay a higher 
rate, which would decrease 
the amount they could qual- 
ify for if they applied for a 
mortgage. 

“That’s going to figure 
into their ability to qualify 
for the mortgage,” Flavin 
said of the higher rates, 
which could cost between 
$2,000 and $3,000, or more, 
annually. “The mortgage is 
going to have to be less be- 
cause they can only qualify 
for a lesser mortgage and if 
their down payment is con- 
stant that means your prop- 
erty price is going to come 
down.” 

Laforest relayed a story 
about a family who sold a 
house in the “Pre-G”’ section 
of her ward — the Empire 
Street, Broady Avenue, and 
Brockton Avenue neigh- 
borhood off Palmer Street. 
The, family had listed the 
home for $250,000 but had 


to cut the price by $40,000 
after the buyer was quoted a 
$4,000 annual premium for 
flood insurance. 

“For me that’s the big 
concern,” Laforest said. 
“We're talking about the 
city’s tax base — look what’s 
happening as these houses 
try to sell and the value 
drops.” 

Engineering firm Woo- 
dard & Curran is currently 
working with the city to ap- 
peal the new FEMA maps. 
One resident being mapped 
into a flood zone on June 9 
who had already purchased 
flood insurance asked if she 
would receive a refund on 
her flood insurance if her 
home is moved out of the 
flood zone as a result of 
the appeal. Flavin said the 
bank holding the mortgage 
ultimately decides whether 
flood insurance would still 
be required or not. Smaller, 
local banks, he explained, 
are generally easier to work 
with on that than larger, na- 
tional banks.

Birthplaces Of John And John Quincy Adams 
First Father And Son Presidents 


hey could be called two of the oldest 
houses in America, although no one 
knows exactly when they. were built and 
they have been restored and patched so 
many times in the past 300 or so years 
that it’s doubtful how much of the original 
material remains. 
When the mah at 133 Franklin St. 
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was restored by the Daughters of the Rev- 
olution in 1897, a brick bearing the date 
1661 was discovered under the southeast 
corner and the house was known to have 
been occupied by one Joseph Penniman 
in that year. 

And a man named Samuel Belcher 
was living in the one at 141 Franklin St.

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as early as 1663 when it was little more 
than a one room shack with a fireplace. 
It was built to its present size in 1716, as 
evidenced by a date brick found in the 
new fireplace. 

Together, the modest buildings are the 
birthplaces of John Adams, the Second 
President of the United States, and John 
Quincy Adams, his son, the Sixth Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

It was the North Precinct of Braintree 
then, a sprawling tract of woods and farm- 
lands some 10 miles south of the Boston 
Stone along the winding Coast Road to 
Plymouth. 

Something less than 1,500 people lived 
in the North, Middle and South Precincts 
of Braintree in the year 1735 and two 
of them were Deacon John Adams, 44, 
farmer and shoemaker, and his wife, Su- 
sanna, 26, residents of what is now 133 
Franklin St. 

He was a pillar of his rural commu- 
nity, a deacon in First Parish Church, a 
lieutenant in the Braintree militia, a town 
constable and hard-working farmer who 
worked in leather in the wintertime and 
was acknowledged as the maker of the 
best cider in town. 

Susanna Adams was a Boylston of 
Brookline, socially a cut above her hus- 
band, and perhaps there were moments 
in the simple house at the foot of Penn’s 
Hill when she thought of the home of 
her uncle, the noted Dr. Zabiel Boylston, 
whose furniture came all the way from 
London. 

Their first child, a son who was named 
John for his father, was born in the 
southeast bedroom of the farmhouse on 
Oct. 19, 1735 (Old Style). He would be- 
come the second president of the United 
States. 

Deacon John purchased the house next 
door, now 141 Franklin St., along with its 
9 1/2 acres of farmland from the Billings 
brothers, for 500 pounds in 1744 and 
it was ready 20 years later when young 
John moved in with his brand new bride, 
the former Abigail Smith, the preacher's 
sparkling daughter from the next town of 
Weymouth. 

Their second child, a son who was 
named John Quincy Adams after his 
great-grandfather, Col. John Quincy, was 
born there on July 11, 1767. He would 


betome the Sixth President of the United 
States. 

Until George W. Bush was sworn in 
as the 43rd president in 2001, John and 
John Quincy Adams were the only father 
and son combination to achieve that of- 
fice. George H. W. Bush was the 41st. The 
Harrisons, William Henry and Benjamin, 
were grandfather and grandson. 

According to Henry Adams, grandson 
of President John Quincy Adams, no 
member of the family lived in the cottages 
after 1818, although ownership remained 
in the Adams family until 1940. 

Both houses were restored by the Ad- 
ams Realty Trust, the John Quincy Adams 
Birthplace in 1896 at a cost of $1,650 
and the John Adams Birthplace a year 
later at an expense of $515.49. . 

They were presented to the city of 
Quincy in 1940 and supervised by the 
Quincy Historical Society until they were 
turned over to the U.S. National Park 
Service on May 1, 1979. 

For more than 80 years they were 
the little red farmhouses at the foot of 
Penn’s Hill but research launched by the 
National Park Service turned up the fact 
that Abigail wanted them “stone” and 
white in color and what Abigail wanted 
Abigail got. 

In the summer of 1980, during a six- 
year, $175,000 reconstruction project, 
the John Quincy Adams Birthplace was 
repainted to Abigail’s taste, the “stone” 
color determined to be a sort of off-white, 
mixed especially from a late 18th century 
formula. 

The John Adams Birthplace was 
painted white, but later research indicated 
it was unpainted. 

The houses are furnished with precise 
reproductions of those that were in the 
them when the second president lived 
there. The originals are at the Old House, 
the Adams National Historical Site, from 
which they cannot be removed under the 
ownership agreement with the Adams 
family. 

The most interesting room in the John 
Quincy Adams Birthplace is John Adams’ 
old law office, in which the elder Adams, 
James Bowdoin and Samuel Adams 
drafted the Massachusetts State Constitu- 
tion on which the U. S. Constitution was 
modeled. 


The Adams Birthplaces at 133 and 141 Franklin St. are open 
daily, including Sundays and holidays, from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
from April 19 to Nov. 10 with guided tours. Admission is $5 for 
adults and children 16 and over. Also included is admission to. 


the Old House at Peace field within seven days. Park passes are 
available. Tours must be arranged at the Visitors Center, 1250 
Hancock St. The last full tour leaves the Visitors Center at 3:15 
p.m. Tours are-on a first-come, first-serve basis.

Summer White House And Home Of 2 Presidents 


osiah Quincy, the one who built 

railroads around New England 

and founded the cooperative bank 

movement in Massachusetts, was, 
in his boyhood, a frequent visitor to the 
mansion where John Adams, the second 
president of the United States, lived in 
retirement. 

Later, he wrote with wry amusement 
about Sunday dinner with the aging pa- 
triarch of the Adams clan and his wife, 
Abigail, a dinner that inevitably began 
with a thick pudding made from boiled 
corn meal. 

“_.. it being thought desirable to take the 
edge off one’s hunger before reaching the 
joint,” wrote Quincy. 

“Indeed, it was considered wise to 
stimulate the young to fill themselves with 
pudding, by the assurance that the boy 
who managed to eat the most of it should 
be helped most abundantly to the meat, 
which was to follow. 

“It need not be said that neither the 
winner nor his competitors found much 
room for meat at the close of their contest; 
and so the domestic economy of the ar- 
rangement was very apparent.” 

Quincy, as a young Harvard law stu- 
dent, stopped by several times a week in 
summer to talk and read to the former 
President. He found the visits delightful. 
Indeed, the Adams of the cold and austere 
public mien was never more relaxed than 
he was at his country home in Quincy. 

The original house, a small part of the 
present building, was built probably in 
1731 by Major Leonard Vassall, a wealthy 
West Indian sugar planter who lived in 
Cambridge and apparently used it for a 
summer place. 

His daughter, Mrs. Anna Borland, 
who was a Loyalist during the Revolu- 
tion, abandoned the house to leave with 

the British forces when they evacuated 
Boston in 1776. For a while it was used 
as a haven for rebel refugees fleeing the 
war zones. 


The Old House at Peace field,135 Adams St. is open from April 19 to 
Nov. 10 daily from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.

Mrs. Borland returned to reclaim the 
house after the Revolution and John Ad- 
ams, then in Europe as the first American 
ambassador to London, purchased it for 
600 pounds through the good offices of 
the Cotton Tufts of Weymouth, his wife 
Abigail’s cousin. 

The Adamses were about to return to 
the United States after seven years abroad 
and Abigail was concerned that John’s 
books and papers and the furnishings they 
had acquired in Europe would not fit into 
their old farmhouse at the foot of Penn’s 
Hill where they lived before. 

The deal was closed on Sept. 26, 
1787, and the deed is still on file in the 
Suffolk County Registry of Deeds in 
which the Adams purchase is specified 
as a house, barn and other buildings on 
seven acres of land with some 76 acres 
more scattered around the North Precinct 
of Braintree. 

There are indications that Abigail was 
first disappointed with her purchase. It was 
a lot smaller than she remembered it. 

“In height and breadth it feels. like a 
wren’s house,” she wrote to her daughter, 
Abigail, the wife of Col. William S. Smith, 
“Let Col. Smith come without heels to 
his shoes or he will not be able to walk 
upright.” 

Abigail and John Adams moved into the 
house, which they named “Peace field,” 
after his retirement from the presidency in 
1801 and lived there until they died. 

It was from the “Old House,” as the 
family called it, that John Adams carried 
on his long and increasingly warm cor- 
respondence with his old rival, Thomas 
Jefferson of Virginia, who had succeeded 
him in the presidency. In retirement, they 
became firm friends as they outlasted their 
contemporaries. 

“Thomas Jefferson lives,” whispered 
John Adams as he lay dying in the Old 
House. He was wrong. Jefferson, in far 
away Monticello, Va., had preceded him in 
death by a few hours on the same day.

The note from the young housewife, 
struggling to survive with her four 
children on the farm in the North Pre- 
cinct of Braintree (now Quincy), to her 
husband participating in momentous 
events so far away, was both playful 
and serious. 

“In the new code of laws which I 
suppose it will be necessary for you to 
make,” she wrote, “I desire you would 
remember the ladies and be more, gener- 
ous and favourable to them than your 
ancestors. 

“Do not put such unlimited power 
into the hands of husbands. Remember, 
all men would be tyrants if they could. 

“If particular care and attention is not 
paid to the ladies, we are determined to 
foment a rebellion, and will not hold 
ourselves bound by any laws in which we 
have no voice, no representation.” 

The husband, of course, could not 
fulfill his wife’s desires for it was the 
nature of the times that the woman 
was destined to be subordinate to the 
man. Nor did his feisty wife foment any 
rebellion. 

But, on a personal level, the husband 
and his young wife were to be caught 
up as equal partners in one of history’s 
most significant turning points — the 
American Revolution and the founding 
of the first great and lasting republic. 

They seemed to be mismatched at first,

Abigail Smith, known to friends as

minister's daughter from nearby Wey- 
mouth, granddaughter of Col. John 
Quincy, selectman, speaker of the Mas- 
sachusetts House and commander of the 
local militia.

Thomas Preston and the British soldiers 
charged in what came to be known as 
the Boston Massacre. All but two of them 
were acquitted. 

John was called to Philadelphia in 
1774 as a Massachusetts delegate to the 
First Continental Congress and Abigail and 
her four children, Susannah, John Quincy, 
Thomas and Charles, were left to run the 
100-acre farm at the foot of Penn’s Hill. 
It turned out to be a long job. 

For most of the Revolutionary War, 
John was in Philadelphia helping to 
found a new nation — it was he who 
recommended George Washington as 
commander-in-chief and Jefferson to write 
the Declaration of Independence — or in 
France and Holland, seeking loans and 
recognition from foreign governments. 

Once, during a prolonged absence in 
the darkest days of the fighting, the long- 
suffering Abigail wrote to her husband: 

“Difficult as the day is, cruel as this war 
has been, separated as I am, on account 
of it, from my dearest connection in life, 
I would not exchange my country for the 
wealth of the Indies, or be any other than 
an American.” 

At one point in their marriage, after 
the war was won and John was in Paris 
seeking to cement relations between the 
fledgling United States and French court 
of Louis XVI, he sent for Abigail and she 
made the exhausting Trans-Atlantic trip 
to meet her husband.

John returned home, for good, he 
thought, in 1788 after serving a term as 
the first American ambassador to Great 
Britain only to find that his country still 
had need for his talents. He was chosen 
as the new nation’s first vice president, a 
poor choice on his part. 

“My own situation is almost the only 
one in the world today in which firmness 
and patience are useless,” he poured out 
his restlessness to Abigail. “(It is) the most 
insignificant office that ever the inven- 
tion of man contrived or his imagination 
conceived.” 

When the first president, George Wash- 
ington, decided two terms were enough, 
John was elected the second president 
by three electoral votes over Jefferson, 
who became vice president of a country 
that was dividing into two political parties, 
Federalist and Democratic-Republican. 

John and Abigail were the first presi- 
dential couple to live in the yet unfinished 
White House, which was known then as 
the Presidential Palace, and Abigail won 
a special spot in White House folklore by 
hanging her laundry in the East Room, 
where warmth gave it a better chance of 
drying.

nation into pro-French Democratic-

Jefferson, the Democratic-Republican, 
defeated Adams, the Federalist, the sec- 
ond time around in 1800, and the political 
rivalry between the two Founding Fathers 
was so bitter that John refused to stay in 
Washington for Jefferson’s inaugural. 

Finally, John’s service to his country 
came to an end and he and Abigail were 
able to return to a new and larger home, 
which they named “Peacefield,” in the 
North Precinct, which had now broken 
away from Braintree to become the town 
of Quincy (population 1,081), named for 
Abigail’s grandfather. 

When Jefferson left the presidency 
after two terms, Abigail assumed the 
role of peacemaker between the two old 
friends and, thanks to her efforts, the two 
former presidents were reconciled in their 
later years. 

Abigail died of a stroke in 1818 after 
54 years marriage and it was as if John 
himself had departed with her. 

“The bitterness of death is past,” he 
wrote. “The grim spoiler so terrible to hu- 
man nature has no sting left for me.” 

Both John and Thomas Jefferson, his 
fellow Founding Father and rival, died on 
July 4, 1826, the 50th anniversary of the 
Declaration of Independence, Jefferson a 
few hours before Adams. 

John and Abigail, along with their 
son, John Quincy, and his wife, Louisa 
Catherine, are entombed in the crypt of 
United First Parish Church. 

A bronze statue of Abigail at about the 
age of 32 and John Quincy at 10 stands 
beside the church, looking at the statue 
of John Adams across Hancock Street 
adjacent to City Hall.

enry, the first Adams in 
Quincy, is buried there. 

So is the Rev. John Hancock, Jr., 
father of the first signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. And Colonel John 
Quincy, for whom the city is named. 

But of all the 800 graves in the Han- 
cock Cemetery, the Old Burying Ground 
of Colonial Quincy, one of the most in- 
triguing is marked by a tombstone bear- 
ing this cryptic epitaph: 

“Erected to the memory of John R. 
Grieve: Died Nov. 12, 1850, age 22 
years, and Hannah Banks, his wife, died 
Nov. 12, 1850, age 15 years. Both of 
Zanesville, Ohio. Deluded by the writings 
of A.J. Davis.” 

The mystery of John and Hannah has 
never been fully solved. 

They came to Quincy in 1850, not as 
man and wife, but as male cousins, John 
Green and George Sands. They obtained 
work in a shoe factory but rarely left their 
lodgings on Elm St., spending long hours 
reading books on spiritualism. 

Co-workers thought that George 
Sands looked frail, almost effeminate. 
It was widely suspected that “he” was 
a girl. A scheme was devised to test the 
theory. 

One day at lunch one of the shoe 
workers tossed George an apple. A man 
would catch it by closing his legs; a wom- 
an by spreading her skirt. Guess what 
“George” did! 

Humiliated, John and Hannah never 
went back to the factory. Nor did they 
ever return to the house on Elm St. Their 
frozen bodies were found next spring by 
rabbit hunters on Penn’s Hill, locked in a 
loving embrace. 

Several months later, the fattier of 
John Grieve arrived from Ohio to bury 
the young couple. It was he who directed 
the words to be chiselled on the head- 
stone. He explained no further. 


HANCOCK CEMETERY 


A.J. Davis was never identified for 
sure. But Andrew Jackson Davis, a spiri- 
tualist, hypnotist and faith healer, was 
then practicing in Boston. 

Among the belongings found in the 
Elm. St. lodgings were these words, writ- 
ten by 15-year-old Hannah Banks: 

.“To the oppressed and downtrodden, 
to the suffering and afflicted, | would 
cry out...Death is only an event, only a 
circumstance in the eternal life experi- 
ence of the human soul. Death is simply 
a birth into a new and perfect state of 
existence.” 

Not far from the grave of John and 
Hannah is a tomb bearing words that cry 
out of an earlier injustice: 

“Three precious friends under this 
tombstone lie 

“Patterns to aged, youth and infancy. 

“A great mother, her learned son, 
with child. 

“The first and least went free. He was

exiled. 

“In love to Christ, this country, and 
dear friends. 

“He left his own, cross’d seas and for 
amends 

“Was here extoll’d, and envy’d all in 
a breath, 

“His noble consort leaves, is drawn to 
death, 

“Stranger changes may befall us ere 
we die, 

“Blest they who will arrive eternity. 

“God grant some names, O thou New 
England’s friend. 

“Don’t sooner fade than thine, if times 
don’t mend.” 

The tomb with its hidden message 
contains the family of the Rev. Leonard 
Hoar, third president of Harvard College, 
a man too liberal for his times. 

He was forced by the General Court of 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony to resign 
at the instigation of religious opponents 
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and jealous colleagues for permitting 
Harvard to “languish and decay.” Eight 
months later, in November 1675, he was 
dead at 45. 

In 1975, the same General Court, 
now of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, righted the 300-year-old wrong 
done to the Rev. Mr. Hoar by “proclaim- 
ing and confirming his innocence of any 
misdeeds while president of Harvard Col- 
lege.” 


The cemetery, on Hancock 
Street in Quincy Square, next to 
City Hall (1305 Hancock St.), is 


open to the public. There is no 
admission charge.

n 1949, when the present First Par- 

ish Church building, the Old Stone 

Temple, was 121 years old, it was 

ruled officially that the church is 
older than the city itself and the town 
before it. 

It was then that the late historian 
William Churchill Edwards was called 
upon to resolve a minor dispute that 
involved the rounding of the corners of 
the church lot in downtown Quincy. 

“Almost the first subject to which 
the minds of the early settlers of our 
country were turned after they landed 
here was the formation of a church,” 
said Edwards. 

The first church in these parts was 
established as a branch of the Church 
of Boston in 1636. It became a church 
in its own right in 1639. The Mount 
Wollaston section of Boston was in- 
corporated as the town of Braintree 
on May 23, 1640. Ergo, the church 
came first! 

Quincy’s first house of worship, the 
branch of the Church of Boston, was 
called the “Chapel of Ease,” and if it 
was neglected by early historians it was 
because its first pastor, the Rev. John 
Wheelwright, his sister-in-law, Anne 
Hutchinson, and others were banished 
from the Massachusetts Bay Colony for 
heresy. 

The new church, the one that lasted, 
was gathered by covenant on Sept. 26, 


Why do we pronounce Quincy “Quin- 
zee” when just about everyone else in the 
country refers to it as “Quin-sée?” 

There are 19 other Quincys in the 
U.S., but they pronounce it “Quin- 
see.” 

Can they be right and we be 
wrong? 

Not according to Quincy’s late city 
historian, William C. Edwards, who 
never budged an inch whenever the 
argument ever came up. And it still 
comes up. 

The reason we pronounce it “Quin- 
zee” is very simple. 

“That’s the way the Quincy family 
pronounced it,” he used to explain. 
“The original Quincy family, which 


Why We Pronounce It ‘Quin-zee’ 


1639, and it was holding services in 
its third meeting house in 1732 when 
its pastor was the Rev. John Hancock, 
father of the bold first signer of the 
Declaration of Independence. Son John 
also was a member. 

The affairs of the church and the 
town of Quincy were one and the same 
until 1824 when church and state were 
separated in Massachusetts and the 
Congregational Society was established 
to handle parochial matters. 

The old Hancock meeting house was 
still standing, although a little run down, 
on the south lawn of the present church 
lot in 1822 when former President John 
Adams deeded the interest from certain 
of his lands and granite from his pastures 
to build a stone temple. 

It was completed in Greek revival 
style at a cost of $30,488.56 — which 
was some $3,000 less than architect 
Alexander Parrish’s estimate — and dedi- 
cated Nov. 12, 1828, with John Quincy 
Adams, the sixth President of the United 
States holding Pew No. 1. 

Even before the church was dedi- 
cated, the mortal remains of his bene- 
factors, John and Abigail Adams, were 
transferred to tombs in the crypt of the 
church and, in 1852, the bodies of John 
Quincy Adams and his wife, Louisa, 
joined them. 

It is the only church in the United 
States in which two Presidents are 


settled here at Mount Wollaston, pro- 
nounced it ‘Quin-zee,’ including Col. 
John Quincy after whom Quincy, 
Mass.—the first Quincy—was named 
in 1792." 

Colonel Quincy was the great grand- 
father of sixth President John Quincy 
Adams. 

Apparently, all 19 other Quincys in 
the U.S. were named after John Quincy 
Adams. 

And, apparently the early settlers of 
those communities thought John Quincy 
pronounced it John “Quin-see.” 

Anyway, that is how Edwards ex- 
plained it. 

Seems like a sound argument.

y modern  stan- 

dards, the board- 
ing house at the corner of 
Hancock and Depot Sts. had 
all the aspects of a genteel 
prison. 

Residents were forbidden to 
leave between 7 p.m. and 7 
a.m. They could not enter or 
leave at any time except by the 
hall door. They were banned 
from pool halls and bars. Smok- 
ing materials also weré forbid- 
den to them. 

In exchange for good behav- 
ior, plus tuition ranging from 
$75 to $150 a year, they were 
given the best prep school edu- 
cation of the day, for they were 
students at Adams Academy, 
which flourished from 1872 to 
1907 in Quincy. 

The academy was a gift of 
John Adams, the second Presi- 
dent of the United States, who 
always had his checkbook ready 
to fill the spiritual and educa- 
tional needs of the citizens of 
his beloved Quincy. 

The trust fund, nourished by 
“rents, profits and emoluments” 
from certain Adams-owned 
properties, was set up in the 
Adams will of 1822, but it was 
not until 1869 that the fund was 
deemed large enough to start 
construction. 

The location was specified by 
Adams himself as the corner of 
Adams and Hancock Streets., 
site of the birthplace of his child- 
hood friend, John Hancock, the 
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first signer of the Declaration of 
Independence. 

The doors opened to the 
first students, 24 of them, on 
Sept. 4, 1872. Five years later, 
the academy reached a peak 
enrollment of 154 with an inter- 
national student body—25 from 
Quincy, four from Washington, 
D.C., 125 from 14 states, two 
from England and one from 
Chile. 

It had one of the earliest prep 
school football teams, too, record- 
ing a tie with the Resolutes of 
Boston on Oct. 21, 1876, a scant 
seven years after Princeton and 
Rutgers played the first college 
game. It whipped Andover three 
times from 1877-79. 

The admissions catalogue 
specified that applicants be “well 
prepared in the usual studies 
of good grammar school” and 
warned that “no pupils are de- 
sired to give them a collegiate 
education.” 

The best known headmaster 
was Dr. William Everett, once 
acclaimed as one of the seven 
smartest men in the world. He 
ran the academy with a firm 
hand from 1878 to 1893 and 
again from 1897 to 1907. From 
1893 to 1897, he was a U.S. 
congressman from Lynn. 

Dr. Everett, an amiable if 
sometimes waspish eccentric, 
was widely known as the man 
who hated Abraham Lincoln. 
He had reason. His father was 
Edward Everett, whose master- 


ful oration at Gettysburg was 
over-shadowed by Lincoln’s 
notes scribbled on the back of 
an envelope. 

It was Dr. Everett, who sig-

naled the passing of Adams 
Academy—and many other 
19th Century classical prep 
schools—at graduation exer- 
cises in 1907 when he said that 
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“unless someone comes forward 
and planks down $50,000, the 
academy will be closed.” 

Nobody did. On June 22, 
1907, the Adams Academy of- 
ficially closed its doors.

e came to Quincy as a boy of 

7, grew to young manhood on 

a farm in Quincy Point, learned 

the granite-cutters’ trade, and 
left at the age of 26 to win fame and for- 
tune in stone in New York City. 

That was the last Quincy heard of 
Thomas Crane for half a century until 
one February day in 1880, five years 
after his death, when his son, Albert, ap- 
peared with $20,000 with which to build 
a memorial — preferably a library — to 
his father. 

“My father always retained a strong 
feeling for the town of Quincy,” was his 
only explanation. 

Albert Crane himself chose the man 
to design the building, Henry Hobson 
Richardson, grandson of the English sci- 
entist Dr. Joseph Priestly and the foremost 
architect of the day. 

His reputation was so formidable that 
he was able to tell Crane, “I cannot guar- 
antee that the building, when completed, 
shall conform to (your) ideas of beauty and 
taste,” and still get the job. 

Richardson’s Romanesque building, 
which now houses a periodical reading 
room and two quiet study rooms, was 
dedicated on May 30, 1882, with the 
principal oration delivered by Charles 
Francis Adams, Jr., chairman of the Board 
of Trustees. 

It was Adams who gave the library 
its name. Albert Crane wanted it to be 
“The Quincy Free Public Library.” Adams 
insisted on “The Thomas Crane Public 


Last Survivor 


John Adams, who died only a few hours 
after Thomas Jefferson on July 4, 1825, 
outlived all but one of the signers of the 
Declaration Of Independence. 

The last survivor of the signers was 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton, Maryland, 
who died in 1832 at the age of 95. Adams 
died at 90. 


Library.” 

“Who’s giving the building?” asked 
Albert Crane. 

“You are, but you wouldn’t have if it 
hadn’t been for me,” said Adams, who was 
used to having his way around Quincy, 
and that was that. 

President John Adams’ modest collec- 
tion of books was housed in the library 
until 1893, when it was discovered that in 
11 years only two persons, one of them 
Charles Francis Adams, Jr., had asked to 
see them. They were then transferred to 
the Boston Public Library. 

At the start, Richardson’s magnificent 
building was all but hidden behind a grain 
store, a hotel, an office building and four 
homes that lined Washington St. 

Albert Crane, however, was a persistent 
man and, by the time he died in 1917, 
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he had purchased and torn down all the 
buildings, leaving a broad expanse of open 
space to enhance the library. 

But before the lawn could be seeded, 
World War I intervened and, in a burst 


‘of patriotism — “Food will win the war,” 


they said — the area was planted with 
potatoes, tended by an expert brought in 
from Maine. The experiment failed. 

“There wasn’t a potato in the lot that 
was anywhere near as large as a golf ball,” 
said Mayor Joseph L. Whiton. The harvest 
was donated to the poor farm. 

Albert Crane also put up $64,000 to

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build the Spear St. wing of the library in 
1907-08 and the Crane family gave yet 
another $164,000 for the free standing 
addition, built in 1938. 

Anew $18 million addition that almost 
doubled the size of the existing library was 
completed in the spring of 2001. The 
project was funded by the City of Quincy, 
with grants from the Massachusetts Board 
of Library Commissioners, the Massachu- 
setts Historical Commission and nearly $1 
million in private donations. 

The new wing was dedicated in 2005 
as the Mayor James A. Sheets Building.

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Dorothy Quincy Homestead: A Grand Mansion 


Home For Four Generations 
Of The Quincy Family 


uincy Homestead, of- 

ten called the Dorothy 

Quincy Homestead, is 
a grand 17th and 18th century 
mansion sited on almost two 
acres of tree-shaded lawn. 

A National Historic Land- 
mark, the Quincy Homestead 
is significant for its role in early 
American history, for its archi- 
tecture, and for its Quincy family 
association. The property is lo- 
cated at the corner of Hancock 
Street and Butler Road in Quin- 
cy. It is part of the original land 
that Edmund Quincy acquired 
for a farm in the 1630's. 

The present house, dating 
from 1686, was enlarged and 
enhanced over a period of more 
than 200 years. Its majestic 
Georgian frontispiece and gam- 
brel roof, with distinctive dor- 
mer windows, give the building 
a stately and substantial appear- 
ance. 

The Homestead served as 
a home for four generations 

of Quincys, one of the leading 


families of Massachusetts. Their 
progeny include President John 
Quincy Adams and Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. Leading up 
to the American Revolution, it 
was a meeting place for many 
American patriots _ including 
John Adams, Josiah Quincy and 
John Hancock. The house was 
the childhood home of Dorothy 
Quincy Hancock, the first First- 
Lady of Massachusetts and the 
wife of John Hancock, the pres- 
ident of the Second Continental 
Congress, the first signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, 
and the first governor of the 
Commonwealth. 

The Quincy Homestead rep- 
resents three architectural peri- 
ods. 

In 1686, the original kitchen 
area and bedchamber above 
were built. In 1706, extensive 
additions were made, and finally 
in the mid-18th century the cur- 
rent form emerged. It is one of 
the few houses in Massachusetts 
in which the elements of a 17th 


Richest Man In The Colony 


At the start of the Revolution, 
Quincy-born John Hancock may 
have been the richest man in 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 


having built his fortune on a 
400,000-pound estate left to him 
by his uncle, Thomas, when he 
died in 1764. 


Educating Henry Adams 


Henry Adams, the grandson of 
President John Quincy Adams, 
recalled in, “The Education of 
Henry Adams,” the day he re- 
belled against attending summer 
school when he was a boy of 6 
or 7. 

He was gradually winning 
the argument when the former 
president, then a man of 80 


years, came slowly down the 
stairs, took young Henry by the 
hand and wordlessly walked him 
down the dusty road to the Cen- 
ter School. 


Only when he was seated in - 


class did his grandfather release 
his hand and, still without saying 
a word, walked the same dusty 
road back to his home.

century building are still clearly 
visible, although they are sur- 
rounded by a later style. 

The house is an excellent il- 
lustration of how architectural 
styles developed during the colo- 
nial period. It is furnished with 
period antiques and artifacts that 
provide an intriguing historical 
record of daily life in a house 
dating back three centuries. 


Quincy Homestead was an 
early success for historic pres- 
ervation in Massachusetts and is 
an on-going example of public- 
private partnership. 

In 1904, The National So- 
ciety of the Colonial Dames of 
America in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts purchased the 
Quincy Homestead and then 
entered into a long-term co-

operative relationship with the 
Commonwealth whereby the 
Commonwealth would own the 
property and maintain the exte- 
rior of the house and grounds. 
The Dames agreed to furnish 
and maintain its interior and to 
interpret its important history 
for visitors. 

- This relationship continues 
today.

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The Wife Of John Quincy Adams Only First Lady Born On Foreign Soil 
Louisa Catherine Adams’ Adventures As ‘A Nobody’ 


; hen she was 65 years 
old and a member of 
the famous and not al- 


ways sensitive Adams family for 
43 years, Louisa Catherine Ad- 
ams penned a brief, unpublished 
memoir. 

She called it “Adventures of 
a Nobody.” : 

Louisa Catherine, the wife 
of John Quincy Adams and the 
only first lady born outside what 
became the United States, never 
quite fit in with her in-laws until 
late in life when Abigail finally 
acknowledged she was worthy 
to be an Adams wife and John 
grew to enjoy her letters and his 
conversations with her. 

She was born Louisa Cathe- 
rine Johnson on Feb. 12, 1775 
in London to Joshua Johnson, 
an American merchant from 
Maryland, and his wife, Cath- 
erine, an Englishwoman. The 
family fled=to Nantes, France, 
when the American Revolution 
made life untenable for Johnson 
in England. 

In Nantes, Louisa attended 
a convent school run by nuns 
and thought of herself as Catho- 
lic and French in culture. She 
spoke French fluently and had to 
learn English all over when the 
family returned to London after 
the war in the colonies ended. 
Becoming an Anglican confused 
her so much that she fainted in 
her first visit to the altar. 

Louisa first met her future 
husband in Nantes when she 
was 4 and he was 12. They met 
again at a party in the Johnson 
home in London and this time 
John Quincy was old enough to 
take notice of her literary, mu- 
sical and conversational skills. 
They became engaged, much to 
the consternation of John Quin- 
cy’s folks back home. 

John the elder, now the 
president, was concerned that 
his son was about to marry “a 
foreigner,” and Abigail called 
in to remind her son that the 
choices he made now might in-

terfere with his political future. 
She even sent letters to Louisa 
pointing out the importance of 
economy and lack of frivolity re- 
quired of an Adams wife. 

Nevertheless, John Quincy 
and his Louisa were married 
July 26, 1797, in London. The 
ceremony called for little more 
than a paragraph in John Quin- 
cy’s voluminous diary. 

“At nine this morning, I went, 
accompanied by my brother, to 
Mr. Johnson’s, and thence to 
the church of the parish of All 
Hallows Barking where I was 
married to Louisa Catherine 
Johnson, second daughter of 
Joshua Johnson and Catherine 
Johnson, by Mr. Hewlett. 

“We were married before 
eleven in the morning.” 

They barely had time to set 
up housekeeping in London be- 
fore John Quincy was off to the 
continent as minister to Prus- 
sia. Louisa was in her element 
in Europe. She made friends 
with the Prussian royal family. 
But she miscarried their first 
child and was subject to fainting 
spells and fevers. Her husband, 
engrossed in diplomacy, ignored 
her needs. 

She came to the United 
States for the first time in 1801, 
landing in Quincy, the very heart

“™~ Although it never attained 
the status of New Bedford or 
Nantucket, the town of Quincy 
played a role in the whaling 
industry in the early and middle 
19th century.

of Adams country. John, now 
an ex-president, found that he 
rather liked her but Abigail still 
doubted her qualifications to be 
an Adams wife. 

“To a woman like Mrs. Ad- 
ams, equal to every occasion 
in life, | appeared like a maud- 
lin, hysterical fine lady,” wrote 
Louisa. 

A year later, John Quincy 
was elected to the U.S. Senate 
as a Federalist and the fam- 
ily was on the move again, this 
time to Washington. Out from 
under Abigail’s thumb, Louisa 
blossomed, turning her home 
into a social salon for politi- 
cians and diplomats. But all that 
ended when her husband broke 
with the Federalist party and re- 
signed his Senate seat. 

John Quincy was immedi- 
ately offered the post of minis- 
ter to Russia by President James 
Madison and, without consult- 
ing his wife, he accepted. The 
family included three children by 
now and it was decided by John 
Quincy and Abigail that the old- 
est, George and John Il, would 
remain in the States for their 
education while the youngest, 
year-old Charles Francis, would 
go to St. Petersburg with his 
mother. 

She found the winters in the 
Russian royal capital cold and 
dark but there was social life and 
she became a favorite dance 
partner of Tsar Alexander I. 

A daughter was born in St. 
Petersburg but died before her 
first birthday. In all, Louisa was 
pregnant 14 times with nine 
miscarriages and one still born. 
Her oldest, George, drowned at 
28 when he fell or jumped from 
a boat in New York Harbor; 
John II died of alcoholism at 31; 
only Charles Francis survived to 


’ become a diplomat and author. 


For once, John Quincy 
heeded his wife and asked to 


come home. Instead, President 
Madison assigned him to Ghent, 
Belgium, to help negotiate the 
treaty ending the War of 1812. 
When his duty to his country 
was concluded, he sent for Lou- 
isa to join him in Paris, touching 
off one of the great adventures 
of her life, even impressing her 
mother-in-law, Abigail. 

For 40 days and nights in the 
dead of the fierce Russian winter 
she and Charles Francis, age 7, 
accompanied by a small escort, 
were driven by a carriage on a 
sled, thawing their frozen food 
over candles, crossing frozen 
rivers on quaking ice, hurrying 
past old battle fields still littered 
with dead soldiers. It was in re- 
lief that they arrived in friendly 
Berlin. But there were still perils 
ahead. 

Napoleon had escaped from 
exile on the isle of Elba and was 
in Paris collecting his Grande 
Armee to confront the Duke 
of Wellington and the Prussian 
General von Blucher at Water- 
loo. There were French troops 
everywhere. A group of them 
spotted Louisa’s obviously Rus- 
sian carriage and surrounded 
her, shouting: “Kill her! Kill 
her!” 

Louisa’s escort convinced 
them she was Napoleon’s sis- 
ter. She addressed them in flu- 
ent French and they allowed her 
to proceed, cheering her as she 
went. 

John Quincy was next as- 
signed as minister to London 
and Louisa spent two happy 
years in her old hometown. Bet- 
ter yet, her oldest boys, George 
and John II, were permitted to 
join her. She hadn’t seen them 
in more than six years. Neither 
parent recognized their sons, 
now 14 and 12 respectively. 

The peripatetic Adams clan 
was on the move again when 
President James Monroe named 
John Quincy his secretary of 
state. Back in the states, Abigail 
greeted her daughter-in-law with 
new respect. Louisa enjoyed life 
in Washington, too, turning her 
home into a social center for dip- 
lomats and others with an open 
house every Tuesday night. 

When it was apparent that 
her husband would be a candi- 
date for the presidency in 1824, 
Louisa threw a ball honoring 
Andrew Jackson on the 10% 
anniversary of his victory over 
the British at New Orleans. She 
tried and failed to get the popu- 
lar Jackson to support John 
Quincy. Instead, the war hero 
ran against him. 


Jackson actually won the 
election with 99 electoral votes 
to 84 for Adams, 41 for William 
Crawford of Georgia and 37 for 
Henry Clay of Kentucky. But he 
failed to get a majority, throw- 
ing the election into the House 
of Representatives. After some 
wheeling and dealing, Clay 
threw his support to Adams and 
John Quincy became president. 
Clay became his secretary of 
state. 

Louisa was depressed by the 
bitterness of the election and 
disappointed in her husband’s 
backroom maneuvers to win 
the election. Son George fa- 
thered an illegitimate child by a 
chambermaid. Son John II was 
thrown out of Harvard. Son 
Charles became “addicted to de- 
praved habits.” She spent much 
of her White House years in se- 
clusion, eating chocolates and 
writing poetry. 

But when John Quincy asked 
Congress to appropriate funds 
for a billiard table in the White 
House and pro-Jackson news- 
papers suggested it was for Lou- 
isa because “gambling furniture 
is common in the castles of the 
European rich and great,” it was 
Louisa herself who answered 
back in the pro-Adams press. 

She was relieved when John 
Quincy’s single term ended in 
defeat by his old nemesis Jack- 
son and they could retire to a 
quiet life in Quincy. But it was 
not to be. It took a year for her 
husband to catch his breath, 
then once again duty called and 
he ran and was elected to the 
House of Representatives, first 
as a candidate of the National 
Republican Party and then as a 
Whig. 

John Quincy’s great cause 
was anti-slavery and Louisa 
worked closely with her husband 
for the cause, even branching 
out to women’s rights, equating 
the status of American women 
with that of American slaves 
and keeping up a lively corre- 
spondence with advocates of 
women’s rights. 

John Quincy served in the 
House for 17 years before he 
was stricken on the floor of Con- 
gress and died Feb. 23, 1848. 
Louisa remained in Washington, 
suffering a stroke a year later. 
She died May 15, 1852 at the 
age of 77 and was buried along 
side of John Quincy, John and 
Abigail in the United First Parish 
Church in Quincy. 

Congress adjourned in 
mourning, a first time tribute for 
the First Lady who thought of 
herself as a nobody.

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Josiah Quincy House 
Lookout For Spying On British Ships 


bigail Adams stood with her 

great-uncle, Col. Josiah 

Quincy, in a window of his 

mansion overlooking Wollaston 
Beach and watched the tall masts of 170 
ships stand slowly out to sea. It was March 
17, 1776. The British were evacuating 
Boston. 

But even in triumph there was tragedy. 

Aboard the departing ships were more 
than 1,000 Loyalists, Americans who had 
chosen King above country, and one of 
them was Abigail’s cousin, Samuel Quincy, 
the Colonel's only remaining son, an 
avowed Tory. 

“I take a long farewell,” his sister, Han- 
nah, wrote to him for one last time. “Let 
it not be published that a brother of such 
brothers fled from his country. Can you 
expect to walk uprightly now? Can you take 
fire in your bosom and not be burned?” 

Two of Col. Josiah Quincy's sons had 
died young. Now he had no more. 

- But there was no time for regrets. The 
work of revolution had begun. The second 
floor of the house at what is now 20 Muir- 
head St., Wollaston, was a lookout from 
which the 66-year-old Colonel spied on 
British ship movements for his friend, Gen. 
George Washington. 

A few months. before, Col. Quincy 
watched the Royal Governor, Gen. Thomas 
Gage depart and he scratched on a pane 
of window glass the reminder: “Oct. 10, 
1775, General Gage sailed for England 
with a fair wind.” 

This time he remained in the window for 
three days as the British tall ships moved 
restlessly about the Harbor as if reluctant 
to leave. Finally, on March 20, the last of 
them passed through the roadstead and 
out to sea. 

The mansion in Wollaston reached full 
social flower under the aegis of the Colo- 
nel’s grandson, the third Josiah, the “Great 
Mayor” of Boston, president of Harvard and 
Congressman,. who called it “Tranquillia” 
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JOSIAH QUINCY HOUSE in Wollaston - a National Historic Landmark - looks like how it appeared in the 1880s 
when historian Eliza Susan Quincy began to organize historical information on the house. 


and used it as his summer home. 

It was there that the Marquis de Lafayette 
visited one Sunday afternoon after dinner 
with his friend, former President John 
Adams at the Adams Mansion. He carried 
flowers from the Adams garden for Mrs. 
Eliza Susan Quincy and her five attractive 
daughters. 

The house was built in 1770 by the old 
Colonel himself, the first in a line of six 
Josiahs. It was said that, while most fami- 
lies passed their line from sire to son, the 
Quincys went from ‘Siah to ‘Siah. 

But, while there were six Josiahs and 
innumerable Edmunds, the city was named 
for yet another member of the prolific family 
— Col. John Quincy, the great-grandfather 
of John Quincy Adams, sixth president of 


the United States. 

The house, which was painted yellow 
for many years, recently underwent a con- 
version to beige to more accurately reflect 
how it looked in the 1880s when another 
Eliza Susan Quincy, a historian, began to 
chronicle information pertaining to the 
house and family.

Eliza Susan kept journals, inventoried the 
contents of the house and persuaded rela- 
tives to return heirlooms so that the house 
could become a museum of Quincy family 
history. Her work initiated the process that 
led to the preservation of the house by the 
Society for the Preservation of New England 
Antiquities (SPNEA).

bigail Adams was awakened at 
A in the farmhouse at the foot 

of Penn’s Hill by the sound of far- 
off guns. All through the sweltering morn- 
ing of June 17, 1775, as she hustled about 
with the chores, the dull boom of cannon 
intruded on her consciousness. 

Riders on the Coast Road to Plymouth, 
stopping at the farmhouse for a drink of 
water, told her of a great battle underway 
on Breed’s Hill in Charlestown. 

One of them brought word that Dr. Jo- 
seph Warren had been killed in the fighting 
and little Abby, age 10, burst into tears, 
and John Quincy, nearly 8, felt bewildered 
and sad, for Dr. Warren was the Adams 
family doctor in Boston. 

In the afternoon, Abigail could stand it 
no longer. Taking Abby and John Quincy 
by the hand, she walked up the Coast 
Road to the top of Penn’s Hill and climbed 
up on the rocks for a better view. 

The panorama of the Bay, a shimmer- 
ing blue in the sunshine, spread out before 
them, the tiny houses on the three hills 
of Boston and, beyond, the black smoke 
rising in billows. 

“Good God,” exclaimed Abigail, 
are burning Charlestown!” 

The scene etched itself forever in John 
Quincy’s memory. 

The early days of the Revolution were 
times of turmoil in Old Braintree and its 
North Precinct, which was later called 
Quincy. 

Abigail’s husband, John, was away 
most of the time at the Continental Con-

gress in Philadelphia, leaving 31-year-old 
Abigail to manage the farm and look to 
the needs of four small children: Abigail, 
John Quincy, Charles, 5, and Thomas 
Boylston, 3. 

There were days of alarm as the British, 
penned up in Boston by the brand new 
Continental Army, foraged up and down 
the coast for supplies. Refugees from 
occupied Boston and the inner towns of 
Dorchester and Roxbury sometimes slept 
in the kitchen and in the fields. 

As the wife of a member of Congress, 
Abigail was a center of attention. The 
house on the Coast Road was a favorite 
stopping place for travelers to Plymouth. 
Politicians up from Philadelphia made it 
a point to stop by for a visit with John 
Adams’ wife. 

Abigail was invited to visit Gen. George 
Washington's headquarters at Winter Hill. 
The aristocratic Washington was suspect 
among New Englanders. He was a Virgin- 
ian; he was an Anglican; and, it was said, 
he held slaves. But John Adams liked him 
and Abigail was soon charmed. 

One day, young John Quincy came 
home to find his Uncle Elihu melting down 
Abigail's pewter spoons in the kitchen 
to make bullet molds. He looked at his 
mother and she looked back at him and 
something indefinable passed between 
them. 

“Do you wonder,” wrote the sixth Presi- 
dent of the United States some 68 years 
later, “that a boy of 7 who witnessed this 
scene should be a patriot.” 


John Adams And Sons 


Politics, war and sons were on John 
Adams’ mind in a letter written to his wife, 
Abigail Adams, in 1780. 

“I must study politics and war, that my 
sons may have liberty to study mathemat- 
ics and philosophy. 

“My sons ought to study mathematics 


and philosophy, geography, natural his- 
tory and naval architecture, navigation, 
commerce and agriculture in order to give 
their sons the right to study painting, po- 
etry, music, achitecture, statuary, tapestry 
and porcelain.”

Dee the land to the town 

of Quincy for $1,000 with 
the stipulation that it “shall not be used 
for any other purpose than as a place for 
a Town House and for the said Inhabit- 
ants.” 

And, with a few minor transgressions 
of that vow, the solid structure of Quincy 
granite on Quincy Square has been just 
that for the past 170 years, the nerve 
center of government for the town and 
then the city. 

It was the great hall on the second floor 


that the popular John Quincy Adams II, 
grandson of a President of the United 
States, held forth as town moderator for

1792, for its separation from Braintree 
as the town of Quincy; and 1888, for its 
incorporation as a city. 

Designed by the architect Solomon 
Willard — who received $280 for drawing 
up the plans and superintending construc- 
tion for five months — the City Hall was 
completed and occupied for the first time

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First Significant Restoration Of 170-Year-Old Quincy Granite Landmark In 100 Years 


Monumental Makeover For Quincy City Hall 


By JIM EDWARDS

Quincy City Hall was built in 1844 
and constructed of Quincy granite. The 
architect for the project was Solomon 
Willard (1783-1861) who is considered 
one of the fathers of the Quincy granite 
industry. Mr. Willard was also the archi- 
tect for the Bunker Hill Monument in 
Charlestown. Old City Hall is listed on 
the National Register of Historic Places 
and is at the heart of the historic district. 
Mr. Willard is buried in Hall Place Cem- 
etery in Quincy. 

Old City Hall was er&cted at the 
time as a Town Hall and is described by 
scholars as being an excellent example 
of academic Greek Revival architecture. 
One of the more distinguished architects 
of the early 20" century, Ralph Adams 
Cram, described Old City Hall as “one 
of the outstanding specimens of mid- 
century classical American design in the 
country.” As far as current records are 
able to corroborate, this building is the 
oldest functioning City Hall in the United 
States. 

Despite its stature, Old City Hall has 
come onto hard times in terms of its 
physical condition. With the excep- 
tion of the restoration work performed 
in the City Council Chamber in the mid 
1990’s, relatively few improvements 
have been made to the building in ap- 
proximately 100 years. The slate roof 
leaks badly and must be replaced. The 
granite blocks comprising the exterior 
walls are in reasonably good condition; 
however the mortar joints in these walls 
are either in poor condition or missing 
entirely. New mortar must be installed 
in all stone joints. The wood windows 
and trim are also in poor condition and 
require replacement. Further, the unat- 
tractive and not original to the building, 
stucco-clad addition at the rear of Old 
City Hall is in extremely poor condition. 
It is also of inadequate size and should be 
replaced with a more appropriate build- 
ing addition. 

The interior of Old City Hall is in a de- 
cidedly decrepit condition. Many issues 
require attention. It should also be noted 
here that because of the building’s signifi- 
cant historic status, all restoration work 
will have to be accomplished in concert 
with the requirements of the Massachu- 
setts Historical Commission. 

All egress stairways within the building 
are of an older vintage and not enclosed 
in a manner that would prevent smoke 
or a fire from moving to the various floor 
levels of the building. 

Electrical wiring within the building is 
old with much of it in poor condition and 
of a potential hazard. 

The fire alarm system is old and un- 
dependable and therefore presents a po- 
tential danger to workers or others visit- 
ing the building. 

The steam heating system is in terrible 
condition and delivers uneven and inad- 
equate heat to the various rooms in the 
building. There is also no ventilation of 
spaces, as required by law. 

There is no fire protection system (au- 
tomatic sprinklers) within either Old City 
Hall or City Hall Annex. 

Plumbing systems are of ancient vin- 
tage, are inadequate in number and pro- 
vide no toilet facilities for the public. 

Hazardous materials exist within the 
building. 

There is little legal handicapped access 
to or within Old City Hall and there are 
no handicapped accessible toilets located 
in fhe building. ; 

Insect infestation is also a problem.

toric building. 


Powder post beetles and termites are 
damaging the building’s roof and floor 
framing structural systems. 

With the exception of the Council 
Chamber, the finishes in all rooms in Old 
City Hall are worn, unsightly and unfit- 
ting for a municipal building representing 
the seat of Quincy City government. 

Remedial efforts will be significant and 
careful consideration of building code is- 
sues critical. All egress within Old City 
Hall must be made safe. New electrical 
and state of the art fire alarm systems will 
be installed. A new fire protection system 
for Old City Hall and City Hall Annex will 
be a very important part of the upgrades. 
A revised structural system must take 
seismic design into account. Updated 
energy efficient heating, ventilation and 
air-conditioning systems will be installed 
to provide comfortable and healthy con- 
ditions for workers and visitors alike. All 
mandates of the State’s Architectural Ac- 
cess Board will render the building user- 
friendly to all handicapped individuals. 

One of the primary objectives of the 
restoration effort is to restore the City 
Council Chamber to its original “Great 
Hall” configuration which before the 
1920's ran the length and breadth of 
the building. Included in that work will 
be the recapturing of the Great Hall bal- 
cony, parts of which remain entombed 
in other walls, ceilings and finishes. The 
prospect of returning the Great Hall to 


its original, majestic proportions, with — 


heroically proportioned windows to al- 
low light to enter the space on two sides 
as originally designed is exciting to con- 
sider. And with historically appropriate 
interior finish upgrades, the entire 1844 
structure will be transformed into a first 
class City facility, one which echoes its 
exceptional past history within a more 
modern framework. 

Old City Hall is a wonderfully promi- 
nent building for the City of Quincy and 
is listed on the National Register of His- 
toric Places. It is directly across the street 
from another historically significant trea- 
sure, the United First Parish Church, also 
constructed of Quincy granite. This ar- 
chitectural masterpiece also designed in 
the Greek Revival style was constructed 
in 1828 mainly from funds donated by 
John Adams, second President of the 


United States. Within the Church is the 
crypt where President Adams, President 
John Quincy Adams and their wives Abi- 
gail and Louisa Catherine are entombed. 

Old City Hall, constructed when Quin- 
cy was still a “Town”, is an extremely im- 
portant building to the City, in its function 
as a continuous seat of government for 
170 years, and for the citizens of Quincy 
who recognize this architectural icon as a 
symbol of “their” City. For many in the 
City, the presence of historical buildings 
in the downtown is one of the reasons 
Quincy is such an interesting and inviting 
place to live and work. 

It is past time to begin work to revi- 
talize the great Quincy treasure that is 
Old City Hall. Mayor Koch and the City 
Council deserve credit for addressing 
this important restoration project at this 
time. 
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First To Sign Declaration Of Independence 
John Hancock’s Bold Signature Symbol For Liberty 


e was the least likely of all the 
Heeirsins Fathers to revolt 

against the status quo of the late 
18th century, the last man expected to 
affix a bold signature to a declaration of in- 
dependence that has become a symbol for 
defiance to totalitarian rule everywhere. 

His folks were certain he would be a 
minister, following in the footsteps of his 
grandfather, who was called “the Bishop 
of Lexington,” and his father, the gentle 
minister of the First Parish Church in 
the North Precinct of Braintree (now 
Quincy.) 

When Patrick Henry’s call for “liberty 
or death” went out, he was said to be the 
wealthiest man in the wealthiest town 
(Boston) in the 13 colonies, a man who 
owned a Beacon Hill crowned by his 
mansion, whose merchant ships plied the 
seas, whose warehouses bulged with the 
world’s treasures. 

John Hancock was born in Quincy 
on Jan. 12, 1737, on the site of what 
became the Adams Academy, now the 
headquarters of the Quincy Historical 
Society, little more than a stone’s throw

from the church served by his father, the 
Rev. John Hancock, Jr. 

When he was 7, his father died, leav- 
ing his mother, Mary, with three children 
under 10 to raise, a formidable task 
in those days. Fortunately, his uncle, 


Hancock’s Grandfather A Rebel Leader 


The Rev. John Hancock, Sr., grand- 
father of the future first signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, was a rebel 
leader in his own right. 

He was the minister of the Congre- 
gational Church in Cambridge’s North 
Precinct in 1713 at a time when church 
and state were one in the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony. 


The Rev. Hancock was in the forefront 
when the North Precinct successfully 
revolted against the taxes levied by Cam- 
bridge town, 10 miles away. 

The North Precinct eventually became 
the town of Lexington and the good rev- 
erend ruled his little community with such 
an iron hand that he became known as 
“the Bishop of Lexington.” 
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Thomas Hancock, the Merchant King of 
Boston, childless and yearning for a son, 
adopted John as his own and his future 
was secure, 

When Thomas died in 1764, young 
John Hancock, then 27, became head 
of the House of Hancock, a colonial 
conglomerate of real estate, shipping, 
warehousing, banking and anything else 
that could be converted into cash to fill the 
Hancock coffers. 

John was living the good life of a mer- 
chant prince when taxes imposed by a far 
away parliament began cutting into his 
profits, the Hancock sloop Liberty was 
seized when most of its cargo of wine from 
Madeira slipped in untaxed and Hancock 
was accused of smuggling. 

With the aid of his attorney, John 
Adams, Hancock was able to beat the 
smuggling rap but the court ordered Lib- 
erty forfeited and a short time later her 
former owner emerged as a member of 
the Sons of Liberty. 

A newspaper of the time, The Massa- 
chusetts Spy, in its report of the Boston 
Tea Party, suggested that John Hancock 
“was the first man that went aboard the 
vessel to destroy the tea,” but the claim is 
doubtful and the men who, disguised as 
Indians, threw the tea into the sea have 
never been identified. 

By 1775, Hancock was so deeply in- 
volved in the spirit of revolution that the 
British attempt to arrest him and Samuel 
Adams in Lexington and confiscate the 
rebel arms and munitions in Concord 
erupted into the first battles of the Ameri- 
can Revolution at Lexington Green and 
Concord Bridge. 

He was chosen one of five delegates 
from Massachusetts to the first Conti- 
nental Congress in Philadelphia but he 
preferred to stay behind in Boston to lead 
the local patriots and, not incidentally, 
mend his political fences while his rivals 
were away. 

He did attend the second Continental 
Congress, however, and with the support 
of George Washington himself, he was 
chosen its president. According to popular 
legend, Hancock signed the Declaration of 
Independence first in script so large that 


Wake Up Call 


Two of the most important town of- 
ficials in Quincy (then Old Braintree) in 
the last days of the 17th century were the 
constable and the tithingman. 

The tithingman was appointed and paid 
by the town selectmen to keep order in 
church on Sunday morning and see to it 
that pewholders stayed awake during the 
sometimes three or four hour sermons. 

He was provided with a two-foot long 
staff with a brass tip on one end to rouse 
sleeping male parishioners and a feather 
on the other end to do the same for 
female. 


Among the duties of the constable. 


was to apprehend Quakers and “attend 
funerals of any that died with the small 
pox, and walk before the corpse to give 
notice to any, who may be in n danger of 
infection.” 
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King George “can read my name without 
his spectacles.” 

But historians believe Hancock actually 
signed an engrossed copy of the Decla- 
ration of Independence. There was no 
ceremonial signing of the Declaration on 
July 4, 1776 so after Congress approved 
the wording of the text on July 4, a copy 
was sent to be printed. As the president 
of the second Continental Congress, Han- 
cock could have signed the document that 
was sent to the printer. However, no one 
seems to know for sure since that docu- 
ment was lost. Some think the document 
was ruined in the printing process. 

According to historians, the printer 
produced the first published version of 
the Declaration in the familiar broadsheet 
size. Hancock’s name is the only delegate 
to appear on this document. A second 
broadsheet was issued six months later 
with all the signers listed. 

Hancock’s iconic signature does ap- 
pear on a different document: a sheet of 
parchment that was carefully handwritten 
sometime after July 19 and signed on 
Aug. 2 by Hancock and those delegates 
present. This document - known as the en- 
grossed copy - is displayed at the National 
Archives in Washington, D.C. 

Since he was president of the Conti- 
nental Congress when the Declaration 
was adopted and signed and that created 
the United States and there was no other 
president at the time, some say Hancock 
can be referred to as the first president of 
the United States. 

In his one display of military prowess, 
Major General John Hancock and his 
Massachusetts Militiamen, 3,000 strong, 
suffered a humiliating defeat in their at- 
tempt to capture Newport, R. I., from the 
British and Hancock went back to doing 
what he did best. 

And he was at his best in January, 
1788, as president of the Massachusetts 
state convention called to ratify the U. S. 
Constitution, a process that was stalled 
in several states for want of adequate pro- 
tections for the individuals, which the 
Revolution was all about. 

Hancock, suffering from the gout and 
carried into the hall by servants, proposed 
and guided to a 187 to 168 victory a 
series of nine “conciliatory amendments” 
which later evolved into the Bill of Rights 
and assured ratification of the Constitu- 
tion by all. 

Hancock was elected the first governor 
of Massachusetts in 1780 but he resigned 
five years later. He was elected again in 
1787 and was still in office when he died 
in 1793 at the age of 56,-the end of his 
line. 

Unlike the Adams and Quincy clans, he 
left no direct descendants. His marriage to 
Dorothy Quincy, produced two children, 
a daughter, Lydia, who died in her first 
year, and a son, John George Washington 
Hancock, who was killed in a skating ac- 
cident when he was 8. 

John Hancock, onetime Merchant 
Prince of Boston turned Founding Father, 
left but a small estate. 

He had spent most of his fortune financ- 
ing the Revolution. 
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Welcome To Quincy: “The City Of Presidents’ 
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‘THE GAZING BALL,’ a shining sphere of Quincy granite, is a reminder 
that the famous Quincy stone was once one of the world’s most cherished 
building materials.

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JQA And The Crucial Year In The War Of 1812

Hee Donald Hickey has 
called the War of 1812 
“America’s forgotten war.” Cer- 
tainly, in Massachusetts at least, 
the bicentennial of this war has 
received far less public attention 
than have many other historic 
anniversaries. 

This year, however, we mark 
the bicentennial of events in 
which Massachusetts and Quin- 
cy were vitally concerned. In 
1814 John Quincy Adams led 
the American delegation negoti- 
ating a peace with Britain. And 
coastal Massachusetts felt the 
dangers of war at first-hand. 

Massachusetts largely  re- 
mained cool to the war in 1812 
and 1813. The Federalist Party 
-who still held significant power 
in the state - opposed the war 
because they saw it as unneces- 
sary, disliked President Madison 
and the Democrat-Republicans, 
admired Britain, and feared Na- 
poleon’s France. In addition, 
despite British interference with 
American merchant ships and 
impressment of American sail- 
ors, seafaring Massachusetts 
enjoyed a profitable trade with 
Great Britain that it wanted to 
continue. : 

When the war began, Massa- 
chusetts governor Caleb Strong 
refused to make the state mili- 
tia available for national ser- 
vice. Josiah Quincy —- the future 
mayor of Boston, president of 
Harvard, and builder of Quincy 
market — became the Federal- 
ists’ leading spokesman against 
the war in Congress. Britain 
enforced its naval blockade very 
lightly in New England. Naval 
ships would be stopped, if pos- 
sible, but merchant ships were

able to continue to trade with 
Great Britain. 
In contrast, John Adams and 


John Quincy Adams, unlike 
many Federalists, supported na- 
tional over regional ideals. Back 
in 1807, in fact, John Quincy 
Adams had supported President 
Jefferson’s Embargo policy at 
the cost, it seemed, of his politi- 
cal career. Many ordinary Mas- 
sachusetts citizens enlisted in the 
United States Army and Navy. 
There was universal pride in the 
success of the U.S.S. Constitu- 
tion, and she was welcomed into 
Boston Harbor. 
In 1814, the situation of the 
war fundamentally changed. 
With Napoleon defeated and 
in exile, Britain could bring its 
full force to the war in America, 
and it was determined to teach 
America a lesson. The British 
extended the full blockade along 
the New England coast. Dur- 
ing the summer, Britain invaded 
and occupied the eastern half of 
Maine, which was still a part of 
Massachusetts. British ships ha- 
rassed the Massachusetts coast. 
An invasion seemed likely. The 
people of Massachusetts now 


rallied to defend their state. 
Governor Strong activated mi- 
litias state-wide and sent them 
to defend the coast. Particular 
concern was given to Boston, 
as the capital and the site of the 
Navy Yard. A Quincy militia 
company of 40 men, under the 
command of Captain Thomas 
Tirrell, served, guarding Boston 
Harbor, from Sept. 10 to Oct. 
30. 

Meanwhile, peace negotia- 

tions were taking place in Gh- 
ent, Belgium. John Quincy 
Adams, who had been serv- 
ing as American ambassador 
to Russia, headed the Ameri- 
can delegation. This was the 
one phase of the war in which 
the British were clearly over- 
matched against the Americans. 
In addition to Adams the Ameri- 
can delegation included Henry 
Clay, Albert Gallatin, and James 
Bayard, according to one histo- 
rian, “as fine a diplomatic team 
as ever represented the United 
States.” 
_ Adams’ brilliance in the ne- 
gotiations lay in his calm and 
his patience — not qualities that 
we always associate with him. 
As the British delegates, full of 
confidence, made _ proposals 
that would have seriously limited 
the United States’ future, Ad- 
ams and his colleagues simply 
waited them out. In time, Brit- 
ish military success stalled. The 
British were unable to capture 
Fort McHenry and Baltimore, 
and a British invasion fleet was 
soundly defeated at Plattsburgh 
on Lake Champlain. The British 
public now wanted the war to 
end as soon as possible. 

Adams’ second brilliant move 
was not pressing for American 
advantages that might have

again sunk the negotiations. 
The treaty of peace, signed on 
Christmas Eve, settled none of 
the issues about which the war 
had been fought and did not 
even mention many of them. 
It returned borders to the way 
they were before the war began. 
But for the United States, this 
was enough. Historian Gor- 
don Wood has called the War 
of 1812, “the strangest war in 
American history,” because of 
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its many ambiguities and contra- 
dictions. However, in the peace 
negotiations — as historian Don- 
ald Hickey points out - Adams 
and his colleagues achieved 
what the United States could not 
achieve on the battlefield, The 
Treaty of Ghent effectively gave 
America what Gordon Wood 
believes was the underlying goal 
all along: Britain’s “unequivocal 
recognition of the nation’s sov- 
ereignty and independence.”

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150 Years Ago

At Quincy Historical Society, 
we have spent much time dur- 
ing the 150" anniversary period 
of the Civil War trying to under- 
stand Quincy’s experience of the 
war and how the war changed 
Quincy. This year, we will mark 
the anniversary and look at the 
events of the final year of the 
war. It will also be an oppor- 
tunity to try to sum up some of 
what we have learned. 

Many of the best-known 
events and actions involving the 
Quincy people who have been 
best remembered took place 
well before the final year. 

Charles Francis Adams, like 
his father and grandfather be- 
fore him, was Ambassador to 
Great Britain and is credited 
with having ensured that Britain 
never recognized the Confeder- 
acy. Early in the war he calmed 
British outrage at perceived in- 
sults by the United States, when 
Secretary of State Seward sent 
an intemperate message early in 
the war and when an American 
Navy ship seized two Confed- 
erate agents from on board a 
British mail steamer. In a more 
active vein, in 1863, Adams re- 
peatedly urged the British gov- 
ernment to prevent the delivery 
of the Laird Rams, two power- 
ful warships being built for the 
Confederacy, under false identi- 
ty, in Liverpool. When the Brit- 
ish appeared reluctant to inter- 
vene, Adams’ language turned 
uncharacteristically sharp. But 
he succeeded: on September 5, 
1863 the government refused 
permission for the ships to sail. 
In 1864 and ’65 relations with 
Britain had grown much more 
cordial. 

Adams’ son, Charles Francis, 
Jr., served in the Union Army, 
entering as a Lieutenant in De- 
cember, 1861. The younger 
Adams always insisted that he 
did nothing notable during the 
war. However, he was present 
at the Battles of Antietam and 
Gettysburg. 

Paul Joseph Revere, the 
grandson of the Revolutionary 
hero, was an adopted son of 
Quincy. Revere married Lucre- 
tia Lunt, daughter of Rev. Wil- 
liam Parson Lunt, minister of 
Quincy's First Parish Church. 
An officer in the 20 Massa- 
chusetts Regiment, Revere was 
taken prisoner at the Battle of 
Ball's Bluff in October, 1861 
and was sent to Libby Prison 
in Richmond. Eventually ex- 
changed, Revere returned to 
service. He was wounded at the 
Battle of Antietam and was fa- 
tally wounded at Gettysburg. 

Francis Souther, the best 
known of Quincy’s enlisted 
men, was a member of the Han- 
cock Light Guard, Quincy’s mi- 
litia. In the first days of the war, 
members of the Light Guard re- 
sponded to President Lincoln’s 
call for 90-day volunteers to put 
down the insurrection. 
became part of the 4" Massa- 
chusetts Regiment, which was 
sent to join other Union troops 
at Fort Monroe on the Virginia 
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itia - responded to President Abraham Lincoln’s call for 90-day volunteers in the first days 


of the Civl War in 1861. The members of the Light Guard became part of the 4th Massachusetts Regiment.

coast. On June 10, 1861 the 
Union troops made an ill-con- 
ceived advance on Confederate 
forces at nearby Big Bethel and 
were badly beaten. The Union 
lost 76 men killed or wounded. 
Souther was shot in the chest 
and died that night. He was the 
first Quincy man to die in the 
war and the first Massachusetts 
Soldier in the war to die from 
wounds in battle. 

The war in 1864-65 was 
far less about the scions of the 
great Revolutionary families 
or about individual sacrifice or 
heroism and much more about 
ordinary men working collec- 
tively and about collective sacri- 
fice. Quincy men served in the 
terrible major battles of Grant's 
advance towards Richmond: the 
Wilderness, Spottysylvania, Pe- 
tersburg More than a hundred 
Quincy men in the army either 
died in battle, were wounded, 
were captured, or died of dis- 
ease in 1864-65. 

Back in Quincy, enthusiasm 
for the war and rhetoric about 
heroism and military glory was 
replaced by recognition of the 
many losses and by a grow- 
ing sense of war-weariness. As 
1864 began, the local newspa- 
per asked, how long can this 
war go on? The town also 
felt the pressure of the revised 
draft law in effect since June, 
1863 and of the need to fulfill 
its enlistment quota. Some one 
hundred Quincy men entered 
military service in 1864. Of 
these, about half joined the 60" 
regiment, a short-term regiment 
that saw service as guards at a 
POW camp in Indiana.

Significantly, however, during 
the long frustrating months of 
spring and summer 1864, when 
demoralization swept many 
parts of the north and even 
President Lincoln seemed de- 
spondent about the chances for 
victory, it appears that Quincy’s 
war-weariness never turned into 
defeatism. Men continued to 
enlist. Women continued to or- 
ganize themselves into commit- 
tees to send packages of food 
and clothing and supplies to the 
troops. If the early enthusiasm 
was gone, the townspeople had 
forged a grim determination 
that the war must be won. Most 
significantly, a town that could 
have been perceived in 1860 
as ambivalent about anti-slavery 
was now committed to slavery’s 
complete demise. In the dark- 
est months of 1864, the Quincy 
press declared with urgency that 
slavery must cease to exist. 

In the summer, when many 
parts of the North at least con- 
templated voting for the concili- 
ation-minded George McClellan 
for president, Quincy remained 
committed to President Lincoln. 

The commitment of Quincy, 
both leading families and ordi- 
nary citizens, to its best ideals 
gets summed up in one symbolic 
moment: On April 3, 1865, a 
scion of Quincy’s Revolutionary 
family had a final role to play in 
the war. The Fifth Massachu- 
setts Cavalry, a regiment of Afri- 
can Americans, commanded by 
Colonel Charles Francis Adams, 
dJr., became the first mounted 
Union troops to enter Rich- 
mond, Virginia, the surrendered 
capital of the Confederacy.

hen he was 14 years old, John 

Quincy Adams was dispatched to St. 
Petersburg, Russia, to translate the official 
French spoken at the court of Czarina 
Catherine the Great for the American 
ambassador, Francis Dana. 

In a way, the eldest son of John Adams 
was already a veteran diplomat, having 
served two tours of France and Holland 
with his father and Benjamin Franklin as 
they sought European aid for the Ameri- 
can colonies in rebellion. 

The Revolution was won by the time he 
returned home to old Braintree and the 
fractured education he received in France, 
Holland, Russia and England allowed him 
to enter Harvard as a junior and graduate 
in 18 months. 

He was named minister to the Nether- 
lands by President George Washington in 
1794, beginning a long career in public 
service that carried him through the presi- 
dency in 1825-29 to his death on the floor 
of Congress in 1848. 

Like his father before him, John Quincy 
Adams was defeated for a second term as 
president, each having the misfortune to 
represent the Old Guard at a time when 
American democracy was embracing the 
new. 

One of John Adams’ first moves as 
president was to name his son to the more 
important post as minister to Prussia amid 
cries of nepotism that embarrassed the 
30-year-old John Quincy dreadfully but 
he took the post anyway. 

And he took a bride, too, Louisa Cath- 
erine Johnson, the vivacious and highly 
educated daughter of an American father 

and an English mother, his second choice, 
after his mother, Abigail, had torpedoed 
his first love, Mary Frazier of Newbury- 
port. 

His father fired him as minister to Prus- 
sia to spare him another embarrassment 
of being fired by his successor, Thomas 
Jefferson, and John Quincy was able to 
return home to a new town named for his 
great-grandfather.

He ran for and won a seat in the state 
legislature as a Federalist, his father’s old 
party, but he showed such a strong streak 
of independence that his fellow Federalists 
urged him to stand for the U.S. Senate to 
be rid of him. 

Since it was the legislators themselves 
who voted for senators in those days, 
John Quincy was elected and promptly 
alienated both Federalists and Democrat- 
Republicans by speaking up for the Loui- 
siana Purchase and voting against creation 
of the Louisiana Territory. 

He finally emerged as a Democrat- 
Republican in 1808 after the British 
frigate Leopard attacked the American 
frigate Chesapeake in search of what 
the Brits thought were deserters from his 
majesty’s navy and the Federalists sought 
to appease them. 

Federalists were outraged and even 
John and Abigail, living in retirement in 
Peace field, their estate in Quincy, found 
the words to chastise their son, who 
responded, “I could wish to please my 
parents — but my duty must do.”

Rather than face dismissal by his home 
state, John Quincy resigned his Senate 
seat but the ink was hardly dry before 
President James Madison nominated him 
to be minister to Russia and he liked it so 
well that he turned down a Supreme Court 
appointment to keep it. 

In fact, he and Tsar Alexander I, the 
one who halted Napoleon’s march on 
Moscow, hit it off so well that the Rus- 
sian ruler offered to be godfather to John 
Quincy’s first daughter, Louisa Catherine, 
but the offer was refused. 

Always available, Adams the ultimate 
negotiator was next called on to chair the 
American delegation to Ghent in Belgium 
where the final peace treaty with Britain 
was drawn up ending the War of 1812, 
what some call the second American 
Revolution. 

A new president, James Monroe, meant 
a new job for John Quincy, who was 
named secretary of state in 1817 at a 
time when their colonies in Latin America 
were declaring independence from Spain 
and Portugal. 

When President Monroe delivered to 
Congress on Dec. 2, 1823, the message 
that those Latin colonies can no longer 
“be considered as subjects for future colo- 
nization by any European Power” he was 
speaking Adams’ words and it became the 
Monroe Doctrine. me 

The Americans’ ace negotiator also 
worked out the so-called Adams-Onis 
Treaty, under which Gen. Andrew Jack- 
son’s attacks on the Seminole Indians in 
Spanish Florida were justified and the 
whole peninsula ceded to the United 
States in exchange for a settlement of 
the boundary between Mexico and the 
Louisiana Purchase. 

Five strong candidates — all Democrat- 
Republicans — emerged for the 1824 
presidential race. 

There was Henry Clay, speaker of the 
House; William Crawford, the secretary 
tary of the treasury; John Calhoun, the 
secretary of war; Adams; and Jackson, 
the Tennessean hero of the Battle of New 
Orleans and the spokesman of the great 
unwashed. 

Jackson won the popular vote, 155,872 
to 105,321 for Adams and the electoral 
vote with 99 to 84 for Adams, 41 for 
Crawford and 39 for Clay but, since 
no one had a majority, the election was 
thrown into the Congress which selected 
Adams. 

Reaction to his first message to Con- 
gress, a bid to expand the presidential

powers far beyond what some saw as 
their Constitutional limits, showed clearly 
that the so-called Era of Good Feeling in 
the Madison and Monroe Administrations 
was over. 

His most virulent opposition came from 
the South whenever one of his proposals 
was thought to impinge upon the “peculiar 
institution” of slavery and his early opposi- 
tion to the removal of the Creek Indians 
to land west of the Mississippi, 

By the time the four years of his ad- 
ministration had passed, the Democrat- 
Republicans had split into Democrats and 
National Republicans and Jackson, “the 
people’s president,” had trounced Adams 
in the electoral college 178 to 83, 

Although Adams tried to steer clear of 
the worst parts, the 1828 campaign was 
so dirty, chiefly in its attacks on Jackson's 
wife, Rachel, that the president-elect re- 
fused to meet with the outgoing president 
before his inauguration. 

Consequently, Adams, like his father 
before him, refused to attend his succes- 
sor’s inauguration, the only two presidents 
to do so. 

He took a year to rest, then ran for the 
House from the South Shore District. Now 
running as a Whig, he easily defeated a 
Democrat and a Federalist for the post, 
which rejuvenated his interest in public 
service. 

Some say John Quincy’s best work 
was done in the interests of human rights 
after he left the White House in 1829. It 
included a vote of censure in the House of 
Representatives, which was defeated by a 
vote of 105 to 80. 

At the age of 74, he took on the case of 
35 Africans, kidnapped in their homeland 
and bound for slavery in Cuba, and waxed 
so eloquent before the Supreme Court 
that they were freed and sent home over 
the protests of the new president. 

His particular target was known as the 
Gag Rule which said that “all petitions, 
memorials, resolutions, propositions 
or papers relating . . . to the subject of 
slavery shall be laid upon the table and 
that no further action whatever shall be 
had thereon.” 

It was passed in 1836 and he fought 
it tooth and nail until it was rescinded in 
1844. 

On Feb. 21, 1848, as he rose to his 
feet to speak against a commendation for 
those who had won the war with Mexico, 
which he opposed, 80-year-old John 
Quincy Adams suffered a massive stroke. 
He died two days later in the Capitol.

City Named For Him But: 


Col. John Quincy Som 


w men have served the public 
Fe longer or as well as Col. John 
Quincy. 

He was Speaker of the Massachusetts 
House, a governor’s councilor, a select- 
man and perennial moderator of the town 
meeting in Old Braintree, commander of 
the local militia regiment and guardian of 
the rights of the few Ponkapoag Indians 
who survived the plague. 

And through his granddaughter, 
Abigail Adams, nee Smith, he was the 
grandfather-in-law of the second presi- 
dent of the United States and the great 
grandfather of the sixth. 

Small wonder then, that when the 
North Precinct broke away from Old 
Braintree in 1792 they named the new 
town “Quincy.” 

Col. John Quincy is something of a 
mystery man, even in the city that bears 
his name. It is not known for sure when 
he came to Old Braintree. Nor is there a 
picture of him extant or even a physical 
description of him in the words that have 
been left to us by his contemporaries. 

During celebration in Quincy in 1908, 
the main speaker, the Rev. Daniel Munro 
Wilson, noted that “in his day, he was 
one of the most trusted and influential 
public characters of the province; but for 
a hundred years or more, he has now 
been buried in oblivion. 

“For example, I once mentioned John 
Quincy to a lifelong resident, a man of 
affairs and influence in the town. The re- 
sponse was: ‘John Quincy? John Quin- 
cy? I never heard of him before!’ Another 
in the group then exclaimed “You mean 
John Quincy Adams, don’t you?’” 

John Quincy was born in Boston. His 
father, Daniel, died when he was a year 
old and his widowed mother, Anna, mar- 
ried the Rev. Moses Fiske, minister of the 


_ First Parish Church in Braintree. 


He graduated from Harvard in 1708, 
obtained a master’s degree in 1711 and 
inherited, through his mother, a good- 
sized farm in Mount Wollaston and lived 
there for the rest of his life. 

John Quincy’s rise in public life was 
meteoric. 

He married Elizabeth Norton, the 
daughter of a Hingham minister, in 1715 
and was named justice of the peace the 
same year, moderator of the town meet- 
ing a year later and began 22 years of 
service in the House a year after. He was 
Speaker of the House for 12 years, start- 
ing in 1729. 

In 1741, he was manipulated out of 
his posts as commander of the Suffolk 
militia regiment by a wealthy Boston 
lawyer named Joseph Gooch, who is de- 
scribed by some as an “opportunist,” and 
by others as an “unsavory demagogue.” 

Gooch arrived in Old Braintree deter- 
mined to launch a political career. Beer 
and cider, supplied by Gooch, flowed 
freely in the taverns. The strategy pre- 
vailed and Quincy was dismissed as mili- 
tia commander. 

But his banishment was _ short-lived. 
Captains and lieutenants refused to serve 
under Gooch. They would serve only un- 
der Quincy. Demoralized, the people of 
Braintree turned Gooch out and returned 
command of their militia to Quincy. 

Quincy’s reputation was such that 
he was named by the legislature to be 
trustee of the funds of the Ponkapoag In- 
dians, survivors of a devastating plague. 
He held the post for 20 years at the insis- 
tence of the Indians themselves: 

Whenever there was a civic job.to be 
done, it was the practice of the people of 
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Society in 1904. Plaque reads: “Here was buried Col. John Quincy of Mount Wollaston 1689-1767 from 
whom Quincy was named.” His gravestone is at the lower right.

Old Braintree to appoint Col. John Quin- 
cy to do it. Thus it was that he was called 
on to chair the committee that first rec- 
ommended the North Precinct become a 
separate town. That was in 1728. 

It took 64 years but finally it was done, 
and when it was, they named-it for John 
Quincy. 
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Final Resting Place Of City’s Earliest Settlers, 
Generations Of Adams And Quincy Families 


History And More At Hancock Cemetery 


t may not share the same well-profiled 
status of some of the city’s renowned 
historical sites like the Old House, Ad- 
ams Birthplaces and United First Par- 
ish Church. 
But Quincy’s historic Hancock Cem- 
etery should be a must-stop on any visi- 


,. tor’s list to the “City of Presidents.” 


In fact, you might even say the Cem- 
etery located on Hancock Street adja- 
cent to City Hall is a blueprint to many 
of the city’s historical figures. There’s a 
story of the living associated with every 
grave marker that provide a perspec- 
tive of not only local history but our na- 
tion’s history, too. 

The cemetery is the final resting area 
for some of the city’s earliest settlers as 
well as generations of the Adams and 
Quincy families, including Rev. John 
Hancock, the father of the patriot and 
first signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 

There are also lessons to be learned 

from some of the monuments them- 
selves. The artwork on the markers are 
examples of colonial winged skulls and 
cherubim, to Federalist classical motifs 
and representatives of Quincy’s 19% 
century role as the national center of 
granite quarrying and carving, says Ed- 
ward Fitzgerald, a leading authority on 
the Hancock Cemetery and executive 
director of the Quincy Historical Soci- 
ety. 

There are many notable graves but 
there’s one that may leave some visi- 
tors a bit perplexed. 

That would be the tomb marked 
“J.Q. Adams” located to the left of the 
front gate. And there’s an interesting 
story behind this tomb. 

The tomb is the Adams family vault, 
the original resting place of John and 
Abigail Adams and John Quincy and 
Louisa Catherine Adams, who are all 
now entombed in the Presidential crypt 
in United First Parish Church — located 
just across the street from the ceme- 
tery. 

The vault remains the grave of nu- 
merous family members including John 
and Abigail’s daughter, Nabby, and 


*’ John Quincy and Louisa Catherine’s 


sons, George and John. 

According to Fitzgerald’s research, 
when Nabby died in 1813, she was 
evidently buried in the family tomb in 


“ Hancock Cemetery. Her mother Abi- 
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gail was buried there in 1818 and then 
John Adams was buried there after he 
died on July 4, 1826. 

“In the ensuing weeks, John Quincy 
Adams came up with the idea of the 
crypt beneath the planned new church 
Fitzgerald says. “The new 
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ADAMS FAMILY VAULT at Historic Hancock Cemetery has an interesting history all its own. Other photos on 
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church opened in 1828 ait Phi and 
Abigail’s remains are moved” (to the 
crypt.) 

By 1834 - over the next five years 
— three more Adams are buried in the 
family tomb: John Quincy Adams's 
brother Thomas and his sons George 
and John. 

In 1848, after JQA died in Wash- 
ington, he was returned to Quincy and 
buried in the family tomb. 

It is JQA’s son, Charles Francis, 
who gets the idea to expand the crypt 
so that his father can be buried next to 
his father and mother. But JQA is not 
moved right away, Fitzgerald points 
out. 

“His widow, Louisa Catherine, died 
in 1852 in Washington. Over the next 


few months, Charles Francis arranged | 


preparation of the crypt. Louisa’s body 
remained in Washington. On Dec. 15, 
1852, the bodies of the Sixth Presi- 
dent and First Lady Louisa Catherine 
are moved to the crypt in a coordinated 
ceremony.” 

After Louisa’s body arrives by train, 
she is moved directly from the train sta- 
tion to the church. 

A few other facts about the Adams 
family vault: 

In Paul Nagel’s book, Descent from 
Glory, Four Generations of the John 
Adams Family and John Quincy Ad- 
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ams, he describes the sequence for 
JQA’s and Louisa Catherine’s burials: 

e JQA dies on Feb. 23, 1848. His 
body is brought back for burial and is 
in Quincy on March 11, 1848. A fu- 
neral service takes place in First Par- 
ish Church. “At 5 p.m. the coffin was 
taken across the road and placed in the 
crowded family vault. . . For four years 
John Quincy rested in the old burying 
ground with many relatives, his brother 
Thomas, his sister Nabby, his two sons, 
and others nearly so dear.” 

e Louisa Catherine Adams dies May 
15, 1852 in Washington. Her son 
Charles Francis Adams “hastened back 
to Quincy, leaving his mother’s coffin 
behind until he could arrange for his 
parents to be placed next to his grand- 
parents.” 

¢ John Quincy Adams and Louisa 
Catherine Adams are placed in the 
crypt, Dec. 15, 1852. “JQA’s casket, 
draped with velvet, was brought to the 
church as Louisa’s was delivered from 
the railway depot, where it had arrived 
from Washington. The interment may 
not have been completed until the 16", 
because JQA’s granite tomb was not 
big enough for his coffin and had to be 
enlarged.” 

There are many other notable graves 
in Hancock Cemetery. Among them: 

Henry Adams (1646) - the great- 
great-grandfather of John Adams — 
who emigrated from England in the 
first years of the Massachusetts colony. 
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How different local and the nation’s 
history may have been had Henry not 
“emigrated for reasons of conscience.” 

Rev. John Hancock (1744) — fa- 
ther of the future Patriot and first sign- 
er of the Declaration of Independence. 
Rev. Hancock served as minister of 
United First Parish Church from 1726 
until his death in 1744. It is widely as- 
sumed that the cemetery came to be 
named for Rev. Hancock but some lo- 
cal historians believe the cemetery took 
its name from its location on Hancock 
Street. 

Col. John Quincy (1767) — served 
more than 30 years in the colonial leg- 
islature, including 12 as speaker. The 
grandfather of Abigail Adams, the town 
of Quincy was named in his honor in 
1792. 

Abner Packard (1902) -— com- 
mander of the town militia unit that 
responded to President Lincoln’s first 
call for voluntee?$ in the Civil War in 
April, 1861. 

On any given afternoon, you'll find 
cemetery visitors meandering through- 
out the cemetery, reading markers and 
pausing in silence. Some graves are 
decorated with American flags, identi- 
fying the deceased as veterans of the 
Revolution, the War of 1812 and the 
Civil War. 

Hancock Cemetery is a must-stop 
along the city’s historic trail. Visitors 
will learn more about Quincy and its 
early history. 


Adams’ Crucial Nominations 


John Adams, the farmer’s son from 
Old Braintree, not only had a hand in 
writing the U.S. Constitution but he 
made two nominations to posts that 
proved to be critical to the future of the 
new republic. 

As a member of the Continental Con- 
gress, he eschewed intercolonial rivalries 


and nominated George Washington, a 
Virginia planter, as commander in chief 
of the Continental army. 

As president, he nominated John 
Marshall as chief justice of the United 
States, where he served 34 years and 
established the basic principle that the 
Supreme Court can invalidate an act of 
Congress. 
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$113K Restoration Project At Hancock Cemetery 


$113,000 project to restore 259 
gravestones at the historic Hancock 
Cemetery is now underway. 

The site, located next to the old City 
Hall building, was first used as a burial 
ground in the 1620s when English set- 
tlers first arrived in what is now Quincy. 
More than 1,000 are buried in the site, 
including the Rev. John Hancock (father 
of the signer of Declaration of Indepen- 
dence) and Josiah Quincy. Presidents 
John and John Quincy Adams and their 
wives, First Ladies Abigail and Louisa 
Catherine, were also buried in the cem- 
etery before they were moved to the 
United First Parish Church (the Church 
of the Presidents). 

The restoration project, which will 
take place this summer, will see 259 
of the gravestones in the cemetery re- 
paired. The project is being undertaken 
by Historic Gravestone Services of New 
Salem, Mass. The company’s owner, Ta 
Mara Conde, has restored gravestones in 
cemeteries through the U.S. and Cana- 
da, including local historic cemeteries in 
Newton and Malden. Quincy’s Hancock 
Cemetery, she explained, contains nu- 
merous unique images worth preserving. 

“It’s not just the important people - 
for me it’s the stones. I like the impor- 
tant people too, don’t get me wrong, but 
these were hand-carved and they were 
hand-carved by certain people,” Conde 
said. 

“You have some really unique images 
over there. For Quincy it’s important but 
for the rest of the nation it’s important, 
too. These are images that are gone. 
These are important Puritan images that 
were brought about.” 

The project will involve removing 
growths from the stones, creating new 
bases to set the headstones in, and re- 
pairing broken stones using Jahn, a spe- 
cial restoration mortar made in Germany 
that can match the original color of the 
grave markers. Some of the cemetery’s 
slate gravestones that have began to de- 
laminate, or peel apart, will be repaired 
as well. 

“It’s a beautiful cemetery. It’s not in 
bad shape,” Conde said. “It won't take 
too much to bring that back around and 
really make it look good.” 

The cemetery, she noted, still contains 
a number of original footstones. Unlike 
most modern cemeteries, graves in the 
Hancock Cemetery include two markers, 
one on each end of the body. 

“Almost all the graves there would 
have been laid out in an east-west ori- 
entation with the headstone facing west 
and a footstone facing east. This would 
be like your bed, with your headboard 
and your footboard, and the body is in 
between,” Conde said. 

“These footstones would be at the end. 
There are a lot of some still over there, 
which is wonderful. Some cemeteries 


lose their footstones, they just grow feet 
and walk away or something.” 
ie restoration Asa began pattiet 


this spring. Officials held a special cer- 
emony at City Hall to commemorate the 
beginning of the project. 

“For the city of Quincy it’s another 
great day,” Mayor Thomas Koch said at 
the ceremony. “It’s another page in the 
chapter in recent years of the city’s re- 
committing to its historical sites, histori- 
cal buildings, which are so, so important 
and vital to our history but also to our 
future.” 

The project is being funded by an allo- 
cation of $80,000 from Quincy’s Com- 
munity Preservation Committee and a 
$33,000 Massachusetts Historical Com- 
mission grant. Ward 1 Councillor Mar- 
garet Laforest said the city’s adoption of 
the state’s Community Preservation Act, 
which established the CPC, has proven 
beneficial. 

“History is very integral to the identity 
of the City of Presidents. We are privi- 
leged to be home to the Adams National 
Historical Park, the Church of the Presi- 
dents, and many other cultural and his- 
toric organizations,” Laforest said. 

“As a city, having the Community 
Preservation Act allows us to support 
those organizations and to showcase 
the depth of our city’s history at other 
sites like the Hancock Cemetery. This 
first period cemetery is notable for the 
prominent people buried there and the 
gravestone art to be shown.” 

Quincy’s Planning Department helped 
secure the Mass. Historic grant that is 
partially funding the project. 

“It’s a wonderful thing to be able to 
restore these historic places,” Planning 
Director Dennis Harrington said. “It’s 
amazing we have wonderful historic sites 
in the city of Quincy and it’s wonderful 
we have a lot of interest in preserving 
them and enhancing them.” 

Chris Cassani, the executive director 
of the Parks, Forestry, and Cemetery De- 
partments, said Hancock Cemetery and 
the grave markers inside it tell a story of 
what life was like centuries ago. 

“It tells us so much about what life was 
like in Quincy all those years ago,” he ex- 
plained. “If you look when people were 
born and when they died, many pepple 
died very young. It tells a story. You just 
need to fill in the gaps a little with some 
of our historical knowledge just to see 
how different life was then.” 

Planning for the restoration work be- 
gan a dozen years ago. At the time the 
city’s Board of Cemetery Managers iden- 
tified a plan to upgrade the cemetery, 
including work on the gravestones and 
eventually landscaping the site, city histo- 
rian and cemetery board chairman Tom 
Galvin noted. 

“I can’t believe that here we are, af- 
ter 12 whole years of working on that, 
that we’re on step one,” Galvin said. 
“Speaking for the cemetery board, we 
look forward to the enhancement there 
and we hope this is only the beginning of 
upgrading our cemeteries.”

uincy, birthplace of John Adams, 

John Quincy Adams and John 

Hancock, also has claim to the 
birth of the U.S. Constitution. 

The seed for this precious document 
was planted here. 

The U.S. Constitution was modeled af- 
ter the Massachusetts Constitution which 
was written by John Adams, Samuel 
Adams and James Bowdoin in Adams’ 
law office of the John Quincy Adams 
birthplace in Quincy. 

There is every reason to believe that 
John Adams did not want to go the Mas- 
sachusetts Constitution Convention in 
Cambridge in 1779. 

He missed his wife, Abigail, terribly, 
and she him. 

The American colonies, newly reborn 
as the United States of America, were 
going through the most dismal period of 
the War for Independence. Inflation was 
rampant: butcher’s meat, a dollar to eight 
shillings a pound; flour, fifty dollars a hun- 
dredweight. The news from the fighting 
front was of death, privation and horror. 


Like many Braintree wives whose hus- 
bands were away at war, Abigail Adams 
was forced into the unaccustomed role of 
head of the household, a function she filled 
with determination. 

John Adams attended the opening ses- 
sion of the Constitutional Convention in 
Cambridge on Wednesday, June 1, 1779. 
On Saturday, he was named to a commit- 
tee of 30 to prepare the declaration of 
rights and the constitution. On Monday, 
the committee delegated the task to a 
subcommittee of three, John and Samuel 
Adams; and James Bowdoin. 

Thus it was that John Adams wound up 
in the law office of his home at the foot 
of Penn’s Hill, paired with his firebrand 
cousin, Sam, and his ailing friend, James 
Bowdoin, to write a Constitution for Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The patient, hard-working John Ad- 
ams, of course, did most of the work. 

“I was by the Convention put upon the 
Committee—by the Committee upon the 
subcommittee—and by the subcommittee 
appointed a sub subcommittee—so that | 


Battlefields Of Quincy 


Although it furnished fighting men and 
leaders in the Revolution, Quincy (Old 
Braintree then) escaped without a pitched 
battle being fought on its shores. 

The Minutemen of Quincy, however, 
did take part in a number of local skir- 
mishes, harassing the Redcoats even after 
most of them had left Boston by March 

U7, 1775. 

On Sunday morning, May 21, 1775, 
three British sloops dropped anchor in the 
Fore River not far off Germantown. 

The Quincy company, under the com- 
mand of Elihu Adams, John Adams’ 
brother, drove them off as they raided 
Sheep Island in nearby Weymouth. 

On the night of July 9, 1775, a Quincy 


company of 300 men put out in whale- 
boats from Germantown and seized 
cattle, sheep and enemy soldiers from 
Long Island, under the noses of the Brit- 
ish troops. 

A few days later, another company of 
men, leaving Moon Island off Squantum 
in whale-boats, set fire to a house and 
barn on Long Island under fire from the 
British fleet. 

On Sunday evening, July 29, 1775, 
a group of men left Squantum in whale- 
boats, overpowered a guard and burned 
Boston Light, the beacon that guided ships 
into Boston Harbor. 

The British fleet left Boston Harbor 
Oct. 10, 1775.

had the honor to be principal Engineer,” 
he wrote to his friend, Edmund Jennings. 
Payroll records indicate that he was paid 
90 pounds for his work. 

The so-called “Adams draft” of the 
Massachusetts Constitution was accepted 
by the Convention with a few alterations 
but by that time John Adams was long 
gone back to Europe, this time to help 
negotiate a treaty of peace with Britain 
and serve as America’s first minister to 


London. He did not see the farm at the 
foot of Penn’s Hill again for another eight 
years. 

But he was immensely heartened by 
these words from the pen of his ever-lov- 
ing Abigail, written on Oct. 15, 1780: 

“Our Massachusetts Constitution is 
read with admission in New York and 
pronounced by the Royal Governor as the 
best republican form he ever saw.” 


USS Lexington Led Search For Amelia

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Thomas Morton’s Merry Time At Merrymount 


t was a strange tableau that took place 

that May day in 1627 on the hill over- 

looking Boston Bay in a land where 
the righteous Pilgrims ruled. 

There were the English adventur- 
ers (don’t ever call them colonists) from 
across the sea, and the local Indians, or 
what was left of them after a visit from 
the plague, curious to witness this strange 
white man’s way. 

Together they stripped an 80-foot 
pine tree of its bark, hauled it to the top 
of the hill, attached a rack of buckhorn 
to its peak and raised it on the hill called 
Ma-re Mount (hill by the sea) or more 
commonly Merrymount. 

Then they broke out the beer and ci- 
der and, Englishman and Indian together, 
they danced around their Maypole in a 
hedonistic ritual that was guaranteed 
to leave the Pilgrims, 40 miles away in 
Plymouth, aghast. 

“Drinke and be merry, merry, merry 
boyes,” wrote their leader. 

“Let all your delight be in hymen’s 
joyes...uncover thy head, and fear no 
harme, for here’s good liquor to keep it 
warm.” 

“Lasses in beaver coats come away. Ye 
shall be welcome to us night and day.” 

The leader was Morton of Merry- 
mount, a man whose name, rightly or 
wrongly, has lived on in infamy. 

Thomas Morton of Clifford’s Inn 
Gent., as he signed himself, first arrived 
in the area that became known as Old 
Braintree and later Quincy in 1622 as 
secretary to Andrew Weston, founder of 
the Wessagusset colony in nearby Wey- 
mouth. 

The Wessagusset colony did not sur- 
vive but Morton, a lawyer and sportsman 
as well as a meryymaker, could not forget 
the clear streams that teemed with fish 
and the forests that abounded with game 
in the new land. 

He was back again in 1625 as a mi- 
nor partner in a trading venture led by 


a Captain Wollaston, a man so obscure - 


that his first name has been lost in nearly 
400 years of history, although modern 
research by historian Hobart Holly has 
indicated it was probably Richard. 

Captain Wollaston was so disappoint- 
ed by the lack of business opportunity 
in New England that he packed up his 
partners and most of their indentured 
servants and left for greener fields in 
Virginia, leaving Lieutenant Fitcher in 
charge. 

Morton stayed behind, too, and it 
wasn’t long before Fitcher was ousted 
and Morton, who was described by the 
Pilgrim’s Governor William Bradford as 
a man with “more craft than honesty,” 
became The Man, and immediately pro- 
claimed himself “Lord of Misrule.” 

In the words of Governor Bradford, 
he maintained “a school of atheism,” his 
people spent their time “quaffing and 
drinking — in great excess” and they were 
“inviting Indian women for their con- 
sorts, dancing and frisking ae — and 
worse practices.” 
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And, worst of all, Morton and his men 
were trading guns and rum to the Indians 
in exchange for pelts and were training 
said Indians in the use of firearms so they 
could hunt for more pelts, a move that 
frightened the wits out of the Pilgrims. 

Could it be that, far from the “Lord of 
Misrule” as he claimed, Morton was just 
a sharp businessman, the Sam Walton of 
his day, who cut into Plymouth’s profits 
by treating the Indians more or less like 
equals and joining in their fun and games. 
Either way, it was plain that Morton had 
to go. 

Thus is was that in the spring of 1628, 
Captain Myles Standish - an angry little 
man of unimposing stature whom Mor- 
ton derided as “Captain Shrimpe” — and 
an army of eight men were dispatched to 
Merrymount to solve the problem once 
and for all. It turned out to be an easy 
task. 

Morton knew they were coming and 
prepared to resist. But the night-long 
preparations soon turned into a party 
and when Standish and his soldiers ar- 
rived at dawn, the defenders of Merry- 
mount were too drunk to resist and sur- 


Captain Who? 


The original settlement of Quincy was 
made as a trading post in 1625 by an all- 
male company led by a Captain Wollaston, 
who was so obscure that his first name has 
been lost to history.

rendered without firing a shot. 

That was the Pilgrims’ version. In his 
memoirs, Morton insisted he was ready 
to fight but his men turned out to be a 
cowardly lot and he had to give up the 
struggle in order to avoid bloodshed and 
was beaten up for his pains by the victori- 
ous Pilgrim army of eight. 

Whatever, Morton was arrested and 
taken to Plymouth where Sfandish want- 
ed him hanged. But gentler heads pre- 
vailed and he was put aboard a ship for 
England, an action that so enraged the 
captain that he had to be restrained. 

Back in London, Morton was charged 
with disturbing the safety of the Plymouth 
colony but the charges were dropped 
when he presented himself to the Crown

as a good Anglican who was persecuted 
by those dissenters from Plymouth. 

The trading post at Merrymount was 
allowed to remain but, in 1629, a sterner 
opponent arrived on the scene in John 
Endicott and the Puritans, who estab- 
lished the Massachusetts Bay Colony in 
Boston, a scant 10 miles from the hill 
beside the bay. 

Endicott ordered Morton’s Maypole 
cut down, which it was, and the name 
of his trading post changed from Mer- 
rymount to Mount Dagon after the Bib- 
lical sea god of the Philistines, which it 
wasn’t. 

Morton’s brief episode of saturnalia is 
recalled today in a section of Quincy and 
a park called Merrymount. 
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Nation’s First Commercial Railroad Was Here

that many among 
the distinguished 
gathering had ever seen. 

Each of the three wag- 
ons had four wheels, six 
and one half feet in di- 
ameter, surmounted by a 
smaller gear wheel which 
was used to raise and lower 
the cargo platform that 
was slung low between the 
wheels. 

It rode on foot-high 
wooden rails, topped by 
iron plate, which rested 
on stone sleepers or cross 
ties, placed eight feet apart 
and firmly supported on 
crushed granite to a depth 
beyond the frost line. 

On Saturday, Oct. 7, 
1826, the wagons were 
laden with 16 tons of the 
finest Quincy granite and 
the opening day guests 
were properly amazed 
when a single horse moved 
the whole thing with ease 
more than three miles to a 
special wharf on the Nep- 
onset River. 

The granite blocks, 
a particularly hard and 
weather-resistant stone 
capable of taking a brilliant 
polish, were en route to 


I was the darnedest 


Charlestown, where they 
were building a monument 
to the Battle of Bunker 
Hill. 

The Granite Railway, 
the first such commer- 
cial venture in the United 
States, was built specifically 
to transport stone for the 
Bunker Hill Monument. 

That it became suc- 
cessful, and a model for 
others around the country, 
is a tribute to three vastly 
dissimilar men, the engi- 
neer Gridley Bryant, the 
architect Solomon Willard 
and the financier, Colonel 
Thomas Handasyd Per- 
kins. ; 

Bryant was 27 at the 
time but already an engi- 
neer of note. He invented 
the eight wheeled railroad 
car and, when a fellow 
named Ross Winans of 
Baltimore sued to establish 
a patent on it, Bryant was 
able to prove his claim to 
the satisfaction of the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

Willard, then 43, was a 
great bear of a man, gentle, 
obliging, industrious. Fri- 
volity, it was said, was alien 
to him and he was never 
known to run. He could 
be crotchety, too. He was 


a carpenter turned wood- 
carver, turned stone-carver 
and, finally architect. 

Perkins was the auto- 
cratic, 52-year-old mer- 
chant king of Boston who 
was said to have been of- 
fered the post of Secretary 
of the Navy by President 
Washington and turned it 
down with the observation 
that he owned more ships 

than the Navy. 

It was Perkins who lob- 
bied the Railway’s charter 
through a puzzled and 
obstinate State Legislature, 
which had never been 
called upon to incorporate 
a commercial railroad be- 
fore. It was Perkins who 
financed it, too, largely 
with his own money. 

Even in its early days, 
the Granite Railway was a 
tourist attraction of some 
magnitude. 

Daniel Webster, who 
used to stop off for a pick- 
me-up in Quincy en route 
from Boston and Washing- 
ton to his home in Marsh- 
field, viewed it and decided 
that it would never succeed 
because of the frost that 
would form on the rails in 
the winter. 

The President of the 
United States, a local boy 
named John Quincy Ad- 
ams, visited in August, 
1827, got caught in a thun- 
derstorm and took shelter 
in a shed where Willard’s 
stone-cutters were hack- 
ing away at monument 
granite. 

A group of visitors were 
riding up the Railway’s 
incline in an empty car on 
July 25, 1832, when the 
chain broke and catapulted 
them over a 40-foot cliff. 
One was killed in what 
may have been the first rail- 
road fatality in the United 
States. 

' The Granite Railway 
Co. survived until 1870, 
some 27 years after the

Quincy Granite Famed The World Over 


here was a time, more than 100 

years ago, when the old Quincy 
granite quarries - many of them 

filled today — swarmed with workmen 
hacking out stone that was sought as 


prime building material around the 


‘world. 


Like Topsy, the granite industry in 
Quincy “just growed.” 

The earliest settlers used the sur- 
face boulders found on the North 
and South Commons to build the 
foundations of their homes and the 
fences that separated them from their 
neighbors. 

At the industry’s height in the late 
1800s, there were more than 30 
operating quarries. 

The first known use of Quincy 
granite as a building material was 
the town’s second meeting house in 
1666, a scant 41 years after the first 
settlement at Mount Wollaston. 

The stone building served a dual 
purposes. Sometimes it was a church 
where the community worshipped; 
other times it served as a fort in case 
of an Indian attack. 

Quarrying in general was in its 
infancy, an inexact science in those 
days. 

The process of cutting a rock to 
size was simple — build a fire around 
it, then drop an iron ball or cold water 
on the rock, which would break at ap- 
proximately the desired spot. 

Later, the quarrymen used wooden 
wedges which expanded when wet 
to split the stone, then sledges and 
hammers introduced by German‘im- 
migrants, finally iron wedges. 

These were the methods used to 
obtain granite to build King’s Chapel 
in Boston aia the State Prison 


in Charlestown (1815), the Dedham 
jail (1817) and St. Paul’s Church in 
Boston (1820). 

That was the situation when Solo- 
mon Willard decided to commemo- 
rate the Battle of Bunker Hill (actually 
Breed’s Hill) by building a monument 
out of Quincy granite. 

The problem was that no one had 
ever built with such large pieces of 
stone before and no one knew how 
to quarry it or work it or transport it 
to the building location. 

Willard, who quit his job as an ar- 
chitect and moved to Quincy to direct 
quarrying operations for the Bunker 
Hill Monument, had to devise new 
methods for obtaining and working 
the stone. 

The new method of transportation, 
devised by Gridley Bryant, involved 
the construction of the first com- 
mercial railroad in the United States 
to carry stone from the quarry to the 
Neponset River. 

Willard’s inventions and new meth- 
ods inaugurated what is known as “the 
Stone Age” of American architecture 
and the Quincy granite industry flour- 
ished along with it. 

Quincy granite, known for its 
durability and its ability to take a 
high polish, was shipped all over the 
world under the trade names “Quincy 
Light.” “Quincy Dark,” and “Quincy 
Extra Dark.” 

The demise of the granite indus- 
try started after World War I when 
lighter and more malleable building 
materials were developed with which 
to construct stronger and less costly 
buildings. 

The last operating quarry, Swin- 
gle’s, went out of business in 1963.

Quincy Quarry And 
Granite Workers Museum 

For years it has been talked about hav- 
ing a museum to preserve the rich gran- 
ite history of Quiricy and the surrounding 
towns, which also had quarry operations. 
There have been several attempts, but 
all have faded in the past. There was a 
glimmer of hope to establish a museum 
when the capping operation of Quincy's 
land fill and the construction of Granite 
Links Golf-Course moved forward. A 
portion of the tipping fees for allowing 
Mass Highway to bring in fill from the 
Big Dig Tunnel Project was to be set 
aside to construct a museum. Unfortu- 
nately these funds evaporated into the 
construction of Ricciuti Drive and the 
golf course project. 

In 2009, the Quincy Quarry and 
Granite Workers Museum was formed 
and incorporated in Massachusetts and 
received its 501c(3) designation from the 
Internal Revenue Service as a non-prof- 
it organization and has received all the 
state required certificates for a non-profit. 
What started as a small group of Quincy 
residents has grown to a membership of 
over 175 — all dedicated to saving the his- 
tory of the granite industry. Membership 
ranges from Maine to Florida and west 
to Ohio, with most having a connection 
through generations of family members 
who had some part in the granite indus- 


The Museum has received many family 
artifacts connected to the granite indus- 
try including tools, equipment, photos, 
drawings, maps, books, granite salesman 
samples, and extensive written informa- 
tion and family photos of individuals who 
worked in the industry. 

At the turn of the century a large por- 
tion of the inhabitants of Quincy worked 
in the granite industry or worked sup- 


, porting the industry in transportation, in 


tool making and in the manufacturing of 
machinery for the industry. The granite 
industry played a large role in the growth

grants who worked in the granite indus- 
try were the Irish followed by the Finnish 
and Swedish and then the Scottish and 
finally the Italians. The ethnic history, 
cultures and customs that were brought 
to Quincy will be an important part of 
the Museum. 

Many descendants of these granite 
workers have donated family photos 
related to the granite industry. These 
photos are not found in any collection 
of historical photos of Quincy. Two 
examples are shown here. The first is 


an original photo of the Clark & Pearce 
Granite Company stone shed, owned by 
George Clark, far left. The photo was 
donated by George Clark’s granddaugh- 
ter, Marion Colclough of Quincy. The 
second photo is another original photo 
of the Sampo Granite Company stone 
shed that was owned by Andrew Nisula.

effort and since failure was 

anathema in a growing Amer- 
ica, perhaps that is why the site 
and even the memory of the first 
commercial iron blast furnace in 
the United States was lost for so 
long. 

It flourished, if that is the 
word, from 1644 to 1653 on 
the banks of the Mount Wol- 
laston River in a section of Old 
Braintree called “the Woods.” It 
left its name on the river, now 
Furnace Brook in West Quincy. 

Iron was an important com- 
modity in Colonial Massachu- 
setts, particularly for nails and 
pots and pans. Unfortunately, 
iron utensils had to be imported 
from England, a costly process 
for the penny-wise colonists. 

With this in mind, John Win- 

throp Jr., son of the governor of 
the Massachusetts Bay colony 
(Did someone cry “Nepotism?”), 
went to London and formed the 
“Company of Undertakers for 
the Ironworkers in New Eng- 
land.” He, of course, was the 
local agent. 
_ The Company gave Win- 
throp a 1,000 pounds in capital 
and a work crew of indentured 
servants, many of who ran away 
when they heard they were go- 
ing to the wilds of America. 

Jail was better than that! 

When, after a search from 
Maine to Plymouth, he decided 
to locate in Quincy, Winthrop 
was also granted 3,000 acres of 
land, with subsidiary land rights 
elsewhere in the colony, and a 
21-year monopoly. 

The operation was deemed 
of such importance that the 
ironworkers were given exemp- 
tion from militia duty, this at a 
time when war was imminent 


I: feiled after nine years of 


with the Narragansett Indians 
and with Ninigret, sachem of 
the Niantics. 

The first iron was turned out 
in 1644, but young Winthrop 
was fired the next year, to be 
succeeded by Richard Leader. 
It is interesting to note that one 
of America’s earliest industrial 
magnates toiled for a salary of 
100 pounds a year. 

The ore from which iron was 
blasted on the banks of Furnace 
Brook came from the swamps 
and bogs. It was not a high qual- 
ity product. Water power from 
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MARKER COMMEMORATES the John si Giteitioons, Jr. Blast Furnace as the first commercial 
blast iron furnace in the United States. The remains of the blast furnace - located near 
Hall Cemetery at 61 Crescent Street in West Quincy - has been designated an Historical 
Landmark by the American Society for Metals and is listed on the National Register of 
Historic Places. The blast furnace produced iron from bog ore dug from the bottom of 
brooks and swamps. Photo below shows the historic site from Crescent Street.

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a dam thrown across the Brook 
was inadequate. Quincy Iron 
proved to be more expensive 
than the imported kind. 

The Company of Undertak- 
ers appealed for fresh money in 
1646 and apparently there were 
enough investors ready to send 
good money after bad because 
the furnace was still in operation 
in 1650 when the Scotch Pris- 
oners arrived. 

The Scots were rugged High- 
landers, soldiers in the army of 
the future King Charles II who 
were captured by Oliver Crom-

well at the Battle of Dunbar. 
They suffered the fate common 
to most 17" Century prisoners 
of war. 

Cromwell shipped 272 of 
them to New England; cheap 
labor in an effort to make the 
Quincy iron works a paying 
proposition. It didn’t work. The 
Company of Undertakers went 


ae * i 
bankrupt in 1653 and “the 
Woods” went back to the bear 
and the deer. 

Meanwhile, with the same 
Richard Leader as agent, con- 
struction began on a second 
iron works on the North Shore 
in Saugus in 1646. When it was 
completed in 1650 it was recog- 
nized as the first integrated iron 
industry in America.

is John Adams’ favorite armchair 

in which he was stricken with his final 

illness and offered his last testament as a 
Founding Father. 

On June 30, 1826, four days before 
the nation was to celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the Rev. George Whitney and 
his Quincy Committee of Arrangements 
called on Adams. 

The 90-year-old former president, who 
played such a vital role in the composition 
and passage of the Declaration, was asked 
to join the committee at dinner. Regret- 
fully, the ailing old patriot declined. 

Then he was asked to propose a toast 
for the dinner. 

“T will give you: ‘Independence For- 
ever!’” he said. 

Would he like to add to that? 

“Not a syllable,” said the old man. 

Four days later, at 6:20 in the after- 
noon, as cannons roared and bells rang 
out to celebrate a half century of indepen- 
dence, John Adams was dead. 

On the morning of July 4, a letter went

off to John Quincy Adams in Washington 
that his father was at death’s door but, due 
to the slow communications of the day, he 
did not get the message for several days. 
The Sixth President of the United 
States was en route home to Quincy July 9 
when he got word of his father’s death.

The. narrow wooden bridge that 
spanned the Fore River at its mouth 
proved to be an early impediment to build- 
ing large ships at Thomas A. Watson’s 
Quincy yard. 


So Watson not only lobbied for a new 
bridge but won the contract to build it in 
1902 in time for the cruiser Des Moines 
to get out for her sea trials. 


Quincy ‘Capital’ Of The United States 


For eight months during the presidency 
of John Adams, Quincy could have been 
called the capital of the United States. 

Adams spent that time running the 


country from his desk in the Old House, 
the Adams Mansion, while a yellow fever 
epidemic raged in Philadelphia, then the 
official capital.

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Amelia Earhart, Harriet Quimby Aviation Pioneers 
First Competitive Aeromeet Here In 1910 : 


By SHARRON BEALS 


Quincy plunged into the new and chal- 
lenging world of aviation less than seven 
years after the Wright brothers proved, 
on a windy Carolina beach, that heavier- 
than-air craft could fly. 

The site was a 500-acre tract of former 
farmland called “New Squantum,” leased 
by the Harvard-Boston Aero Association 
and opened Aug. 8, 1910, as the Harvard 
Aviation Field. 

Most of the great ones of the early 
days of flying showed up at Squantum at 
one time or another, including the Wright 
brothers themselves, Claude Graham- 
White, Richard E. Byrd and the First 
Ladies of the Air, Harriet Quimby and 
Amelia Earhart. 

Quimby was the first American woman 
to qualify for a pilot’s license in 1911 and 
the second in the world (Helene Dutrieu of 
France was the first) and the first woman 
to fly across the English Channel. 

Earhart, who once had a financial inter- 
est in a private airport at Squantum, was 
the first woman to solo across the Atlantic 
and was trying to be the first around the 
world when she vanished over the Pacific 
in 1937. 

The first competitive air show in the 
United States was organized by the Har- 
vard Aero Society Sept. 3-10, 1910, and 
it drew 22 flyers and 17 aircraft as com- 
petitors and President William Howard 
Taft as one of 20,000 spectators. 

Star of the meet was the Brit, Graham- 
White, who brought two airplanes, a 
Bleriot monoplane and a Farman biplane, 
and won $10,000 offered by the Boston 
Globe for a hazardous double round trip 
to Boston Light. He also sweetened the 
pot by taking passengers on short flights 
for $500’each. 

The 1913 Harvard Meet was to have 
featured a competition between Quimby 
and Blanche Scott, the first American 
woman to fly a plane, for the honor of 
flying the first air mail flight to New York. 
Instead, it ended tragically. 

Quimby, showing off her new two-seat 
Bleriot monoplane, took Meet Director 
William A.F. Willard for a flight around 
Boston Light. Returning, the plane sud- 
denly nosed over and Quimby and Wil- 
lard fell out, dropping to their deaths in 
Dorchester Bay 1,000 feet below. 

Only then was it revealed that Quimby 
had already been chosen to fly the mail to 
New York for the first time. 

The Navy took over the field in Squan- 
tum in 1917 and established the US Naval 
Training School, with Lt. (jg) Earl Spencer 
in command, to train young men in the 
fast-developing art of flying airplanes. 

Spencer and his wife, the former 
Wallis Warfield, the Belle of Baltimore, 
lived on Davis Street in Wollaston, where 
neighbors thought she was a bit stuck up 
and snobbish and nicknamed her “the 
Duchess.” 

Twenty years later, twice divorced, she 
gained a real title, the Duchess of Windsor, 
when she married the former King Edward 
VIII of England, who gave up his throne 
“for the woman I love.” 

Squantum’s first reign as a training field 
didn’t last long once the Navy discovered 
that the best use of the land was as a 
shipyard for the building of destroyers to 
break the German U-Boat blockade of the 
Atlantic.during World War I. 

It wasn’t until 1923 that the Squantum 


Naval Reserve Station was established, 
commanded by Lt. Richard E. Byrd, with 
one old weather-beaten hangar and one 
ancient seaplane, held together, they said 
“by wire, curses and prayers.” 

Thus, Naval Reserve Aviation was 


“born. 


Later, Admiral Byrd, the young lieu- 
tenant, became renowned for his flights 
over the North and South Poles and the 
establishment of the Little America re- 
search station on the Antarctic continent. 

Of the many officers who served at 
Squantum, none stand out more than 
Commander John J. Shea, executive of- 
ficer from 1931 to 1940, when he went 
to war as air operations officer aboard the 
aircraft carrier Wasp. 

Wasp was sunk Sept. 15, 1942, and 
Jack Shea was last seen “fighting the fire 
on the flight deck displaying great courage 
and devotion to duty, and disregarding 
the danger of exploding ammunition and 
debris filling the air and rapidly spreading 
the fire.” 

His last letter to his 5-year-old son, 
Jack Jr., written just before he was lost, 
became a classic in wartime literature, 
read in part: 

“When you are a little bigger you will 
know why your daddy is not home so much 
anymore. You know we have a big country 
and we have ideals as to how people should 
live and enjoy the riches of it and how each 
is born with equal rights to life, freedom and 
the pursuit of happiness. 

“Unfortunately, there are some coun- 
tries in this world where they do not have 
these ideals, where a boy cannot grow up 
to be what he wants to be with no limit on 
his opportunities to be a great man such 
as a great priest, statesman, doctor, soldier, 
business man, etc. 

“Because there are people in countries 
who want to change our nation, its ideals, 
its form of government and way of life we 
must leave our homes and families to fight. 
Fighting for the defense of our country, 
ideals, homes and honor is an honor and 
a duty which your daddy has to do before 
he can come home and settle down with 
you and mother. 

“When it is done he is coming home to 
be with you always and forever. So wait 
just a little while longer. I’m afraid it will 
be more than the two weeks you told me 
on the phone. 

. Last of all don’t ever forget your 
daddy. Pray for him to come back and if it 
is God’s will that he does not, be the kind 
of a boy and man your daddy wants you 
to be.” 

Shea received the Navy Cross for. his 
action aboard the dying Wasp. The field 
at Squantum NAS was named Shea Field. 
And his name is memorialized in the 
Quincy street called Commander Shea 
Boulevard. 

Even while the Navy was training its 
reserve flyers, it leased a portion of its 
property to Quincy architect Harold T. 
Dennison to open a commercial airport 
in 1927 with Amelia Earhart as one of his 
five backers. 

Earhart was one of the passengers 
on the first official flight out of Dennison 
Airport and, as a resident of Medford and 
a social worker in Boston, she visited the 
field in Squantum frequently to horie her

own flying skills for aviation feats yet to 
come. 

Instructors at Dennison taught flying 
during the week and took passengers joy 
riding on Sundays. It wasn’t unusual for 
1,000 persons to show up for a short hop 
at 50 cents and a longer one at $2.50 to 
$5 on a good weekend. But even that 
wasn’t enough. 

Dennison, as president of the Den- 
nison Airport Kennel Club Inc., tried to 
open a dog track on the site in 1935 but 
it was turned down. Said City Councillor 
John R. Shaughnessy: “There is nothing 
lower than a dog track. Three of the six 
operated in Illinois were controlled by Al 
Capone.” 

The coming of World War II meant a 
revival of training at the Squantum Naval 
Air Station and the demise of commercial 
aviation at Dennison Airport as the Navy 
cancelled its lease and added a concrete 
surface to the runways and extended them 
until they were a half a mile long. 

After the war, on July 1, 1946, the 
Squantum Naval Air Station became a 
Naval Reserve Training Base where, for

the next seven years, thousands of offi- 
cers and enlisted men and women — the 
Weekend Warriors — came each weekend 
for training. 

Squantum’s glorious aviation history 
came to an end in 1953 due to the rapid 
expansion of Logan Airport which placed 
Quincy in the path of jetliners approaching 
the East Boston field for a landing. Clearly, 
one of them had to go and, just as clearly, 
it was Squantum. 

The national ensign was hauled down 
for the last time on the morning of Dec. 
23, 1953, and the training of Weekend 
Warriors moved to the South Weymouth 
Naval Air Facility, home base of anti- 
submarine blimp patrols since 1942. 

Reserve Capt. Harry Sartoris, the last 
commander of the NAS Squantum, flew 
the last plane out of the old base and land- 


~ ed the first plane at the new NAS South 


Weymouth, where he was to become the 
first commander. 

The NAS South Weymouth was an op- 
erational U.S. Navy airfield for 55 years. 
It closed in 1997.

In the 1970s, the yard pro- 
duced 939-foot super tank- 
ers built by General Dynamics 
Quincy Division for Burmah 
Tankers Ltd of England, capable 
of transporting 125,000 cubic 
meters of liquefied natural gas 
across the Atlantic Ocean. In 
the intervening 90-odd years, 
more than 1,000 ships, includ- 
ing one of the mightiest battle- 
wagons of them all, USS Massa- 
chusetts, were built at what was

known locally as the Fore River © 


Shipyard. 

Quincy, with its more than 27 
miles of waterfront and deepwa- 
ter channels, had been in the 
forefront of American shipbuild- 
ing since 1696 when the ketch 
“Unity” was built at Ship Cove, 
the site of the present shipyard. 

The 116-foot “Massachu- 
setts,” in its time the largest 
merchant vessel built in North 
America, was launched for the 
China trade in 1789 at the ship- 
yard of Daniel Briggs in Philip’s 
Head at Germantown. 

Unfortunately, she started a 
life as a jinx ship when a sooth- 
sayer, Moll Pitcher of Lynn, 
forecast that the ship and all her 
crew would be lost. It took three 
tries to fill her complement for 
her maiden voyage. 

Massachusetts reached Can- 
ton without mishap, Moll Pitch- 
er notwithstanding, and was sold 
for $65,000 to the Danish East 
India Co. 

Deacon George Thomas 
turned out 32 clipper ships over 
23 years from this shipyard at 
Quincy Point, the last of them 
the graceful 2,200-ton “Red 
Cloud,” launched in 1877 when 
Thomas was 82 years old. 

It was in the early 1880's that 
Thomas A. Watson, relaxing 
from his labors with Alexander 
Graham Bell on the telephone, 
began making marine engines in 

alittle machine shop on the Fore 
River in Braintree in partnership 


with Frank O. Wellington. 

It was struggling along as the 
Fore River Engine Co. until the 
USS Maine blew up in Havana 
Harbor and the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War of 1898 placed a pre- 
mium on naval vessels. 

Fore River Engine Co. landed 
contracts to build the torpedo 
boat destroyers “Lawrence” 
and “MacDonough” and, late 
in 1899, the 3,100-ton cruiser 
“Des Moines.” 

In’ order to launch “Des 
Moines,” the Fore River Engine 
Co. moved two miles north on 
the river to Quincy Neck where 
the stream was wider and deep- 
er. That’s where the shipyard re- 
mained until it closed in 1986. 

It became the Fore River 
Ship and Engine Co. in 1901, 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Co. 
in 1904, and a subsidiary of the 
Bethlehem Steel Co. in 1913. 

Bethlehem’s first great ves- 
sel was the battleship “Nevada,” 
launched in 1914, which sur- 
vived badly damaged both the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Har- 
bor and the atomic bomb tests 
at Bikini in 1946. She had to be 
sunk by naval gunfire. 

At the Fore River Plant of 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding 
Corp. during World War I, the 
Yard and its affiliate, the Vic- 
tory Plant in Squantum, turned 
out more destroyers than all the 
other shipyards in the country 
combined. 

But it was in World War II that 
the Fore River Shipyard won its 
international spurs. 

On a visit to Quincy in the 
summer of 1941 as war clouds 
gathered on the Atlantic and 
Pacific horizons, Admiral Ernest 
J. King exhorted workers at the 
Yard: “You build ’em and we'll 
fight ’em!” 

And build ‘em they did! 

Between Pearl Harbor and 
V-J Day (Aug. 14, 1945), the 
Fore River Shipyard launched 
92 ships. Three of them, includ- 
ing the light cruiser “Pasadena,” 


* were delivered in one day (June 


8, 1944). HMS Reynolds was 
built in a record 24 1% days. 

At its peak of wartime em- 
ployment on Jan. 15, 1943, the

shipyard employed 32,000 men 
and women irf Quincy and its 
auxiliary yard in Hingham. The 
U.S. Navy gave it five consecu- 
tive “E” (for excellence) awards. 

Among the ships launched at 
Fore River: 

The battleship Massachusetts, 
35,000 tons, launched Sept. 23, 
1941, a full 15 months ahead 
of schedule; sank the French gi- 
ant Jean Bart at Casablanca in 
her first action; logged 225,000 
wartime miles and 35 engage- 
ments without losing a man. 

The aircraft carriers Lex- 
ington II, Wasp Il, built in 20 
months from’ keel to launch; 
Bunker Hill, John Hancock, 
built and delivered in a record 
14 % months; and Philippine 
Sea, which went to Antarctica 
with Admiral Richard E. Byrd in 
1947. 

The cruiser Quincy II launched 
June 26, 1943, which support- 
ed the invasions of Normandy 
on D-Day, 1944, and southern 
France, and transported Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt to 
the summit conference at Yalta 


in 1945. 

The Yard also claimed to have 
originated that most mysterious 
of World War Il graffiti, “Kilroy 
was here!” 

Seems there was a checker 
named Jim Kilroy, whose job it 
was to go around and count the 
number of holes filled by each 
riveter, who was paid by piece 
work. Each rivet Kilroy counted 
was checked off so that it would 
not be counted twice. 

Some wily riveters discovered 
that if they erased Kilroy’s check 
mark, the counter on the next 
shift would credit them again. 
So, instead of a mere check, he 
would scrawl on the ship “Kilroy 
was here!” 

The Yard was turning out 
ships so fast that there was no 
time to paint over the words and 
Kilroy’s name began popping 
up in the most unlikely places all 
over the world, to the delight of 
soldiers and sailors everywhere. 

After the war, the Fore River 
Shipyard turned out an amaz- 
ingly diverse number of ships. 

_ There were the twin pas- 


senger and cargo vessels, Con- 
stitution and Independence, for 
American Export Lines; the 
nuclear subs Sunfish and Whale; 
the Apollo tracking ships Van- 
guard, Redstone, and Mercury. 

There was the world’s first 
nuclear-powered surface ves- 
sel, the Long Beach; and the 
108,500-ton super tanker, SS 
Manhattan, the largest merchant 
ship built in the United States, 
capable of carrying 38 million 
gallons of oil at 18 knots. 

The Shipyard was purchased 
by General Dynamics in 1964 
and, after a brief slump in the 
shipbuilding market, began 
a comeback with the recent 
launching of the first LNGs de- 
signed to transport liquefied 
natural gas from Algeria to the 
States. 

General Dynamics ceased 
shipbuilding operations in the 
mid-1980s and closed the yard 
in 1986. Today, several non- 
shipbuilding businesses operate 
at the location which is still re- 
ferred to as the Fore River Ship- 
yard. 
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Quincy-Built Ships Played A Major Role In World War II 


USS Quincy Took FDR, Churchill To Yalta 


he President and 
the Prime Minister 
met on the ship's 


deck and went on from 
there to the conference 
that would decide the fu- 
ture of a world at war. 

The President was 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
the Prime Minister was 
Winston Churchill and the 
ship was the Quincy-built 
heavy cruiser USS Quincy, 
the second of that name 
to perform heroically in 
World War II. 

The first time was 69 
years ago — Feb. 2, 1945 
'— and the place was the 
island of Malta in the 
Mediterranean, where the 
President met the Prime 
Minister and together 
they flew on to the Yalta 
Conference in the Russian 
Crimea. 

After that brief respite 
for diplomacy at Yalta, 
it was back to war for 
Quincy, supporting car- 
rier strikes on Okinawa 
and the Japanese home 
islands, finally entering 
Tokyo Bay on Sept. 1 in 
time to be present when 
the Japanese surrendered 
aboard the battleship Mis- 
souri, ending World War II 
68 years ago. 

The second Quincy, 
launched June 23, 1943, 
with great fanfare, was 
one of scores of warships 
built by Bethlehem’s Fore 
River Shipyard, which em- 
ployed 32,000 men and 
women in its Quincy and 
Hingham locations at their 
peak Jan. 15, 1943. 

The first = Quincy, 
launched June 19, 1935, 
was on peacetime convoy 
duty between Capetown, 
South Africa, and the Ca- 
ribbean island of Trinidad, 
when the Japanese at- 
tacked Pearl Harbor and 
virtually destroyed Ameri- 
ca’s Pacific fleet. 

She was dispatched to 
the South Pacific in the 
summer of 1942 to shell 
Japanese installations 
on the Solomon Island 
of Guadalcanal and offer 
protection to the Marines 
who landed there in the 
first American offensive of 
World War II in August. 

She was on patrol in 
the channel off Guadalca- 
nal in the early morning 
hours of Aug. 9 when she 
was attacked by a large 
enemy force and sunk af- 
ter taking many direct hits 
in what became known as 
the Battle of Savo Island. 

The final message from 
the stricken ship was one 
of defiance: 

“We’re going down 
between them - give ‘em 
hell!” 

News of the sinking 
struck hard at the men 
‘and women of the Fore 


River Shipyard, who had 
just begun work on a 
heavy cruiser to be called 
St. Paul. They petitioned 
Washington to change the 
name to Quincy and it was 
done. 

The historic shipyard in 
Quincy Point was found- 
ed two miles up river in 
Braintree in 1884 as the 
Fore River Engine Com- 
pany by Thomas A. Wat- 
son, the same man who 

“heard Alexander Graham 
Bell's first words on the 
first telephone: “Watson, 
come here; | want you.” 

The company was 
formed to make marine 
engines but the demand 
for private yachts was so 
strong that Watson “was 
forced to move downriver 
in 1900 to Quincy where 
the river was wider, the 
channel deeper and more 
suited to launch ships. 

As early as 1898, the 
yard began building ships 
for the U.S. Navy, with 
keels laid for the destroy- 
ers Lawrence and Mac- 
Donough, a contract in 
hand for the cruiser Des 
Moines and two more 
pending for the battle- 
ships Rhode Island and 
New Jersey. 

Another one of those 
early ships was Nevada, 
delivered in 1916, which 
fought its way through 
two world wars, survived 
Pearl Harbor and the A- 
Bomb test at Bikini Atoll, 
and finally had to be sunk 
by a friendly torpedo. 

An adjunct facility, 
called the Victory Plant, 
had to be built to handle 
the U.S. Navy’s overflow 
during World War | and 
together the yards turned 
out 35 destroyers in 27 
months, more than all 
the othershipyards in the 
country combined, includ- 
ing USS Reid, built in a 
record 41 and a half days 
from keel-laying to deliv- 
ery. 

A Naval officer named 
Chester Nimitz was briefly 
a resident of Quincy in 
1913 while waiting for 
his submarine to be fitted 
at the yard. He remained 
long enough to marry a 
Wollaston girl - Catherine 
Vance Freeman — daugh- 
ter of a former city coun- 
cillor. 

When, shortly after 
Pearl Harbor, Nimitz was 
named commander of all 
American naval forces 
in the Pacific, Catherine 
congratulated him on tak- 
ing over the fleet. 

“But, my dear,” he re- 
plied. “The fleet’s at the 
bottom of the sea.” 

That was the Quin- 
cy shipyard’s cue once 
again to roll up its collec- 
tive sleeves and get busy. 
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in World War II, including shelling the Normandy coast during D-Day in 1944 and bombarding the 
Japanese homeland. In between, she took President Franklin D. Roosevelt to the Yalta Conference 
in 1945. The first USS Quincy was sunk in the Battle of Savo Island in 1942.

Starting on Dec. 7, 1941, 
for the next three years, 
its workers turned out 88 
ships, ranging from LSTs 
(landship ships tanks) to 
CVs (aircraft carriers), an 
average of one every 12 
and a half days. 

It was in a shipyard an- 
nex in Hingham, five miles 
away down the coast, that 
workers set the world re- 
cords by building the de- 
stroyer HMS Reynolds in 
24 and a half working days 
and delivering five ships to 
the Navy in 50 hours. 

The battleship USS 
Massachusetts, “Big Ma- 
mie,” delivered May 12, 
1942, took part in some 
35 engagements during 
the war, including the sink- 
ing of the mighty Vichy- 
French battleship Jean 
Bart at Casablanca before 
she could be turned over 
to the Germans. 

The aircraft carrier 
Wasp, launched from the 
Fore River ways April 
4, 1939, was escorting 
transports of Marine re- 
inforcements to Guadal- 
canal on Sept. 16, 1942, 
when two torpedoes from 
the Japanese submarine 
I-19 struck her in the vi- 
cinity of her gas tanks and 
magazines. 

Another carrier, already 
abuilding at the Quincy 
yard and designated USS 
Oriskany, was renamed 
Wasp and sent off to war 
Nov. 24, 1943, taking 
part in the Battle of Leyte 
Gulf and the assaults on 
the Marianas, Iwo Jima, 
Okinawa and the Japa- 
nese home islands. 

The carrier Lexington, 
laid down as a battle cruis- 
er but completed as the 
U.S. Naw ’s second air- 
craft carrier in 1925, was 
at sea when the Japanese 
attacked Pearl Harbor but,

she fell to an enemy tor-

pedo in the Battle of the 
Coral Sea. 

As with Wasp, a car- 
rier already on the ways 
in Quincy and ready to 
be dubbed USS Cabot, 
was renamed Lexington 
and commissioned Feb. 
17, 1943, in time to fight 
through the central Pacific 
and launch its planes into 
the action that became 
known as “The Great 
Marianas Turkey Shoot.” 

From the heights in 
World War Il, the once 
busy Fore River Shipyard 
fell on post-war hard times, 
building mostly tankers 
and freighters with an oc- 
casional Navy contract for 
a submarine, destroyer or 
frigate. But every now and 
then it was called on to 
construct something new 
and interesting. 

Like the world’s heavi- 
est ship — the 106,500- 
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ton tanker Manhattan 
— launched in 1962, the 
fastest and most power- 
ful supertanker, which was 
later converted into the 
world’s largest ice-breaker 
for a trip through the Ca- 
nadian Arctic with one 
barrel of oil to prove that 
oil from Alaska’s North 
Slope could be transport- 
ed by sea. 

Or the fleet oilers Red- 
stone, Vanguard and Mer- 
cury, converted into instru- 
mentation ships in 1966 
to track missiles on the fir- 
ing range, but also used to 
follow the progress of the 
Apollo spacecraft as they 
circled the earth in orbit 
and raced to the moon. 

Or the world’s first 
nuclear-powered surface 
combat ship, the cruiser 
Long Beach, launched 
in 1961, and the world’s 
second, the frigate Bain-

bridge, in 1962. They 
were among the last ships 
built by Bethlehem at the 
shipyard before it was sold 
to General Dynamics. 

The most notable ship 
construction contracts 
undertaken during the 13 
years General Dynam- 
ics operated the shipyard 
were the ten 436-foot liq- 
uefied natural gas (LNG) 
tankers with their great 
bulbous tanks that were 
built elsewhere and hoisted 
aboard the ship by the Go- 
liath Crane that became a 
landmark at the yard, but 
was dismantled in 2008. 

For the record, the last 
ship built by General Dy- 
namics at the 86-year-old 
Quincy shipyard was the 
maritime —prepositioning 
ship Sgt. William R. But- 
ton. That was in 1986. 
Then General Dynamics 
shut the door.

World War II Famed Figure 


“Kilroy was here!” 

It seemed like the words were 
everywhere 68 years ago. 

They greeted the first Ameri- 
can Gls to arrive at the Imperial 
Palace in war-torn Tokyo in the 
late summer of 1945 and they 
mystified Stalin in the men’s 
room at Yalta. 

“Kilroy was here!” 

He really wasn’t but in a way 
he was. 

It all began in 1942 in Bethle- 
hem Steel’s Fore River Shipyard 
in Quincy where James J. Kilroy 
was employed as a checker whose 
job it was to count the number of 


holes filled by a riveter. 

Kilroy’s job was important to 
the riveters since they were paid 
by the number of rivets they 
drove. Kilroy would go around 
and count them and check each 
with a chalk mark. 

Some riveters would wait 
until the checker had gone and 
then erase the last chalk mark. 
Another checker would count 
the rivet a second time and the 
riveter would get paid twice for 
the same work. 

One day, Kilroy overheard his 
boss ask a riveter if Kilroy had 
checked a certain rivet. No, said 


the riveter. That made Kilroy mad 
because he knew he had checked 
that particular rivet. 

He grabbed a piece of chalk, 
went over to where the two 
men were standing and scribbled 
“Kilroy was here!” in large, bold 
letters right next to the check 
mark. It soon became his stan- 
dard practice. 

Ordinarily, the chalk mark 
would be covered up by paint. 
But this was wartime and some 
ships left the Yard too fast to be 
fully painted. 

The enigmatic “Kilroy was 
here!” began appearing all over

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the world, joined by a drawing of 
a long-nosed character peering 
over a wall. 

The mysterious message fas- 
cinated Gls. Soon they began 
writing it themselves on walls in 
the most unlikely places, like the 
Imperial Palace in Tokyo and the 
men’s room at Yalta. 

“Who is Kilroy?” asked Sta- 
lin as he came out wiping his 
hands. 

Eventually, as “Remember 
Pearl Harbor” stood for Ameri- 
ca’s fighting men in World War 
II and the men and women who 
built the war machines for them, 
so did “Kilroy was here!” come 
to stand for them, too. 

Some believe Kilroy never 
got the credit that he deserved.

Quincy Won Bet 


Shipyards in Quincy and San 
Francisco made a $10,000 bet 
in 1918 on which could build the 
most destroyers in that year. 

Quincy not only won, building 
18 destroyers to San Fran’s six, 
but added 10 submarines and six 
merchant vessels as well. 
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t was only a tiny spot of land 

no bigger than a_ football 
field on the Quincy shore but 
it gave its name to the state of 
Massachusetts. 

As the historian Daniel Neal 
recalled it in his History of New 
England, published a hundred 
years after the Pilgrims landed 
in1721... 

“The Sachem or Sagamore 
who governed the Indians in 
this part of the country when 
the English first came hither, 
had his seat on a small hill, or 
hummock, containing perhaps 
an acre and a half, about two 
leagues to the southward of 
Boston, which hill or hummock 
lies in the shape of an Indians’ 
arrow-head, which arrow-heads 
are called in their language Mos, 
or Mons, with the O nasal, and 
hill in their language is Wetuset; 
hence, this great Sachem’s seat 
was Called Moswetuset, which 
signifies a hill in the shape of 
an arrow-head, and his subjects, 
the Moswetuset Indians, from 
whence with small variation of 
the word, the Province received 
the name Massachusetts.” 

The little wooded hillock near 
the junction of East Squantum 
Street and Quincy Shore Drive 
was once the seat of the sachem 
Chickataubut, who comes down 


through the pages of Quincy 
history as a rather pathetic 
figure. 

He was the chief of the 
Moswetuset Indians, once a 
great tribe that occupied the 
coast north of Plymouth. 

A few years before, under the 
great sachem Nanepashemet, 
the Moswetuset had been able 
to field some 3,000 warriors for 
a war with a neighboring tribe. 
Nanepashemet was killed. 

Then came the plague. 

In two years, the mighty 
Moswetuset were all but wiped 
out. No more than 60 of them 
were left to till their fields on the 
banks of the Neponset River. 
Sachem Chickatawbut fled his 
home on a hill in Wollaston 
and took refuge on Moswetuset 
Hummock. 

That was the situation in 1621 
when Capt. Myles Standish 
landed from a shallop with an 
exploring party of Pilgrims 
from Plymouth that included 
the Indian guide Squanto (or 
Tsquantum) whose name was 
given to the peninsula that stuck 
out in the bay. They called it 
Squantum. 

The tragic Chickatawbut died 
not long after the Pilgrims’ visit 
and he was succeeded as sachem 
by his son, Josiah Wampatuck, 
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Moswetuset Hummock: ‘Birthplace Of Massachusetts:

throne for her love. 

The match touched off a crisis 
in English royalty. Some thought 
the king should be allowed to 
marry her and keep his title 
as long as she did not become 
queen. But stronger opposition 
prevailed and he stepped down. 

They were married on June

While living in Quincy, Mr. 
and Mrs. Spencer resided in a 
second floor apartment on Davis 
Street in Wollaston. 

Legend has it that her 
neighbors in 1917 thought she 
was somewhat stuck up and 
snobbish. 

In fact, they nicknamed her 
“the Duchess.” 
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THE FIRST Howard Johnson’s location was in the Walker-Barlow drugstore at 
89 Beale Street in Wollaston. Johnson, who had been working in the drugstore, 
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began selling a rich, creamy ice cream there in 1925. 
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THE WOLLASTON BEACH ice cream stand was opened in the summer of 1926 
and served ice cream, fried clams, grilled frankforts and cool drinks to the many 
beachgoers during the summer months.

Howard Johnson’s Empire Began In Quincy 
‘Father Of The Franchise Industry’ Opened First Restaurant In Quincy Square

Howard Johnson created an orange 
roofed empire of ice cream stands and 
restaurants that following World War II 
would stretch from Maine to Florida and 
from the East Coast to the West Coast. 
Popularly known as the “father of the 
franchise industry” he would revolution- 
ize the restaurant industry in the United 
States and thereby ensure the delicious 
foods and quality prices that brought ap- 

preciative customers back for more. 
Howard Deering Johnson (1897- 
1972) lived as a young man on Belmont 
Street in Wollaston, a neighborhood of 
Quincy, Massachusetts and was the son 
of John Hayes and Olive Belle Wright 
Johnson. John Johnson owned a small 
cigar store and manufacturing company 
in downtown Boston, and Howard John- 
son would leave the Wollaston Elemen- 
tary School in the eighth grade to work 
with his father. He would enter World War 
I, serving in the American Expeditionary 
Force in France, popularly known as the 
Yankee Infantry, and return following 
Armistice Day to resume work with his 
father as a cigar salesman. His father’s 
untimely and unexpected death in 1921 
left his cigar business heavily in debt to 
the sum of $30,000, which Howard 
Johnson assumed without question. With 
a $500 loan from his widowed mother 
and another loan of $2,000 from Dr. 
George Dalton, a well-known internist 
and a close family friend, Howard John- 
son would purchase from Dick Simmons 
in 1925 the Walker-Barlow drugstore at 
89 Beale Street in Wollaston, where he 
had been working. The store had a mar- 
ble soda fountain and sold newspapers 
and magazines, cigars and three standard 
flavors of ice cream: vanilla, chocolate 
and strawberry. In the mid 1920s John- 
son began producing a rich, creamy ice 
cream that had double butterfat and was 
flavored with all natural ingredients with 
the important fact that the quality and 
taste of the ice cream never varied. This 
ice cream brought a steady stream of loy- 
al customers to the store, which was later 
augmented by grilled frankforts and fried 
clams. His ice cream stand on Wollaston 
Beach in Quincy, a small stand attached 
to a house which he leased for $300.00 
for the summer, proved so successful that 
the next summer he was able to open an 
ice cream stand at Nantasket Beach in 
Hull, Massachusetts and at Revere Beach 
in Revere, Massachusetts. It was said that 
Howard Johnson “sold $60,000 worth 
of ice-cream cones that [first] summer 
~ 14,000 cones on one Sunday — and 
there’s good reason to suppose that 
when the summer visitors went home 
they kept up the argument about the fla- 
vors, and thus word-of-mouth publicity

spread compliments on his business. 

In 1929 he was to open his first res- 
taurant in Quincy Square’s Granite Trust 
Building, the only high rise building in the 
city at that time, and strategically locat- 
ed at the busy intersection which faced 
Quincy City Hall and the famous Church 
of the Presidents. Here, he opened an el- 
egantly appointed restaurant that served

traditional New England fare throughout 
the day, with daily specials that attracted 
business people at lunchtime, diners in 
the evening as well as families. Howard 
Johnson’s restaurant was. strategically 
placed and well located at the junction of 
Chestnut, Granite and Hancock Streets 
in the thriving shopping and business dis- 
trict of Quincy Square. In 1929 Eugene 
O’Neill’s infamous play “Strange Inter-

lude” had been banned in the city of Bos-

a scheduled dinner break that allowed the 
hungry theatre-goers to flock across the 
street to Howard Johnson’s new restau- 
rant where dinners were served at a dollar 
a plate. The restaurant was immediately 
a great success with thousands of people 
from Boston coming to see the play that 
season but the impact of the Great De- 
pression in the fall of 1929 caused severe 
problems with both patronage and the 
credit line his business depended upon, 
which was severely restricted by his bank. 
The concept of franchising his name was 
a fairly new business idea but Johnson 
reasoned that if he let a franchisee use 
the now recognizable Howard Johnson 
name, and they purchased all food and 
supplies from him provided from a cen- 
tral supply commissary, he could charge 
a fee in exchange of the use of his brand 
or the logo, “Simple Simon and the Pie 
Man.” The franchise concept was imme- 
diately successful and Johnson has been 
justifiably thought of as the “Father of 
the modern restaurant franchise” in the 
United States. 

Howard Johnson restaurants, in at- 
tractive Colonial Revival buildings sport- 
ing colorful and eye-catching orange 
porcelain tile roofs, projecting dormers, 
illuminated cupolas and turquoise blue 
shutters, which were said in Readers Di- 
gest in 1949 to be the epitome of “eating 
places that look like New England town 
meeting houses dressed up for Sunday,” 
began to be franchised throughout the 
New England area. The aspect of fran- 
chising was a sort of licensing in which 
the franchiser agrees to provide to the 
franchisee with the use of the name, 
logo, standardization of the operation 
and products for a sum of money or a 
percentage of the net profits. Not only 
did he franchise restaurants, but also ice 
cream stands that were opened through- 
out the metropolitan Boston area. By the 
late 1930s, Howard Johnson recognized 
the ascendency of the automobile and 
the ability of the public to travel longer 
distances for both pleasure as well as 
business and these newly franchised res- 
taurants and ice cream stands began to 
be opened on major roads — preferably at 
major intersections — and interstate high- 
ways where the travelling public would 
be assured of consistently high quality 
foods that was the same served locally 
or in Maine or Florida. These franchised 
restaurants sprang up as if by magic 
along the eastern seaboard serving the 
same delicious Ipswich fried clams, butter 
grilled frankforts, grilled chops and steaks 
and the now standardized 28 flavors of 
his famous ice cream. In 1949. Reader’s 
Digest published an article that was enti- 
tled “Who is Howard Johnson?” So well 
known had his name actually become 
through his successful franchise concept, 
yet there were people who really knew 
nothing of his accomplishments. The 
public had come to expect quality ser- 
vice, affordable prices and family friendly 
service and the rapidly multiplying restau- 
rants became known as the “Landmark 
for Hungry Americans.” 

Opened in the summer of 1935, the 
restaurant in Orleans on Cape Cod was 
the first of the franchises and was opened 
by Reginald Heber Sprague, a lifelong 
friend, former school chum and confi- 
dante of Howard Deering Johnson. This 
franchise was strategically located at the 
prominent intersection of Route 6A and 
Route 28 on a portion of the Sprague 
Estate and was seen by the travelling pub- 
lic using either road as they passed; the 
opening of this franchise was almost’ im- 
mediately followed in the next few weeks 
by the restaurant opened in Dorchester. 
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JOHN ALCOTT, the graphic designer who created the logo Simple Simon and the 
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Pie Man, created wonderful advertisements that appeared in nationwide maga- 
zines. Here, three children decide which ice cream to try as the young server with 


his scoop at the ready awaits their order. 


Located on the Old Colony Parkway 
(now known as the William T. Morrissey 
Boulevard) at the foot of Pope’s Hill near 
Neponset Circle, those travelling south 
from Boston in the two decades before 
the Southeast Expressway was built in 
the mid 1950s passed the orange por- 
celain tile roofed restaurant, and with 
ample parking spaces and a solid tradi- 
tion of quality foods and ice cream and 
family friendly service, was a major at- 
traction for the travelling public. These 
restaurants were said to have “roomy 
table stalls of natural wood matching 
knotty-pine walls, [where] the travelers 
eat inexpensive Yankee-style meals and 
one or more of 28 flavors of ice cream.” 
By the end of 1935, Johnson had fran- 
chised twenty five roadside restaurants 
and ice cream stands throughout eastern 
Massachusetts, and by 1940 he opened 
the first toll road restaurant on the Penn- 
sylvania Turnpike and was to see further 
expansion so that he had the majority of 
turnpike restaurants in the country, all 
of which catered to America’s increased 
highway travelers who sought good food 
at all hours of the day, clean facilities and 
a reliable standard of quality. Howard 
Johnson was quoted as saying as he re- 
viewed potential franchisee applications 
that “This is what I like to do best—help 
a good man to make a go of it himself.” 

Howard Johnson’s business had ex- 
panded tremendously over the decade 
since he opened his first restaurant in 
Quincy Square in 1929, as it was report- 
ed that “Thirty-nine new agents opened 
stores in 1936 alone. In addition Howard 
Johnson owned 13 roadside and beach 
stands himself. In all, 61 establishments 
bore his name.” However, World War II 
was to be a severe trial to his business. 
With the implementation by the federal 
government of gas rationing, the driving 
public was forced to curtail all unneces- 
sary automobile travel and as a result his 
restaurants and ice cream stands suffered 
an immediate set-back by a dramatic 
decrease in patronage. Second, a labor 
shortage of chefs and line cooks who had 
been drafted into the war service meant 
that he had to radically change his daily 
operation in that he became a leading 
“pioneer in the development of the fast 
food industry, shipping standardized and 
pre-portioned food from company-oper-

ated central plants to restaurants for final 
preparation, ensuring consistent quality 
throughout the chain.” Though it was said 
that ninety percent of the restaurants and 
ice cream stands closed directly due to 
gas rationing, Howard Johnson was able 
to survive these business reversals by ce- 
menting contacts that supplied prepared 
foods for government workers in large 
industrial plants as well as for universities 
training student officers. Following World 
War II, Howard Johnson was able to re- 
group and began at once by planning ex- 
pansion and by opening new restaurants 
and ice cream stands so rapidly that his 
business was perceived as the world’s 
largest food chain with hundreds of res- 
taurants serving standardized but highly 
delicious fare such as fresh roast turkey, 
grilled steaks, chops and chicken, the 
newfangled clam strips known as “Ten- 
dersweet,” as well as whole-bellied clams, 
and 28 flavors of delicious ice cream that 
the public had come to love. 

“With identical menus, ice-cream con- 
tainers, doilies and napkins lent uniformi- 
ty of appearance throughout the Howard 
Johnson chain.” The diligent and im- 
pressive business acumen of this astute 
and savvy man was incredible and he was 
once quoted as saying that “I think that 
[building my business] was my only form 
of recreation. I never played golf. I never 
played tennis. I never did anything after 
I left school. I ate, slept, and thought 
of nothing but the business.” Howard 
Johnson was to retire as president of 
his far-flung and successful company in 
1959, becoming chairman of the board 
and treasurer. His son, Howard Brennan 
Johnson, assumed his father’s position 
with a nationwide company that had 675 
restaurants, 175 motor lodges and an- 
nual sales of $127 million dollars. When 
the company went public in 1961, it had 
a proven track record of success and was 
consistently well received by the public 
and the sale of Howard Johnson stock on 
the New York Stock Exchange was brisk 
and inclusive of both major investors as 
well as the customers who purchased just 
one share of stock. Having franchised 
motor lodges as early as 1954, the first 
being in Savannah, Georgia, the restau- 
rants were now often paired with motor 


lodges that had comfortable rooms, pri- . 


vate telephones and a pool. It has been 


Howard Johnson’s Empire Began In Quincy 


said that “Howard Johnson's was the 
first [chain] to fully package motels, tying 
exterior and interior motifs into a total 
design concept launched in the 1950s; 
the rooms were at once decorative and 
easily duplicated, leading to prefabricated 
construction, which revolutionized the 
motel-chain industry.” Operating close to 
one thousand restaurants and five hun- 
dred motor lodges throughout the United 
States, “Howard Johnson’s did more 
business than McDonald’s, Burger King 
and Kentucky Fried Chicken combined.” 
The company was successful with the Red 
Coach Grill restaurants that opened in 
the 1960s with a red stagecoach in front 
of its charming rustic, red-roofed restau- 
rants, and in 1969 created the popular 
Ground Round chain, which appealed to 
the younger public with its hip, modern 
interior décor and appealing foods. 

However, the founder of this very 
American restaurant empire never really 
retired, as he “continued to monitor his 
restaurants for cleanliness and proper 
food preparation. He would be chauf- 
feured in a black Cadillac bearing the 
license plate HJ-28 [his initials and the 
now standardized 28 flavors of ice cream] 
while performing unannounced and thor- 
ough inspections of the restaurants.” He 
created an orange roof empire that at- 
tracted the public to dine at the restau- 
rants on a daily basis and thereby would 
ensure repeat business. “His contribution 
to the restaurant industry was the idea 
of centralized buying and a commissary 
system to prepare menu items for distri- 
bution to his restaurants. This helped to 
insure a uniform consistency and quality, 
as well as lower costs.” The American 
public would repay him in kind, as the 
Howard Johnson name will forever be 
remembered ky referring to him and his 
restaurants as the uncontested “King of 
the Road.” 

In 1979 the Imperial Group Limited 
bought the Howard Johnson Restaurant 
Chain. Known as a highly successful Brit- 
ish food conglomerate that had thousands 
of pubs and hotels in the United King- 
dom, they were well aware of the chain’s 
popularity throughout the United States, 
but they were said to have “squeezed it 
for profits,” and shortly thereafter sold it 
to Marriott Corporation five years later. 
Marriott Corporation tried to stem the 
tide of intensely competitive fast food 


‘ restaurants, and sold off the motels and 


lodges to Prime Motor Inns, while re- 
modeling the restaurants to adhere to 
the standardized design concept of Mar- 
riott restaurants. The franchisees of the 
Howard Johnson chain strongly reacted 
to the changes taking place and incor- 
porated themselves as the Franchise As- 
sociates, continuing the use of the long 
respected name as well as the original 28 
flavors of ice cream as standardized by 
the founder. 

Today, only two Howard Johnson’s 
restaurants survive in Lake Placid, New 
York and Bangor, Maine but occasionally 
one still comes across prepackaged fro- 
zen foods and ice cream in larger grocery 
stores. ; 

As Howard Johnson said in a brochure 
he published in 1939 “The success of the 
Howard Johnson’s Ice Cream Shops and 
Restaurants has been built upon high 
standards... in food, in cleanliness and 
in service. I appreciate your patronage 
and pledge myself and my entire orga- 
nization to a continuation of these same 
standards.” And so he did!

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THIS IS A 1925 real photo postcard view of the Gov- 
ernment Elementary School built by the U.S. Housing 
Corp. on the corner of Fifth Avenue and North Street 
in Quincy Point. It was opened in 1920 for the children 
of the Fore River shipyard workers who lived in the 
housing built by the U.S. government throughout this 
neighborhood. Six years later, it was bought by the City 
and renamed the Pollard School in honor of the beloved 
Thomas W. Pollard who for many years had been the 
principal of the Washington and Daniel Webster Schools 
in the Point. About the same time, North Street was 
also renamed when it became part of the then newly 
built Southern Artery that passes through here. This 
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school served Quincy Point youngsters for 62 years 
until Proposition 2 ' forced the city to close it in 1982. 
After the school closed, fires ravished it until finally in 
1984 it had to be demolished. The city sold the land and 
residential condominiums have been built here. But the 
school’s copper cupola, behind the tree in the center 
of this picture, survives; it was salvaged from the fire 
ruins, refurbished and serves today as the centerpiece of 
the Granite Street Marketplace on the Daniel Webster 
Highway in Hooksett, New Hampshire.

City Council Votes 
For Parking Project 


Mayor Amelio Della Chiesa said that he will expedite 
the half million-dollar Quincy Center Development project 
authorized by the City Council. 

By a vote of 7 to 2 the council approved taking and loan 
orders that will provide for both the expansion in off-street 
parking facilities and the opening up of the traffic bottleneck 
at the easterly end of Granite Street at the northerly approach 
to the Ross Parking area. 

Only Councillors George Burke and Richard Barry voted 
against the proposal. 

The project included the addition of 161 parking spaces 
between Granite St. and the Hancock Cemetcry as well as the 
widening of Granite St. between Hancock Street and Upland 
Road. (Editor’s note: The parking area would be named after 
Walter Albert Della Chiesa, Mayor Della Chiesa’s son, a 
graduate of West Point, who was lost when his plane crasiied 
off Okinawa on the first day of the Korean War.) 

COUNCIL APPROVES CHANGES 
IN PARKING REGULATIONS 

Changes in parking regulations recommended by a special 
parking meter committee headed by Councillor George 
Burke and including Councillors Carl Anderson and James 
McCormack, were passed by the city council and sent to 
the mayor. 

The committee recommended that parking meters be 
retained in the parking areas for the time being. 

Other recommendations included increasing the cost of all 
day parking in the Upland Rd. and Adams Academy lots from 
25 to 50 cents, as well setting up the 100 meters in the Hancock 
Parking lot for three hour limits to assist shoppers.

Leading early childhood 
education and care adyo- 
cate Mary Reed of Quincy

time Achievement in Early 


Education Award from the —

(MADCA). 

Reed has spent more than 
40 years in the early educa- 
tion field, growing up work- 
ing with her mother, Bessie 
Tartt Wilson, who opened 
the first black-owned day 
care center in Boston’s Rox- 
bury neighborhood. In 2002, 
Reed founded the Bessie 
Tartt Wilson Initiative for 
Children (BTWIC) in honor 
of her mother and developed 
it into one of the most effec- 
tive advocacy organizations 
on behalf of early education 
and care in Massachusetts.

Founded in 1972, MAD- 
CA is the trade association 
for child care providers in 
Massachusetts, represent-

A mother-of-five herself, 
Reed led BTWIC in its ef- 
fort to convince legislators 
and state officials that all 
children, regardless of gen- 
der, race or social class, are 
entitled to high-quality early 
education.

Open House At Historic Home June 7 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

The public will be invit- 
ed to see renovations made 
over a three-year period to 
artifacts and the:interior of 
the historic Josiah Quincy 
House during an open house 
on June 7. 

Over 100 items have 
been treated in the country 
estate located in Wollaston 
including lacquered pieces, 
silver, baskets, ceramics, 
and wooden artifacts such as 
tables, upholstered chairs, 
and frames. Reproduced 
textiles and wallpaper were 
also created to maintain his- 
torical accuracy. 

The Josiah Quincy House 
was home to six generations 
of Quincys and produced 
three Boston mayors; Josiah 
Quincy III who was also 
appointed as Harvard Uni- 
versity President on June 2, 
1829, Josiah Quincy, Jr., and 
Josiah Quincy. 

Early English settler Ed- 
mund Quincy originally ac- 
quired the land in the1630s 
for farming and called the

area. Lower Farm. What 
is now the Josiah Quincy 
House was built for descen- 
dent Josiah Quincy in 1770 
by Dorchester carpenter Ed- 
ward Pierce. 

The home is notable for 
its. Georgian frontispiece, 
gambrel roof, dormer win- 
dows, and its most unique 
feature: a monitor, which is 
a half-story space atop the 
home’s pitched roof with 
small windows on all sides. 
Colonel John Quincy, grand- 
father of Abigail Adams, 
frequently tracked shipping 
lanes coming in and out of 
Boston Harbor as a way to 
anticipate troop movements 
in the months leading up to 
the Revolutionary War us- 
ing the monitor as the per- 
fect vantage point. 

Conservator and decora- 
tive painter Marylou Davis, 
intern Margaret Kean, and 
Historic New England staff 
undertook the huge task 
of restoring a c.1860 can- 
vas floorcloth by delicately 
stenciling and repainting

the original design onto the 
ten-by-forty-foot canvas by 
hand. Once work was com- 
pleted at Historic New Eng- 
land’s Haverhill collections 
facility, it was installed in 
the home’s downstairs hall- 
way. In total, the process 
took six weeks. 

All items in the home 
were inventoried and re- 
corded by Eliza Susan Mor- 
ton Quincy—who lived in 
the home 1855-1884 and 
was the daughter of Josiah 
Quincy—beginning in the 
early 1880s in the form of 
journals and commissioned 
photographs of the inte- 
rior. She urged her relatives 
to return heirlooms to the 
home in a bid to preserve 
the estate and her family’s 
history. 

The home was purchased 
by descendants of the Quin- 
cy family and was presented 
as a gift to Historic New 
England in October 1937 
for the expressed purpose of 
being maintained as a house 
museum.

“It’s important to look at

It’s an ascending number 
and it’s growing,” McNer- 
ney said. “There is an op- 
portunity for the city to take 
a look at what’s happening 
with unfunded pensions and 
funding it and unfunded 
OPEB and funding that.”

McNemey noted Quin- 
cy’s outstanding liabilities 
are significantly higher than

in FY13, meaning Quincy's . 


outstanding pension, liabil- 
ity represents 120.2 percent 
of annual revenue and its 
unfunded OPEB liabilities 
represent 210.8 percent of 
annual revenue. 

Braintree, for instance, 
has $83 million in unfunded 
pensions and $190 million 
in outstanding OPEB li- 
abilities.

More than 250 doctors, 
nurses, pharmacists and 
substance abuse prevention 
leaders from across Norfolk 
County joined Morrissey 
Wednesday at Lombardo’s 
conference facility in Ran- 
dolph for a “Safe Prescrib- 
ing Conference,” to try and 
change that. 

“Every clinician with a 
prescription pad and every- 
one in a white coat behind 
the pharmacy counter is a 
potential target for addicts 
trying to parlay fake injuries 
or forged prescriptions into 
pill bottles of prescription 
narcotics,” District Attorney 
Morrissey said at the close 
of the 5-hour conference, 
which also drew a number 
of area police and fire chiefs 
and lieutenants, legislators 
and local substance abuse 
coalition léaders.

Avellone is one of five 
Democrats and two Re- 
publicans vying to replace 
outgoing Gov. Deval Pat- 
rick, a Milton Democrat 
who opted not to run for a 
third term. Each party will 
chose its nominee for gov- 
ernor during the primary 
election Sept. 9. Candi- 
dates hoping to appear on 
the Democratic ballot must 
receive votes from at least 
15 percent of all delegates 
at next month’s Democratic 
convention. The convention 
is being held June 13 and 14 
in Worcester. 

In a phone interview fol- 
lowing Monday morning’s 


_ event in Quincy, Avellone 


said he remains optimistic 
about receiving enough sup- 
port to land a spot in Sep- 
tember’s primary.

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~ On Sunday, May 11, 2014, at approximately 11:25 p.m., 
numerous Officers were dispatched to Murdock Avenue on a 
report of a robbery that just occurred. QPD communications 
stated that two suspects fled on bicycles. 

Upon arrival, Officer Steve Kelly made contact with the 
19 year old victim, who was upset, yelling that he was just 
robbed. The victim was wearing shorts and there were fresh 
scrapes and cuts on his knees, along with a bloody elbow. The 
victim stated that there were four suspects, described as teens 
on bicycles, and they fled east toward Washington Street and 
Southern Artery. He said that two of the suspects beat him up 
while the other two suspects watched. 

Descriptions of the suspects were broadcast to all Officers. 
The victim said that he did not know any of the suspects and 
first saw them when he went to Dunkin Donuts by Washington 
Street and Southern Artery. He said he then exited Dunkin 
Donuts and headed’ home, walking on Southern Artery. The 
victim said the four suspects followed him and he grew con- 
cemed that “something might happen.” 

As the victim approached Quint’s Flowers on Southern Ar- 
tery, the four suspects rode up to him and asked him if he had 
any “weed” to sell. The victim said he did not have any weed. 
One of the suspects gave him his cell phone number, so.the 
victim entered it into his cell phone. Officer Kelly asked him 
why the suspect would give him his cell phone number and 
secondly, why he would enter it into his own phone. The vic- 
tim said, “I just went along with it so nothing would happen.” 

When asked by Officer Kelly why he just wasn’t robbed at 
that point, the victim thought that being on a main street de- 
layed the robbery.

War, he said. “Following the 
Civil War, at least 620,000 
Americans—both Union 
and Confederate—had been 
killed. In those dark times, 
it was the families that were 
honoring their dead that be- 
gan to bring the light of rec- 


ee onciliation.” 


He described how Memo- 
rial Day was thought to have 
started with families infor- 
mally decorating the graves 
of soldiers with flowers and 
wreathes— hoping that oth- 
ers would do the same for 
their loved ones lost far 
from home— leading to the 
first official observance of 
Memorial Day in Waterloo, 
NY on May 5, 1866, and 
eventually becoming a fed- 
eral holiday in 1887. 

“I find it fitting that we 
should also honor our police 
officers, firemen, EMTs, and 
many others,” he said, ex- 
tending his gratitude to the 
families of those serving as 
well. He requested that those 
with friends and family 
members in the military raise 
their hands so they could be 
acknowledged for their sac- 
rifice. “We know you have 
lived through difficult times 
and have a tougher job back 
home while our loved ones 
are gone,” he said. “Thank 
you for your commitment to 
those service members and 
our nation. It is your love 


and support to us that serves 
as a beacon for us to focus 
on when we are so far away 
from home.” 

Service members come 
from all walks of life and all 
share several fundamental 
qualities; loyalty, respect, 
personal courage, pride, 
honor, selflessness, dedica- 
tion to duty, and integrity 
said Oberton. “Millions of 
Americans have fought and 
died on these battlefields to 
defend our freedoms and 
way of life. Today as I speak, 
our troops continue to make 
the ultimate sacrifices...due 
to injuries and effects of 
war.” He called these troops 
“men and women built for 
others,” not knowing what 
their future holds during 
combat but still stepping 
forward and following the 
footsteps of previous gen- 
erations. 

He reminded spectators 
that nobody asks to leave 
the comfort of their homes 
to fight violent battles in dis- 
tant countries. Many could 
not avoid being drafted and

many felt the need to be part 


of something bigger than 


themselves. These people 
were and are “ordinary peo- 
ple,” and are’ our friends and 
neighbors who - selflessly 
defend our homeland for 
the future freedoms of their 
children, grandchildren, and 
beyond he said. 

While the fallen have 
been recognized for their 
bravery or have had their 
names engraved on monu- 
ments, “nothing can replace 
the hole left behind by a 
fallen service member,” 
said Oberton. “No number 
of medals and ribbons can 
comfort the ones left be- 
hind.” 

He quoted Abraham Lin- 
coln who said, “I pray that 
our Heavenly Father may 
assuage the anguish of your 


' bereavement and leave you 
‘only the cherished memory 


of the loved and lost, and the 
solemn pride that must be 
yours to have laid so costly 
a sacrifice upon the altar of 
freedom.” 

In closing, he asked that 
the the fallen not be forgot- 
ten. This, he said, can be 
done by teaching children 
what the American flag 
stands for and why we re- 
move our hats when we are 
in its presence. “God bless 
you and your families, God 
bless our troops and God 
bless the United States of 
America,” he said. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
thanked the crowd for at- 
tending and said their pres- 
ence was much appreciated 
by the men and women cur- 
rently serving in uniform. 
He praised the city for its

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An Alternative To Grades 4-8 At New Sterling School 


I was surprised to read a 
month or so ago that Quincy 
Public Schools has decided 
that when constructing the 
new Sterling Middle School 
the grade arrangement could 
change from its current 5-8 
model to a new 4-8 model. 

After reading this I was 
determined to attend a 
school committee meeting 
to hear further discussion on 
the topic. I attended the May 
7 school committee meeting 
where I heard little discus- 
sion about the 4"-8" grade 
Sterling Middle School con- 
figuration. One only School 
committee member spoke 

‘ up to voice the concern a lot 
of parents and parents to be 
have in regards to the new 
Sterling Middle School con- 
figuration. 

I currently reside in the 
district of the Lincoln-Han- 
cock Elementary School and 
Sterling Middle School. If 
and when this new Sterling 
Middle School is construct- 
ed my 4" grader would be 
going to a “middle school.” 
The school committee says 
that the 4° and 5" graders 
will be kept separate from 
the middle school students. 
The 4" and 5" grade would 
have different starting times 
from the middle school stu- 
dent, among other items. 

Though these plans 
sound effective it’s only a 
matter of time before these 

. separation methods become 

relaxed. After a time, the 
separate entrances will be 
reduced to one to save mon- 


ey or for security reasons 
having just one entrance 
will be safer. The elementa- 
ry students will be grouped 
with middle school students 


during specialist periods be- . 


cause the specialist teachers 
at the school will not be able 
to work from the start and 
ending times of both the el- 
ementary and middle school 


grades. 
This all brings up anoth- 


er point. Why is the district © 


administration spending so 
much time informing the 
school committee about 
how they are going to keep 
the 4" and 5 graders from 
the middle schoolers? The 
reason why is because the 
administration knows as 
well as I do that these two 
groups should not be mixed. 
Another question to ask is 
why would parents want to 
send their children to go toa 
school where they are being 
separated from other stu- 
dents in the school and how 
will our children feel about 
being separated? 

In the school committee 
meeting the superintendent 
said that on May 13 he would 
be meeting with the Mas-

them that Quincy Public 
Schools would: be interest- 
ed in putting in for either a 
5-8 or 4-8 Sterling Middle 
School. It was at that time 
that the superintendent also

sequences to the MSBA 
the Quincy Public Schools 
would be locked into one of 
the two sequences. 

All of this was done with- 
out notifying residents that 
reside in the Lincoln-Han- 
cock/Sterling district. The 
only notification I received 
about the school district’s 
plans was what was pub- 
lished in The Quincy Sun. 
At the school committee 
meeting Vice Chair Kathryn 
Hubley stated the head of the 
Lincoln-Hancock PTO had 
done a great job of reaching 
out. Reaching out to whom 
exactly I don’t know. She 
certainly hasn’t reached out 
to me. 

Right now I am against a 
4-8 Sterling Middle School. 
There is no “plan” in place 
for how the school is going 
to function. Will the 4" and 
5% graders run on a middle 
school schedule? Currently 
the 5" graders at Point Web- 
ster and Sterling do run on a 
middle school schedule and 
I can say with first hand ob- 


_ servation the 5" graders are 


not ready to run on a middle 


Sterling district of Quincy 
should be notified by mail 
about what is going on with 
the Sterling Middle School 
sequence. The. school dis- 
trict should hold a public 
meeting where residents 
can attend and ask questions 
about the district’s plans for 
the physical structure of the 
building as well as how the 
school will function.

Michaela proposes sig- 
nage at the Caddy Park arti- 
fact Site as well as signage in 
and around the Broad Mead- 
ows marsh (once called Pas- 
sanageset Knoll) to educate 
the public about the people 
who lived there before first 
contact with Europeans. 

For example, in the early 
1600s the Sachem of ‘the 
first people of Quincy was 
Chickatawbut. Chickataw- 
but had one of his seats at 
Passanageset Knoll. After 
a plague devastated Chick- 
atawbut’s people, he moved 
his surviving people to 
Moswetuset Hummock. It 
is likely that for hundreds 
of years before that, the 
Massachusetts Tribe lived 
at Passanageset Knoll. For 
more information, contact 
Michaela and The.

State Senate Approves 


$36.38 Billion Budget 


Keenan Secures $200,000 For Public Safety 


The Massachusetts State 
Senate has passed a $36.38 
billion state budget for fiscal 
year 2015. The spending 


plan, which passed by a vote 


of 39-1, continues the state’s . 


investment in education, 
public safety, and human 
services programs, through 
a balanced budget that does 
not rely on any increased 
taxes or fees. 

State Senator John 
Keenan (D - Quincy) fo- 
cused on securing significant 
increases in local aid for cit- 
ies and towns, The Senate’s 
final budget proposes signif- 
icant increases to local aid, 
including increases to local 
school district funding for 
the third year in a row. 

_ “Asa former city council- 
lor, I understand how critical 
local aid funding is for our 
communities,” said Keenan. 
“One of the most important 
jobs we have as legislators 
is to deliver the funding and 
resources necessary for our 
cities and towns to protect, 
educate and provide essen- 
tial services to residents.” 


Keenan secured $200,000 . 


for public safety funding for 
the Norfolk and Plymouth 
district. Other amendments 
that Keenan supported and 
pressed for include an ad- 
ditional $10 million towards 
the Community Preservation 
Trust, a fund that provides 
matching ‘grants to help cit- 
ies and towns preserve open 
space and historic sites, af- 


fordable housing, and out- 
door recreational - facilities; 
and increased funding to 


“Disproportionate — Share 
Hospitals” including Quincy 
Medical Center. 


Other local programs 
supported through the Sen- 
ate budget include fund- 
ing for public libraries, and 
support to Elder Affairs and 
Council on Aging programs 
throughout the district. The 
Senate proposal would also 
increase Shannon Grant 
funding — relied upon by 
Quincy and other towns in 
the district for programs 
that combat youth violence 
— by $2.5 million above last 
year’s funding. 

For statewide initiatives, 
Keenan also successfully 
fought against cuts to a state 
Department of Developmen- 
tal Services transportation 
program, which supports 
disabled persons by provid- 
ing transportation services 
to medical appointments, 
job sites and day programs. 
Keenan’s amendment re- 
stored funding to this pro- 
gram to match FY 14 levels. 
Keenan also led the effort 
to increase funding for the 
Head Start Program, which 
supports children from birth 
to age five and their families 
in areas such as education, 
health, nutrition, family 
support and parent involve- 
ment. 

The Senate budget also 
took significant steps to- 


wards. supporting - mental 


health and substance abuse - 


services — a priority that the 
Quincy senator has cham- 
pioned as co-chair for the 
Joint Committee on Public 
Health. The Senate voted 
to allocate additional fund- 
ing towards specialty courts 
and diversion programs 
that move substance abus- 
ers away from incarcera- 
tion and towards treatment, 
and to invest an additional 
$10-million in community 


mental health resources. 


The budget also adopted 
a bill that Keenan filed ear- 
lier this session to create 
and fund a certification and 


quality assurance program” 


for sober housing, and an 
amendment to expand the 


capacity and scope of the - 


prescription monitoring pro- 
gram, which allows health- 
care providers to identify 
signs of risk for prescription 
drug addiction and abuse. 

Keenan said the Senate 
“can be proud of this bud- 
get, which balances prudent 
financial decisions, with 
the basic responsibility of 
government to provide for 
a strong economy, support 
local leadership, and help 
citizens.” 

The Senate and House 
budget proposals will now 
go to a conference commit- 
tee, which will reconcile the 
differences and send a final 
budget proposal to the Gov- 
ernor.

School Committee Tightens 
Athletic Eligibility Policy 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

The Quincy School Com- 
mittee voted 6-1 to tighten 
the athletic eligibility policy 
at its May 21* meeting. 

The revised __ policy 
stipulates that in order for 
students to be eligible for 
school sports, a student may 
not have more than one fail- 
ing grade in a core subject 
during the marking period 
prior to the start of their 
sports season. 

School Committeeman 
Noel DiBona said he sup- 
ported the policy change 
but voted against it because 
he wants the policy to take 
effect starting next school 
year. 

“I suggested to the com- 
mittee and my colleagues 
to make the policy change 
starting September first, the 
beginning of next fall so it 
would be a clean slate,” Di- 
Bona said. “I 100 percent 
agree with not allowing a 
student athlete to fail more 
than one class. However, the 
timing was too Jate into the 
year. 

“At the end of the day 
this is not fair for the kids. 
Therefore I have to vote 
no.” 

Under the revised policy, 
students must earn a total of 
25 academic credits per se- 
mestex, All incoming fresh- 
men. are eligible for fall 
sports‘ despite their grades 
coming into high school. 

Prior to the rewording, 
students could fail two core 
classes, only earning 20 
credits while still being al- 
lowed to participate in team 


sports. 
“I’m very strong with the 
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fact that we’re going for 20 
credits to 25 credits. How- 
ever, we were supposed to 
vote on this on April 9th and 
if we voted on it on April 9th 
it would have given every 
child athletic eligibility; an 
entire last grading period to 
bring up their grades,” said 
DiBona. 

Committee member Paul 
Bregoli, who also chairs the 
policy subcommittee, said 
that parents were “taken 
aback” by the old policy 
and that’s why he originally 
brought it to the attention 
of the school board. He 
said that revising the policy 
would bring Quincy up to 
the academic standards of 
surrounding school systems. 
“This is not meant to be 
punitive,” he said. “This is 
meant to be helpful for our 
student athletes.” 

“When I played...we had 
to pass everything.” 

According to DiBona,

had been been in place since 
1991 and had not been 
changed over the past 23 
years.

The American Cancer So-

Mosquito Spraying Begins This Week 


Nighttime spraying in the 
Norfolk County ' Mosquito 
Control District will begin 
this week, weather permit- 
ting. 

Applications in Quincy 
will take place on Thurs- 
days. Not all areas of the city 
will be entirely treated on a 
given night. Attempts will 
be made to treat as large an 
area as is deemed necessary 
and as weather permits. 

The fogging operations 
will happen between sunset 
and midnight, only if mos- 
quito populations warrant 
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an application. In the event 
of inclement weather — such 
as high winds, rain, and low 
temperatures — or equipment 
failure, the application will 
be added to the next sched- 
uled day. 

The purpose of the spray- 
ing is to control the popula- 
tion of nuisance and virus- 
carrying adult mosquitos. 
The product being used is 
DUET applied in ultra-low 
volume (ULV) sprayers at an 
approximate rate of one half 
ounce per acre of finished 
spray. DUET breaks down

rapidly in the environment 
and is expected to pose little 


risk to people when used at 


low concentrations for mos- 
quito control, according to 
the EPA.

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dows and have them come 
in on time. We want them 
to come in the summer and 
with these lead times it’s al- 
most impossible to meet,” 
he said.

“You just get in line and 
we feel. that’s raising costs 
because we’re beginning at 
the premium time and we 
have to work while school 
is in session or after hours,” 
he said. “There’s a huge cost 
associated with working af- 
ter school vacation.” 

Mayor Thomas Koch, 
who opposes window re- 
pairs during class time, said 
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he would rather rebid the 
project in the fall leading to 
a projected June 2015 im- 
plementation. “I don’t want 
to get into a situation where 
we’re interrupting things in 
the classroom,” he said. 

Money could be saved by 
using existing frames, light- 
er gauge screen materials, 
and sun screens according to 
MacDonald, however these 
cost saving measures won’t 
alter the integrity of the 
windows themselves which 
he described as a “Cadillac 
quality” model. 

“We don’t want to skimp 
on quality to get something 
done on time,” said com- 
mittee member David Mc- 
Carthy. 

Koch said delaying the 
NQHS, Wollaston, and Mer- 
rymount projects would not 
delay anticipated window 
replacements at Parker El- 
ementary and Lincoln-Han-

cock, provided they are ap- 
proved by the MSBA in the 
first place. “That wouldn’t 
happen,” he said. “The 
other project will stand on 
its own...it does not have 
an impact on the other proj- 
ect.” 

Quincy officials adhered 
to MSBA protocol accord- 
ing to Koch, who said the 
current condition of the win- 
dows was not “an emergency 
situation” and that they are 
operating properly for the 
time being. “We followed 
the process they prescribed; 
it was their architect, it was 
their owner’s rep, it was 
their rules,” he said. 

Quincy Public Schools 
will not suffer any monetary 
penalties due to the hold up 
according to MacDonald 
who said he hopes to ulti- 
mately have the windows 
manufactured and delivered 
by Sept. 1.

‘ Senior Curator of Collec- 
tions for Historic New Eng- 
land Nancy Carlisle hopes 
that this year’s $44,000 in 
renovations to the historic 
Josiah Quincy House will 
draw visitors and increase 
tourism to what she de- 
scribed as one of Quincy’s 
“hidden jewels.” 

“T think they'll earn 
about how deeply connect- 
ed this family was with the 
nation’s history and with 
Boston’s history,” she said. 
“Three mayors of Boston 
came from the Quincy fam- 
ily and each of them were 
very influential in the Bos- 
ton that we live in today.” 

The public is invited to 
tour the home during a free 
open house to take place 
Saturday, June 7 from 1 to 
5 p.m. which is first-come, 
first-served with tours be- 
ginning on the hour. 

The home, built 1770, 
was part of a 250-acre es- 
tate known as the Lower 
Farm that once reached 
Quincy Bay and served as 
the part-time residence to 


Revolutionary leader Josiah 
Quincy who lived there until 
his death in 1787. While the 
Quincy family moved fre- 
quently between their seven 
homes located in Quincy, 
Boston, and Cambridge, the 
Quincy House seemed to ‘be 
their true home. 

“This was the house that 
spoke to. their souls. This 
was the one they wrote about 
how great it was to get back 
here,” Carlisle said. 

The goal of the renova- 
tions, according to Carlisle, 
is to show the home as it ap- 
pears in'a series of photos 
taken in the 1880s; a time 
when the interior was heav- 
ily photographed and the 
last Quincy family mem- 
bers lived in the home. She 
also hopes to tell the story 
of Eliza Susan Quincy who 
was the daughter of Mayor 
of Boston Josiah Quincy III 
and Eliza Susan Morton. 
Eliza Susan Quincy not only 
lived in the home, but made 
it her duty to heavily docu- 
ment the items contained 
within through the use of 
detailed journals and diaries

ou may have seen her wildlife photos published in 
The Quincy Sun. 

Now, this animal enthusiast and amateur photographer 
is going a step beyond to give other residents a “birds- 
eye” view of nature while helping to protect a threatened 
species. 

Her name is Karen Walker and she and her husband, 
Jim, live in Houghs Neck near Labrecque Field. Earlier 
this spring, Karen received permission from the city to 
erect an osprey platform near her neighborhood in the 
Third Marsh (formerly the Spring Street marsh.) 

The platform will rise some 16 to 25 feet later this 
year. The thick pole is braced by three legs and on top 
there will be a platform with reinforced steel mesh for 
birds to build nests. 

Karen says she selected this area in Houghs Neck for 
the platform because the area is open to the ocean on 
three sides so the birds will have plenty of access to fish 
in shallow water and return to their nest. 

There are other platforms in the city, including sev- 
eral others in Houghs Neck and one in Squantum. All are 
currently used by osprey, a large bird with a ee span 
reaching 71 inches. 


They are not endangered but they are threatened. - 


That’s the main reason Karen initiated this project. 

“I think as a society we need to think about the conse- 
quences some of our choices will have,” she. says. “Pes- 
ticides nearly wiped out these magnificent birds. When 
we see an Eagle or an Osprey — or even a fox — in our 
backyard, our environment is healthy. We are flourishing, 
we are making good choices. 

“When these creatures aren’t present, something is 
wrong.” 

She has witnessed how bad decisions can lead‘ to dire 
consequences. 

“Someone used a harsh pesticide, possibly rat poison, 
and a young fox that I had watched grow from an eight- 
week-old kit to a young adult died a horrible death. 

“Maybe we can avoid tragedies like this by using oth- 
er methods of pest control. It could have been their own 


pet cat or dog that ingested the poisoned rat instead of © 


the fox. 

“I hope the next generation is in as much awe of wild- 
life as I am, and from their appreciation, better choices 
will be made, and our environment will continue to be 
healthy.” 

The platform has been approved by the city and the 
Community Preservation Committee that has allocated 
$1,000 for the project. 

“The Osprey platform is a perfect example of how one 
person can come forward to the Community Preservation 
Committee with an idea that means so much to them and 
their community,” said CPC Director Lisa Aimola. 

“The construction of the platform will provide a safe 
haven for the birds nesting and an educational opportu- 
nity for the residents of Houghs Neck. It will be excit- 
ing to see the Osprey make a home there each spring,” 
Aimola added. 

The platform is also endorsed by Wellfleet Osprey 
Project director Bob Prescott. Karen sent Bob a map and 
a drawing of the platform’s proposed location and she 
asked him if he thought it was a good location: 

“He said it was perfect,” Karen said. “He’s really into 
preserving the birds and continuing their species.” 

She’s also appreciative of the support from the neigh- 
borhood. “I am glad everyone is enthusiastic for the proj- 
ect,” she says. 

, Karen and her husband Jim hope to erect the platform 
by the fall. The pole will go down about six feet into 
the ground to keep it secure. Those who would like to 
participate in the platform rising and/or maintaining the 
platform can email Karen at thebignest@icloud.com. 

Once it’s up, it may take up two years or longer for the 
Osprey to decide if they want to build a nest there. There’s 
also the chance that some other kind of bird could take up 
residence before an Osprey movesin. __ 

“I’ve heard that sometimes the hawks or owls will go 
into their nest and steal the eggs. And I’ve heard that ea- 
gles sometimes use these platforms,” Karen points out.

And when that happens, Karen will be ready to cap- 
ture them with her camera. 

She’s been an aspiring wildlife photographer for about 
20 years. Equipped with a Nikon D7100 fitted with a 70- 
300 zoom lens, Karen has taken some beautiful and cap- 
tivating images of birds and other wildlife in her neck 
of the woods. Photos of birds include orioles, buntings, 


‘egrets, cardinals and Osprey. She’s also snapped images 


of foxes and coyotes roaming her yard. She’s heard about 
deer near her home but so far the four-legged bambies 
have eluded her photographic prowess. 

She tells this amusing story about the day a “congenial” 
coyote visited her yard for an apparent photo shoot. 

“This coyote was probably the full length of the marsh 
away from my house. I went out.to my deck and my dogs 
were out in the yard. I decided to go to the pool enclosure 
and get a closer look. 

“As I went to the pool enclosure, he trotted right over - 
from about 200 feet away. I got the dogs in the house and 
the coyote just laid down. 

“He let me take all these photos and when I was done 
he sat up, looked around, cleaned his paws, looked at me 
and trotted off. 

“Tt was amazing. It was like he knew I was there to 
take his picture and he was happy to pose.” 

Karen has also had a family of mischievous fox kits 
enjoying themselves in her backyard. The foxes stole all 
the dog toys intended for her new puppy. 

“Everyday something was missing: a ball, a Frisbee, a 
squeaky toy. My husband saw one of the foxes in the pool 
enclosure trying to get through the gate with the Frisbee 
in his mouth. And he couldn’t get the Frisbee through the 
poles. A neighbor told me she saw the fox run away with 
the ball.” 

Karen recently joined the South Shore Camera Club to 
get tips and learn new things while meeting people with 
the same interests. She can also be a source of knowledge 
herself. 

“To get one good picture, you have to take a lot - may- 
be a 100. Having a good camera and lens will also allow 
you to capture detail. Some of the photos I’ve taken I can 
really zoom in. I can see veins in feathers. You’ll never 
get that close in real life to that bird.” 

Setting up a camera shoot around sunrise or sunset - 
when wildlife tend to be hungry and mobile - can also 
bring good results. 

“| just enjoy photography and I like to share my pho- 
tos,” Karen says. “Houghs Neck is a perfect place for ta- 
king photos. There’s nature and people and boats. There 
are lots of subjects. 

: “It’s never ending.”

Marked Quietly 


Allied (British, Canadian and American) invasion 
armies landed in Normandy and drove 9 1/2 miles into 
the vaunted Nazi West Wall early June 6. 

There was no organized recognition of D-Day in 
Quincy, save for some prayer services in churches of 
all faiths. 

“This is no time for celebration,” said Mayor Charles 
A. Ross called out of his bed at 3 a.m. when the news 
flash of the invasion came. 

“This is a time for prayer and hard work,” Ross 
said. 

At the great shipyards at Fore River and Hingham it 
was just another day of toil and sweat. Fathers work- 
ing at the shipyards, who had sons and daughters in 
the service, went about their tasks with lumps in their 
throats and prayers in their hearts.

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6-3 Vote Approves Raises For Mayor, Council 


Gutro, Coughlin, McNamee Dissent ¢ Koch Defends Salary Commission’s Report 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

After more than an hour 
of debate, the City Council 
voted 6-3 in favor of raising 
the mayor’s annual salary to 
$150,000- $10,000 less than 
Mayor Thomas Koch sought 
in his budget proposal. The 
councillors also approved 
raising their own salaries by 
the same 6-3 margin. 

Koch’s proposed FY15 
budget called for raising 
his salary from $122,474 to 
$160,000, an increase of 30 
percent. In his budget, the 
mayor also proposed raising 
the salary for each council- 
lor by $5,000 to $22,500. 
Under a provision of state 
law, neither of those raises 
could take effect until Jan. 
1, 2015, so Koch’s budget 
proposal gave him an actual 
FY15: salary of $141,237 
and each councillor an actu- 
al FY15 salary of $20,033. 

During a recent finance 
committee meeting, Coun- 
cillor Doug Gutro said he 
would oppose raising the 
salary. He noted $160,000 
is more than the governors 
of A4°states eam annually 


i and such a high percentage 
raise is unusual in govern- 


couldn’t. support the pro- 
posed salary increase. He 


served on a special commit- 
tee in 2006 that reviewed 
municipal salaries — includ- 
ing the mayor’s — and rec- 
ommended making gradual 
increases over a period of 
several years as opposed to 
a 30 percent increase. 

“I would’ve preferred to 
see an incremental increase 
in the mayor’s salary over 
a period of time. Not to 
suggest it doesn’t merit an 
increase, but I can’t sup- 
port going 30 percent or the 
$160,000 level,” Coughlin 
explained. “I would be will- 
ing to entertain something 
less than that setting out a 
schedule that goes forward 
that recognizes if you want 
to get good people you have 
to compensate them. But I 
can’t support this increase.” 

Following the comments 
by Gutro and Coughlin, 
Ward 2. Councillor Brad 
Croall proposed cutting 
the mayor’s salary from 
$160,000 to $150,000, 
which would give Koch an 
FY15 salary of $136,708. 
He said he would be in favor 
of more gradual increases to 
the mayor’s pay and noted 
the salary for that job hadn’t 
gone up in several years. . 

“Do I agree with Coun- 


Scillot Coughlin and some 


of my other colleagues who 
expressed their sentiments 
about coming up with some 
sort of grading scale where 
it’s a gradual salary in- 
crease? Absolutely,” Croall 
said. 


“For me the toughest part 
with this whole discussion 
is sticking to principles and 
not personalities. What does 
that job warrant? I think in- 
flation is a pretty good indi- 
cator when you consider sal- 
ary metrics and the position 
hasn’t seen a raise in seven 
Or so years.” 

Before voting on Croall’s 
proposal, Council President 
Joseph Finn said he would 
support raising the mayor’s 
salary to $160,000. He not- 
ed directors of non-profits 
with annual budgets in the 
$10-25 million range have a 
nationwide average salary of 
$174,000; Koch’s proposed 
FY15 budget is $268 mil- 
lion. The increased salary, 
he explained, makes running 
for mayor more attractive to 
strong candidates. 

“We are sitting here with 
a responsibility for a budget 
that is about $268 million. 
[The mayor’s job] includes 
responsibilities tied to 
School Committee as well 
as tied to the management 
of the city and the operation 
of the budget,” Finn said. 
“$160,000 still might not 
attract some of the best and 
greatest people we could

“This is not a governor’s 
salary. The former mayor of 
Quincy does not go off into 
a cabinet position or off into 
a firm. This — comparing a 
governor’s salary to a may- 
or’s salary — is truly apples 
and oranges in my mind,” 
Hughes said. “Attracting 
good talent and folks of eth- 
ics and principle does mean 
raising the bar. It does mean 
at times raising the salary.” 

The council then voted 
on Croall’s proposal. The 
vote failed, however, with 
Hughes, Margaret Laforest, 
and Brian Palmucci joining 
Croall and voting in favor of 
the $150,000 salary and the 
other five councillors op- 
posed. 

Gutro then proposed 
level-funding the mayor’s 
salary, which would mean 
Koch would receive no raise 
in FY15. That proposal 
failed 2-7, with only Ward 6 
Councillor Brian McNamee 
voting with Gutro. 

The council then took a 
vote on approving the bud- 
get for the mayor’s office — 
which includes Koch’s sal- 
ary and salaries for several 
officials such as his chief of 
staff — as proposed with no 
cuts. That vote failed 3-6, 
with Finn, Hughes, and fi- 
nance committee chairman 
Michael McFarland voting 


in favor of passing the bud- 
get with no cuts. 

Following that, Palmucci 
a mode a motion to reconsid- 
er the budget and proposed 
the cut to $150,000 — the 
same one Croall proposed 
earlier. This time it passed 
in a 6-3 vote with Finn and 
McFarland joining Croall, 
Hughes, Laforest, and Pal- 
mucci in favor of the cut. At 
that time a second vote was 
taken on approving the sal- 
ary for the mayor’s office. 
It passed 6-3, with the same 
six councillors voting in fa- 
vor. 

In addition to raising the 
mayor’s salary to $150,000, 
the council’s vote also 
means several of Koch’s 
staffers will receive raises as 
well. Among those receiv- 
ing raises are Chief of Staff 
Jim Fatseas, whose salary 
will increase from $99,669 
to $108,000; Director of 
Policy and _ Information 
Chris Walker, whose salary 
will increase from $82,967 
to $87,500; and Director 
of Operations Al Grazioso, 
whose salary will also in- 
crease $82,967 to $87,500. 

The councillors then con- 
sidered the budget for the 
city council office, includ- 
ing their own salaries. 

McNamee _ proposed 
eliminating the raises for the 
councillors entirely. That 
vote failed 3-6, with Kevin 
Coughlin and Gutro joining 


McNamee in favor of cut- 
ting the raises. Voting along 
the same lines, the council 
also rejected McNamee’s 
proposal to cut an increase 
in each councillor’s travel 
allowance — Koch’s budget 
increases the annual travel 
allowance for each coun- 
cillor to $6,000, up from 
$4,500. 

Following those two 
votes, the council voted 
6-3 in favor of passing the 
budget for the entire coun- 
cil, which also includes the 
city auditor and other staff- 
ers. Coughlin, Gutro, and 
McNamee voted against the 
council office’s budget. 

In addition to raises for 
the members of the council, 
the council office’s bud- 
get includes a raise for city 
Auditor Susan O’Connor, 
whose salary will jump from 
$74 964 to $108,000. 

The raises for both the 
mayor and council and other 
staffers were among 67 rec- 
ommended by a five-person 
panel Koch assembled last 
summer to review salaries 
of Quincy’s elected offi- 
cials, department heads, and 
other non-union appointees. 
Several members of salary 
commission have donated 
to the mayor’s campaigns in 
the past. 

During the discussion of 
the mayor’s salary, Gutro 
said he had no problem with

Fire Damages Houghs Neck Home

A. two-alarm fire Mon- 
day at 15 Madeleine St. in 
Houghs Neck was caused 
by a torch being used by 
workers ‘to install a central. 
AC unit’ in the home and 
caused $250,000 in damage,

The call went in at 5:20 
p.m. and 18 firemen, in- 
cluding Fire Deputy Gary 
Smyth, arrived on the scene 
minutes later with three en- 
gines and two ladders.

time, safely escaped, crews 
began with an interior attack 
of the fire which began in a 
small, isolated void similar 
to an attic in the upper lev- 
el of the Cape Style home, 
making the blaze harder to 
fight according to Barron.

Smyth realized the sta-. 


bility of the roof was com- 
promised and quickly pulled 
everyone out.

first floor, escalating the 
situation from one to two 
alarms. “Once Deputy Gary 
Smyth saw the stability of 
the roof was compromised 
he. pulled the crew out and 
began sxocuting an exterior 
attack,” said Barron.

In addition to calling for 
an audit of the city’s expen- 
ditures, Gutro said he would 
submit another resolution 
in the fall seeking informa- 
tion on the economic impact 
of the stalled Merchants 
Row project. When Street- 
Works announced plans for 
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that development — set in 
the 1400 block of Hancock 
Street — in the fall of 2012, 
they planned to construct a 
new five-story building and 
a 15-story building with 
planned completion dates of 
mid-March and September 
of this year, respectively. 
That project was delayed 
from the start and ultimately 
construction on site stopped 
last fall. Quincy Mutual is 
now planning to develop the 
Site. 

“The economic. con- 
sequences of the broken 
promises are stark.

The family amassed their 
fortune through subterfuge, 
she said. Colonel Josiah

The original is 
currently displayed at the 
Philadelphia Museum of 
A settee and mirror that 
were saved ‘from fires that 
occurred at Colonel Jo- 
siah Quincy’s two previous 
homes are on display.

The home’s more active- 
ly used East Parlor is no- 
table for its double fireplace 
which is adorned with tiles 
which are original to the 
home and date back to 1770. 
Carlisle said the tiles, which 
wete created using a tech- 
nique invented in London 
in the 1750s called transfer 


printing, are important to 
the history of ceramics: 

“It became hugely popu- 
lar. There was a fad for these 
printed tiles,” she said. The 
tiles in the Quincy House 
depict everyday events such 
as a couple enjoying a stroll 
or a day by the ocean. In 
other historic Quincy homes 
they depict scenes from Ae- 
sop’s Fables or the Bible. 

Eliza Susan Quincy at 
one point in the East Parlor 
watched John Adams and 
President James Madison 
take their leave of each oth- 
er and wrote in one of her 
diaries that to watch such 
an event was,“an interesting 
thing.” John Quincy Adams 
was also a frequent visitor to 
the house, however, she was.

“One of 
the: first traders was a guy 
named Major Shaw and he 
was a brother-in-law of Abi- 
gail Quincy and he brought 
back things from his first 
trip to China for her,” Car- 
lisle said. 

Renovations to the up- 
stairs bedrooms and _hall- 
way will begin next year 
and include replacing cur- 
rent textiles which are not 
appropriate to the home’s 
1880s narrative.

“fhe. most important 
and notable item in the 
hallway—and ‘possibly the 
entire home—is a pane of 
glass unassumingly hang- 
ing on a wall beneath an 
original watercolor of the 
house done by Eliza Susan 
Quincy. Etched into it by 
Colonel Josiah Quincy as he 
watched British ships evac- 
uate Boston on October 10, 


1775 are the words “Gover- 
nor Gage Sail’d for England 
with a fair wind.” The glass 
was originally in a window 
located in the home’s moni- 
tor roof—a raised structure 
which runs parallel to the 
main roof and has windows 
on each side. 

Microscopic paint analy- 
sis done in one of the up- 
stairs bedrooms show that 
the Quincy family did not 
line their walls with wall- 
paper, something Carlisle 
found to be strange for a 
family of such wealth. “A 
family this rich would nor- 
mally have wallpaper,” she 
said. “It was astonishing to 
me that in the 1880s they 
didn’t have wallpaper. For 
whatever reason paint anal- 
ysis shows that the room 
was painted [mint green].” 
The room’s wooden panel- 
ing has also been painted to 
its original taupe color. 

A Japanned high chest 
placed in the comer is con- 
sidered to be one of Historic 
New England’s top ten his- 
torically significant items. 
Made in 1745 in Boston, it 
is one of only a handful of 
similar items. 

“There’s about 50 pieces 
made in Boston that survived 
with that Japanning and it 
was once really popular as 
a way of imitating Chinese 
lacquer when you couldn’t 
afford to import Chinese 
lacquer,” Carlisle said. ° 

The Franklin Bedroom, 
as the name implied, was 
where Franklin slept dur- 
ing his visits, however, it 
was actually thé bedroom 
of Eliza Susan Quincy. Bed- 
ding will be replaced in the 
next year to more accurately 
portray the time period.

Carlisle, 
who has been the home’s 
curator for 27 years, would 


. like to see rise as a result 


of the renovations. “We’re 
hoping to grow that. We’ve 
partnered with Discover 
Quincy and so now we’re 
part of a service that drives 


around from house to house 
on Discover Quincy Days 
and we also sell tickets that 
are good at all of the historic 
houses so we’re hoping to 
grow all the time,” she said. 
“This reinstallation project 
is creating a lot of interest 
and enthusiasm so we’ve 
got tours that are taking 
place separately from the 
open days that people will 
be able to come through.” 

The tour season spans 
from the first Saturday in 
June to the first Saturday in 
October. 

In total, at least $80,000 
in renovations have taken 


place over the past two 
years. “It was a house that 
just didn’t have the funding 
to do what we wanted to do 
so 27 years later we’re very 
lucky.” 

In the coming year, the 
garage which is significant 
in early 20th century his- 
tory, will be restored using 
CPA funds, creating more 
room for program space for 
school children who tour the 
home to learn the history of 
the Quincy family. She an- 
ticipates upgrades will be 
made to the exterior of the 
home, including the garden, 
in the future.

THE MOST COMMON AND RECENT SCAMS: 

1. A Microsoft representative calls to warn you that you have 
a computer virus: Ask yourself, how did they know this? Is this 
person really from Microsoft? This scammer will tell you to go 
to your computer and then instruct you to hit certain keys, which 
will give them access to your computer. The scammer will be 
able to access your files and possibly your passwords and in the 
end, install a virus for a follow up call for service. 

2. You won a lottery and there is a check for a partial pay- 
ment. Ask yourself, did I even enter this lottery? If you didn’t, 
then how could you win? 

Most of these scams come in the mail. Look at the letter and 
see numerous grammatical errors, which indicate that the scam 
is from a foreign source. The letter will come with a check for 
a partial payment of your winnings, with instructions to cash the 
check and then wire-transfer a payment for foreign taxes, etc. 
Most bank Tellers advise customers that the check will take five 
days to clear, but often times people are so excited about winning 
that they just send the money. There is no chance of getting the 
money back! 

3. A family member is in trouble: this call usually starts out 
with an anxious caller stating, “This is your grandson and I am iti 
trouble.” It may be either an arrest situation or ransom. The in- 
structions are to make a wire transfer payment to get the “grand- 
son” out of the dire situation. Listen to the caller. Do you have 
a grandson? Are you called “Grammy” or go by another name? 
Ask lots of questions, especially ones that your grandson should 
be able to answer, like the last time you'saw each other. As a 
follow-up, if you believe there is a possibility that it could be 
true, contact your grandson or other family members to let them 
know about the telephone call.

ing: This call comes from usually from a recorded message, stat- 
ing that your automobile warranty is about to expire, followed by 
instructions to hit “1” for more information and “2” to be placed 
on the “Do not call” list. These scammers do not even know 
what kind of car you have — they just want to sell you an extended 
warranty that is worthless. If you hit “2”, this tells the scammers 
that this is a valid number and this will lead to them selling your 
number to other scammers, which will increase your likelihood 
of more scam calls. Just hang up! 

5. A caller tells states that you can improve your credit and 
pay less: This is usually a recorded message (see #4). How do 
they know what your credit rating is and how much you owe or 
what your interest rate is? They don’t — they just want to gather 
your personal info and then scam you into higher overall rates 
that in the long run will cost you much more. 

6. You have been offered a job guaranteeing good pay but 
you need to provide any of the following: bank name, the account 
number, passwords, date of birth, social security number. There 
are many scams built into this “job offer.” In most cases, you will 
have to pay for materials and/or training. Much of the work is 
based on commission. 

Some offers involve moving money through your bank ac- 
count. If the job was good, there would be no need to advertise 
because word of mouth and friends telling friends would fill all 
the openings. As always, do not give out personal information 
that may lead to identity fraud or access to financial accounts. 

7. The IRS or another federal agency is calling: This person 
may adamant that you owe money to the federal government and 
demand that you wire transfer money to their agency in order to 
prevent a wide range of consequences, such as having your utili- 
ties shut off, forfeiture of property or even be arrested! As long 
as you keep this in mind, you will not be affected by this scam 
— federal and state government agencies will not contact you by 
telephone regarding payment due by you. The initial contact is 
by mail, with a number listed on the letter for you to call if you 
have questions. After you make the initial call, there may be fol- 
low up telephone correspondence by the agency. 

8. You get solicitations to donate to charity, but you are un- 
sure: Is this a charity that provides services to the people or does 
most of the money go to salaries? Go to www.charitynavigator. 
org to check a charity rating. For Rae ke for the past ten years 
the “National Veteran’s Service Fund” and “Children’s Charity 
Fund” have earned the most consecutive.“0 star, extremely poor” 
ratings — meaning that they consistently perform far below indus- 
try standards and below nearly all similar charities. Remember, 
by giving locally, based on a good rating, your donation may go 
directly to locals in need.

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City Receives Five Bids For Old Central School Site 


Bids To Develop Site Range From $3 Million To $1.1 Million 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The city has received five 
bids from developers look- 
ing to by the former Central 
Middle School. 

The highest bidder was 
Edgewood Development 
of Plainville. The company 
proposed to purchase the 
school for $3 million. They 
would maintain the build- 
ing’s exterior while creating 
a new interior space with 
39 residential units, which 
would be sold as condo- 
miniums. 

The Urban Edge Housing 
Corporation of West Rox- 


bury and South Shore Stars 


of Weymouth submitted the 
second highest bid, offering 
to purchase the site for $2.4 
million. Under their pro- 
posal, they would maintain 
the building’s exterior while 
creating a new interior with 
living space — in this case 38 
units of affordable housing. 
Space on the lower floors 
would be used for South 
Shore Stars, a non-profit 
early education group. 

Boston. Property Devel- 
opment of Greenleaf Street 
in Quincy bid $1.86 mil- 
lion for the site, and would 
use the existing building to 
house 54 residential units. 

A limited liability com- 
pany known 1022 Han- 
cock Street, LLC, bid $1.5 
million for the property. 
They would also maintain 
the existing structure and 
to renovate it into 45 resi- 
dential units. The LLC is a 
partnership between Quincy 
developer Jay Cashman and 
Stoughton-based Conroy 
Development. 

‘The lowest bid, $1.109 
million came from Hal 
Marsh Associates/Edmund 
Quincy Towers Team, LLC. 


FIVE DEVELOPERS have submitted bids to purchase the 
former Central Middle School on Hancock Street. Four of the 
developers would convert the school, which closed in October 


Unlike the other bidders, 
they would tear down the 
school and develop the site 
into two 13-story residential 
towers. The new buildings 
would include 400 com- 
bined residential units and 
retail and restaurant space 
on the ground floor. 

A special committee will 
review the bids and make a 
recommendation to Mayor 
Thomas Koch on which bid 
he should select; the mayor 
would make the final call. 

Mayoral spokesman 
Chris Walker said a decision 
is expected ‘relatively soon.’ 
The mayor will consider all 
aspects of the proposal, not 
just the price. 

“The value and the over- 
all plan — it’s those two 
things combined,” Walker 


explained. “It’s not neces- 
sarily just the money.” 

The mayor has previ- 
ously said he would use any 
revenue from the sale of the 
site to fund the purchase 
of nine homes near North 
Quincy High School. Those 
homes need to be torn down 
to make way for Koch’s 
proposal to expand North’s 
campus and renovate Teel 
Field. An appropriation to 
fund that work is currently 
pending in the City Coun- 
cil’s finance committee. 

The site of the former 
Central Middle School, 
located at 1022 Hancock 
St., includes 85,378 square 
feet of land. The build- 
ing includes a gross area of 
84,617 square feet and a liv- 
able area of 59,490 square

2. Review your business 
continuity plan and update as 
needed, including employee 
contact information.

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McIntyre Praises 
Graduates’ Ideals

In his speech to the 1,103 combined graduates of Quincy 
High, North Quincy, and the Vocational-Technical School, 
Mayor James R. McIntyre praised the students for their val- 
ues, particularly the willingness to question traditional poli- 
cies and values. 

Reflecting on the Vietnam War and other issues facing 
the nation, McIntyre said the graduates’ accomplishments 
and ideals reflected those of two prominent Quincy natives 
— Presidents John and John Quincy Adams. 

“You Quincy students reflect the accomplishments and 
ideals of these two men. We parents, administrators, teach- 
ers, and friends can recall when the aims of sons and daugh- 
ters was to grow into a society of elders,” the mayor stated 
during his speech at Veterans’ Memorial Stadium. 

“But you — inexperienced and untouched by the depres- 
sions, dictators, tyranny, world wars, and times when com- 
munism meant Stalin’s death camps and Hungary — bring 
us to an unrelenting questioning of traditional values and 
policies of the elders.” 

“You see the inconsistencies between rhetoric and real- 
ity. You see poverty in Appalachia and here in Quincy, and 
the very wealthy paying no taxes at all. 

“You see the hunger and malnutrition in all areas of our 
nation, and the government subsidies to farmers who do not 
grow crops. 

“And you young men and women sitting before me ques- 
tion a war which siphons funds from education, medicine, 
transportation, space exploration — all areas of American 

society — to support a struggle which seems to be widening, 
not ending.” 

“You question the rationale behind this misuse of our 
young high school and college graduates. As a father I wel- 
come this questioning. And I think this dissent of youth 
reflects the questions we adults are asking ourselves.” 

The graduating class’s chosen theme was ‘Listen!’ Stu- 
dents Beth Gabel and David Fingers of North Quincy High 
and Carla Errichiello and David Goroff of Quincy High all 
reflected on the theme in their speeches. 

Christine Wahlberg, president of the QHS graduating 
class, gave the welcome. North class president Michael 
Martin introduced the mayor.

¢ About % cup red onions chopped fine 

° | cup of green peppers, chopped fine 

¢ Simply mix red peppers, yogurt, garlic, 
oregano, sea salt and pepper in a food pro- 
cessor or blender until smooth but do NOT 
over mix or it will turn into liquid. Go very 
gently just to mix peppers and ingredients. 
It should be still creamy and not watery. _ 

Spoon into 9-inch pie plate. Next spread 
hummus over as carefully ds you are able 
to. Sprinkle with spinach. 

Layer your dip with cucumbers (evenly) 
followed by olives, cheese, seasoned toma- 
toes, red onions, and green peppers,

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‘DPW Budget, Traffic 


Dept. Merger Approved 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

After being placed on 
hold for two weeks, the City 
Council approved the De- 
partment of Public Works’ 
budget for the upcoming fis- 
cal year. 

Mayor Thomas Koch’s 
proposed FY 15 budget sets 
the DPW’s budget at $5.7 
million, up from $4.4 mil- 
lion in FY14. A large por- 
tion of that increase is due 
to the merger of the Traffic 
Department into DPW. 

The budget for the DPW 
was placed on hold by Ward 
4 Councillor Brian Palmuc- 
ci two weeks ago. Palmucci 
was concemed the city has 
yet to hire a new traffic en- 
gineer to replace Jack Gil- 
lon, who retired last Octo- 
ber. The position’s budgeted 
salary in FY15 was reduced 
from the previous fiscal year, 
from $103,599 to $101,000. 
It was the only position the 
mayor’s salary commission 
recommended reducing the 
salary for. 

At Monday’s meeting 
Jim Fatseas, the mayor’s 
chief of staff, said the city 
has offered the job to two 
candidates in recent weeks. 
The first candidate, Fatseas 
stated, declined the’ posi- 
tion because the city was 
‘way off the mark’ from 


what the candidate wanted 


— Fatseas suggested a salary 
of $130,000 would not have 


been enough for the candi- 
date, The second person, 
who tured down the job 
last week, decided to remain 
in his private sector position 
because he will earn a bonus 
from his current company 
this year. That candidate, 
Fatseas added, said the city 
could contact him about 
the position again at a later 
date. ; 

According to Fatseas, the 
position has gone unfilled 
because qualified candidates 
prefer to remain with private 
firms and serve as consul- 
tants to communities instead 
of working full time for any 
one community. 


“Tt’s been more of a dearth 
of candidates,” he said. 
“Perhaps it’s a specialty you 
should tell your children to 
look into because there are 
not a lot of folks out there 

’ that are looking to do it ina 
municipal placement.” 

As an example, Fatseas 
noted Gillon worked for a 
private firm consulting mul- 
tiple communities before 
Koch brought him back to 
Quincy for his second stint 
as the city’s traffic engineer 
— Gillon decided to come 
back at the time in part be- 
cause of his prior work in 
the city. 

Ateam of city staffers, in- 
cluding city engineer Shawn 
Hardy and Frank Tramon- 
tozzi, a former MassDOT 
official now working with 
the city, as well as several 
DPW employees, are now 
filling in for the traffic en- 
gineer, according to Public 
Works Commissioner Dan 
Raymondi. 

On Tuesday, mayor 
spokesman Chris Walker 
said the traffic engineer’s 
position would be filled in 
the ‘near future.’ 

The council’s finance 
committee voted 7-1 in favor 
of approving the DPW._bud- 
get. Ward 6 Councillor Bri- 
an McNamee voted against 
the budget, because it con- 
tains raises recommended 
in the salary commission re- 
port. Among those is a raise 
for Raymondi, whose salary 
will receive a bump from 
$113,736 to $115,000. 

Councillor Doug Gutro is 
in Pakistan this week with a 
group of municipal officials 
from Massachusetts and was 
unable to attend Monday’s 
meeting. 

While the budget for the 
DPW was placed on hold, 
other budgets falling under 
Raymondi’s- purview had 
been approved previously 
on May 27. They include 
the Engineering Depart- 
ment, whose budget. will 
increase from $644,000 in 
FY 14 to $680,000 in FY15 


and the Drain Department, 
whose budget will go from 
$1.4 million to $1.6 million. 
The added money in the 
Drain Department is for ex- 
panded catch basin cleaning 
and tide gate repairs. 

Also approved previ- 
ously were the Water and 
Sewer Department Budgets, 
which are funded through 
enterprise accounts and not 
the city’s general fund. The 
Water Enterprise Fund bud- 
get will increase from $16.1 
million in FY14 to $16.7 
million in FY 15. The Sewer 
Enterprise Fund budget will 
go up from $22.8 million to 
$23.1 million. 

Those departmental bud- 
gets were all approved by 
8-1 votes, with McNamee 
opposed.

Police Adding 14 Officers, 
Crime Predicting Software

gives the Police Depart- 
ment a total of $25.3 million 
— $822,000 more than the 
FY 14 budget provided. 

The addition of the 14 
new officers will bring the 
Police Department’s total 
number of patrol officers to 
161. The FY14 budget had 
enough money for 149 pa- 
trol officers, though not all 
positions were ultimately 
filled because of the lengthy 
vetting process candidates 
undergo. The department 
will also have 49 superior 
officers — 30 sergeants, 14 
lieutenants, four captains, 
and the chief — in FY15 as 
well as 44 traffic supervisors 
and 29 civilian employees. 

The 14 new hires were 
swom in earlier this year 
and have begun training at 
the MBTA’s police acad- 
emy-in Braintree and the 
Plymouth police academy.

sachusetts to get a police 
academy,” he noted. “We 
have a tremendous working 
relationship with the MBTA 
police and they afforded 
us 11 positions and we had 
three positions reserved at 
the Plymouth police acade- 
my.

officers. I think it is going

where it happened. It actu- 
ally analyzes crime, uses 
our data, and can predict 
where they think crime will 
happen. I think this will be 
invaluable. It can do it for 
just about any kind of crime, 
like’ pedestrian accidents, 
armed robberies, that type of 
thing,” Keenan explained. 

“A lot of the officers, 
through their intuition, know 
where the problems are in 
their areas. But looking at 
this software they’ll be able 
to pop up on the screen in 
their cruiser and it will give 
them 12-hour updates... 
Every shift will have a new 
diagram and it will predict 
where potential problems 
could be so they can deploy 
[in] their spare time, for in- 
stance, if they predict there 
may be a problem. 

“Communities that have 
implemented this, and there 
aren’t that many, have no- 
ticed a 16 percent decrease 
in crime. .I’m optimistic 
about that.”

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8 Graduate At 12th Commencement Ceremony

When Judge Robert Zi- 
emian initiated the first drug 
treatment court in New Eng- 
land in 1995, there was no 
indicator as to how large and 
how successful the program 
would grow to be. 

Having éagerly main- 
tained his efforts with the 
program, his ideas regarding 
alternative methods of deal- 
ing with drug-using crimi- 
nal offenders eventually 
brought drug courts to Mas- 
sachusetts, among them the 
highly successful program 
in the Quincy Court. 

Last week the Quincy Di- 
vision of the Trial Court De- 
partment of Massachusetts 
held its 12th commence- 
ment ceremony for gradu- 
ates of the program, eight 
proud and grateful former 
drug users who otherwise 
would have been in jail. 

Supporters of the day’s 
events ‘were sO numerous 
there was a stream of stand- 
ing-room-only ~ attendees 
flowing into the corridors 
of the Francis X. Bellotti 
courthouse. 

Among them were sev- 
eral elected officials from 
the South Shore, including 
Mayor Koch, who was rec- 
ognized for his continued 
and adamant support for 
this program, and Norfolk 
County District Attorney 
Michael Morrissey. 

In offering his congratu- 
lations to the graduates and 
this praises to “the many 
cogs that make this program 
possible,” Morrissey said 
that last year there had been 
61 deaths in Norfolk County 
related to drug abuse, “and 
those are the ones we know 
of.” 

Drug Court Coordinator 
Jo Rothman explained the 
program: “Drug Court is a 
behavior modification pro- 


gram for people whose drug 
and alcohol addictions have 
led them to criminal behav- 
ior or to failing traditional 
probation. 

“There are some sitting 
among us for whom medi- 
cation has not helped, and 
incarceration has not de- 
terred. Each of these gradu- 
ates has completed at least 
18 months of drug court.” 

Attendees included Rep- 
resentative Tackey Chan, 
QPD Chief Keenan, several 
Massachusetts court judges, 
and law enforcement and 
representatives from  sur- 
rounding towns. Former 
Quincy mayor William Phel- 
an — currently Holbrook’s 
Town Administrator — com- 
mented, as did many of the 
event’s speakers, upon all 
the help and support offered 
in this program. 

The help that Phelan re- 


ferred to was a myriad of . 


treatment professionals, ser- 
vice providers from several 
different organizations in 
the state, probation officers, 
counselors, sponsors, recov- 
ery house managers, former 
graduates of the program 
and families. 

Rothman said, “One of 
the things that many people 
don’t understand is that the 
people who come to our drug 
court have spent so many 
years and so much of their 
lives using drugs, looking 
for drugs, recuperating from 
drugs, buying drugs, doing 
things to get money to buy 
drugs, trying to quit, getting 
some more drugs, and deal- 
ing with their family issues 
with drugs, that when they 
come to qur drug court, they 
are afraid that if they don’t 
use drugs — because that has 
become their identity — that 
they may disappear. 

“One of the things that 
drug courts try to do is give

people an understanding that 
you can live a completely 
different life and learn to be 
yourself and you won’t dis- 
appear.” 

Keynote speaker, Woburn 
Police Chief Robert Ferullo 
Jr. applauded Chief Keenan 
and Detective Lt. Patrick 
Glynn for “their nationally 
recognized program, right 
here in the city of Quincy, 
who received a_ national 
award last week.” 

Ferullo was referring to 
the Gary P. Hayes Memorial 
Award given to a police of- 
ficer who shows leadership 
and innovation to improve 
U.S. policies. Glynn was 
behind the program which 
revolutionized the way po- 
lice respond to opiate over- 
does. The Narcan program 
which Glynn spearheaded 
has now been adopted by 
NYPD. 

In 2013, Glynn received 
an Advocates for Action 
award from the White House 
Office of National Drug 
Control Policy because of 
his work with Quincy’s Nar- 
can program, to which QPD 
attributes the saving of more 
than 200 lives. 

Kathy Deady, who assists 
in the annual Overdose Can- 
dlelight Vigil at City Hall 
Plaza, was offered the op- 
portunity to speak. She said 
“{’m the parent of an addict 
in recovery: Seven sections, 
105 detoxes, 10 programs, 
the Gavin House, Norfolk 
County House of Correction 
— my son has four and half 
years of sobriety and recov- 
ery, and he’s getting mar- 
ried in August and I want to 
thank all of you for that!” 

This year’s former grad- 
uate (2003) speaker was 
Gretchen’ Picken, who is 
now a drug court intern and 
studying at U-Mass to be an 
addiction counselor. Picken 


described a drug-filled life 
since girlhood, and her pro- 
gression from cocaine in her 
teens to heroin in her early 
twenties. 

“I was unemployable, 
I shoplifted to support my 
habit...every single day of 
my life I shoplifted. I was 
committed to the getting and 
using of drugs. Addiction 
touches everyone’s lives...I 
tore my family apart.” 

Picken, who attributes 
the turnaround in her life 
to Quincy’s First Justice 
Mark Coven said, “I shared 
needles with people I knew 
were sick. I shared needles 
with people I didn’t know 
were sick, and I’m not sick, 
and that’s a miracle.” 

Drug Court Associate 
Justice Diane E. Moriarty 
introduced the graduates 
who, as they rose to accept 
their awards, all spoke of 
their own personal addiction 
journeys and, most particu- 
larly, of their gratitude to all 
the program participants for 
their help in changing their 
lives around. 

One part of the counsel- 


ing offered through the drug 
court is the Fatherhood Pro- 
gram, which a few of the 
graduates mentioned. One 
young father said, “My kids 
were afraid of the dark but 
they couldn’t come into my 
bed because they were afraid 
of me, too. Through the Fa- 
therhood program I was able 
to become responsible. Now 
if my kids have a bad dream, 
they ask for me.” 

Another graduate spoke 
of his years in prison, dur- 
ing several of which he was 
still using drugs. “I was an 
addict who had no desire to 
stop using. I knew how to 
do time, but I didn’t know 
how to be clean.” He, too, 
thanked the Fatherhood pro- 
gram for his current, healthy 
relationship with his four- 
month-old son. 

The commencement end- 
ed with the words of Drug 
Court Associate Justice Di- 
ane E. Moriarty, who this 
year selected Hope and Ad- 
diction as the theme for her 
closing remarks. 

“Hope is necessary for 
recovery for one simple rea-

son: Because willpower, as 
we all know, is not enough. 
Without a profound underly- 
ing motivation to stay clean 
and sober, simple willpower 
cannot keep a recovering 
addict from relapse. 

“Hope is the door to the 
future, to potential, to pos- 
sibilities, to a better life... 
research has shown that 
connectedness to others is 
a deterrent for all kinds of 
negative behavior...indi- 
viduals who feel connected 
to others find strength and 
hope in these connections.” 

Quincy’s Drug Court 
participants have typically 
served time in jail, must 
have a surrender hearing 
before a judge, complete a 
standard inpatient program 
and a stay at a half-way, or 
sober house. 

Among many other re- 
quirements, these candidates 
are subjected to frequent 
drug and alcohol testing— 
including ‘hair’ tests, at- 
tendance at meetings, and 
participation in the Relapse 
Prevention and _ Relation- 
ships in Recovery groups.

Cont’d From Page | 
spected units, units with in- 
operable or removed smoke 
and carbon monoxide detec- 
tors, and numerous trip haz- 
ards and inoperable lights. 

In an interview Mon- 
day, QHA Executive Direc- 
tor James Lydon stated the 
agency has held several staff 
meetings since receiving the 
state report, the most recent 
of which took place earlier 
that day. As of that meeting, 
Lydon said, the maintenance 
department has stated most

Additionally, Lydon said 
the Housing Authority will 
take a new look at how 
it maintains its buildings 
and residential units.

“Prior to, the inspections 
we began to work on bring-

“If one were to examine 
the DHCH report there are 
a lot of deficiencies in the 
maintenance department.

Lydon anticipates moving 
away from the current set- 
up, which has a centralized 
maintenance department.

based maintenance system 
in place in the future as op- 
posed to an independent 
maintenance department. 
The maintenance depart- 
ment is just not working,” 
Lydon said. 

“The property manag- 
ers would take over the re- 
sponsibilities for the main- 
tenance of their particular 
building. We would have 
permanent staff assigned 
on a_building-by-building 
basis...With our special- 


. ized labor — like plumbers, 


electricians, painters — they 
would be in a pool with a 
pool manager. We would not 
have a department head in 
charge of maintenance dis- 
seminating all of our main- 
tenance forces. [It’s] a much 
more decentralized type of 
system.” 

The decentralized ‘ap- 
proach, he noted, is more 
commonly used by housing 
authorities in other com- 
munities. The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) also 


, favors that type of system. 


“It. is,’ Lydon. replied 
when asked if that approach 


is more common. “And it’s ' 


an approach that is recom- 
mended; by HUD. Quincy, 
historically, has not seen fit 
to do it that way.” 

Lydon also noted that 
several employees have re- 
ceived reprimands follow- 
ing the issuance of the state 
report. 

Concerns have also been 
raised because elevators at 
two of the Housing Author- 
ity’s, buildings — Pagnano 
Towers in Quincy Point and 
O’Brien Towers in German- 
town — have been down an 
elevator since this winter. 

At Pagnano — Towers, 
a sprinkler pipe burst af- 
ter a tenant left a window 
open during a. particularly 
cold night. Both of the 


» building’s elevators were 
» mocked out of service be- 
cause of the Rooding, but

crews were able to scavenge 
enough parts from one el- 
evator to get the other back 
up and running. At O’Brien 
Towers, one elevator has re- 
mained out of service. after 
water leaked into the eleva- 
tor penthouse during a se- 
vere winter storm. 

The Housing Authority 
held off on fixing those ele- 
vators. According to Lydon, 
maintence staffers told him 
no repairs could, take place 
until an insurance settle- 
ment came through. Last 
week, however, Lydon said 
he was informed that the 
repairs could be made and 
funded by a QHA reserve 


-fund before the insurance 


settlement came through, 
provided HUD approved of 
the expenditure. 

Repairs at Pagnano Tow- 
ers are now expected to be 
finished within two or three 
weeks, Lydon said, and will 
be paid for by. the insurance 
money. QHA has also or- 
dered the parts needed to re- 
pair the elevator at O’Brien 
Towers, and those repairs 
could be completed within 
four to six weeks, 

Each, building, currently 


has one elevator up and run- : 


ning. Lydon:said Kone El- 


evator has promised.-to be. 


on scene within one hour 
if either of those elevators 
encounters any issue before 
the others are brought back 
online. 

Lydon, a former planning 
director for the city of Quin- 
cy, has served as the head of 
the Housing Authority since 
May 2013. Prior to that, he 
worked as a vice president 
for MassDevelopment. In 
Monday’s interview, Lydon 
said he did not know about 
the issues facing the Hous- 
ing Authority when he ac- 
cepted the job. 

“T had not a clue,” he 
said. “I started last summer 
— this year has been one dis- 
appointment after another.” 

It hasn’t all been negative 
for Lydon though. He point- 
ed out the release of a study.

World War II Army Veteran And Ex-POW 
Bob Noble's Message To QHS History Students

World War II Army vet- 
eran and Ex-Prisoner of War 
Robert Noble of Quincy 
had a message for a group 
of Quincy High School stu- 
dents he addressed at a cer- 
emony on Friday in remem- 
brance of D-Day: no matter 
how dire your circumstanc- 
es, you must persevere in 
the face of adversity. 

- Last Friday, June 6, 
marked the 70th anniversary 
of the Allied Forces’ D-Day 
invasion. 

“We would be remiss if 
we didn’t observe and re- 
member the events of 70 
years ago today,” said No- 
ble’s son, Robert Noble, Jr., 
who teaches 9th grade World 
History and 11th grade U.S. 
History at the school and 
asked his father to recount 
his experiences as a POW. 

“On this day, our forces 
landed on the beaches of 
Normandy, .France in the 
first steps toward the lib- 
eration of Europe from Nazi 
oppression; 12,000 soldiers 
lost their lives on that day.” 

Noble, Sr., who was born 
and raised in Dorchester, 
enlisted in the UiSsArmy 
Reserve in 1943, was called 
to active duty in January of 
1944 and embarked for Eu- 
rope in September of that 
year, cutting his college 
career at Harvard Univer- 
sity short. He was assigned 
to serve in the 347th Regi- 
ment of the 87th Division in 
support of troops engaging 
in the Battle of the Bulge. 
“The general German offen- 
sive of which the Battle of 
the Bulge was a part of was 
all one entire front; not just 


that particular sector. He 
was in one of the other sec- 
tors,” said Noble’s son. 

“IT remember standing on 
the stern of the [Queen Eliz- 
abeth] and was watching it 
zigzag through the ocean,” 
said the elder Noble of his 
seven-day voyage — across 
the Atlantic Ocean. The ship 
reached Scotland where he 
boarded a train to the mid- 


-dle of England. From there 


he headed to a small village 
on the borders of Germany 
and France. On December 
16, 1944, he was awoken 
by a disturbance. “During 
the night we saw the flash- 
lights...we woke up and 
said ‘who’s speaking Ger- 
man?” ; 

“I had my automatic 
weapon and I was trying 
to decide whether or not to 
fire,” he said. “Fortunately I 


didn’t because a short time ~ 


later I was captured and the 
group I would have fired on 
were our Own troops.” 
Noble and his group were 
captured by German troops 
and were taken to the village 
of Metz, dodging American 
fire the entire way. They 
were led to @large, under- 
ground room where they 
spent the night. “We didn’t 
know at the time that that 
morning the Germans were 
attacking at [the Battle of 
the Bulge] 80 miles north of 
us...we didn’t know about 
the Bulge for two weeks.” 
From there he was 
marched for two days to a 
POW camp in Landstuhl, 
Germany where he stayed 
for two weeks. He recalled 
that during that time he had 
lost his heavy overcoat and 


rubber overshoes, subject- 
ing him to cold tempera- 
tures. Noble, along with 120 
other men, was loaded into a 
boxcar headed for the Stalag 
V-A camp located in Lud- 
wigsburg, Germany; a trip 
which would last four gru- 
eling days and three nights. 
“What they did was jam as 
many people in a car. They 
didn’t take the time to di- 
vide the number of prisoners 
by the number of boxcars 


so there would be an equal ~ 


amount in each one. I was in 
one of the first cars and we 
had 120 of us in a boxcar.” 

He described the condi- 
tions inside. Most people 
remained standing because 
there was no room to sit. The 
soldiers relieved themselves 
in their helmets, tossing the 
contents out of a small hole 
in the side of the car. Noble 
couldn’t stress one point 
enough; “It was cold,” he 
said. “It was below zero and 
everything was freezing and 
the only good thing about 
the 120 people in the car is 
we were all together and we 
had some warmth.” 

During this time, his 
family received a Western 
Union telegram informing 
them that he.was MIA. 

They arrived at another 
POW camp. The bunks were 
missing mattresses, forcing 
them to sleep on the beds’ 
wire framework. “We had to 
sleep two on a bunk on the 
wires which really was not 
that comfortable.” 

The missing mattresses 
were actually a blessing; 
by that point, Noble and 
his fellow POWs were in- 
fested with lice. Sleeping

His group was moved one 
last time north to the Stalag 
XI-B POW camp located 
east of the town of Falling- 
bostel in Lower Saxony, 
Germany along with 200- 
300 American and 30,000 
Russian soldiers. 

“They didn’t put us to 
work,” he said. “We were 
in the camp and did nothing 
except while away the time. 
We whiled away the time, 
number one, by picking the 
lice out of our clothes, and 
number two, talking about 
food.” 

He recalled the one 
shower he took while a 
POW. “I had a shower once 
and the old story that says 
what you don’t know won’t 
kill you, well, that’s not ex- 
actly true.” He was led into 
a large room with shower

heads jutting out of the 
walls. He was stripped of 
his clothes, which were then 
put through a cyanide cham- 
ber to kill the lice. “What we 
didn’t know was that it was 
that same type of room that 
they put the Jews and put 
gas through to kill them,” he 
said. “We didn’t know that 
when we were in that room 
and I’m glad we didn’t.” 
Noble was detained at 
the camp from March until 
April with very little food 
or water. “One of the things 
that happened that kept us 
going was right outside... 
was a large filtration cham- 
ber in which when the wa- 
ter was on there was an arm 
that went over the filtration 
tank and that was important 
to us because when we saw 
that we ran with our cans to 
get some water,” he said. 
“There wasn’t water all the 
time...that’s how we would 


get water.” 

The bread that was given 
to the prisoners had to be cut 
very carefully according to 
Noble, who was handed the 
important task. 

“For whatever reason, I 
had the honor of cutting the 
bread and it was an honor 
because you had to cut it 
just right because if you 
cut one slice larger than the 
other one, the one who got 
the smallest slice would be 
very upset.” He joked that 
at a job he had in his years 
following his return to the 
U.S. his coworkers would 

joke about how precisely 
he would distribute food 
during work parties. “They 
all laughed because of the 
way that I sliced the pie but 
that’s one of the things that 
I learned when I was POW 
was to divide equally among 
everybody.”

Grow Your Own Backyard Paradise In A Pot

Create a backyard escape with the help of container gar- 
dens, Whether you’re looking for a visit to the desert, an 
English garden or tropical paradise, a few planters can help

Reduce your workload and increase your enjoyment with 

a bit of planning and proper planting. 

 otect a.container with drainage holes and one that mim- 
“ies the color and feel of the location you are trying to recre- 
ate. Use troughs, stone or.other containers made from neu- 
tral colors when growing succulents. The container should 
complement, but not overpower the simple cage ll of the 
desert plants. 

Keep things warm and natural when going for a more 
tropical feel. Wicker, bamboo and other natural materials 
work well with the lush foliage and vibrant Colors of tropi- 
cal plants. 

Add a few terra cotta, metal and basket type containers 
when creating an English cottage setting. Set them on your 
patio, steps or in the garden to create a focal point. 

Keep your plants looking good throughout the season 
with the proper planting mix. Look for potting mixes with 
good drainage and water holding abilities, like Schultz Pot- 
ting Soil Plus (schultz.com). Check the label as some mixes 
contain enough fertilizer to last the entire season and water- 
retaining crystals to reduce the need to water. 

Use a cactus mix that provides the perfect growing condi- 
tions for cacti and succulents. The potting mix should retain 
the moisture and nutrients the plants need, while providing 
the excellent drainage that is a must for these plants. 

Plant any orchids added to your backyard tropical para- 
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dise in a potting mix designed for these plants. Use an or- 
chid mix that has excellent drainage and aeration, yet retains 
the moisture and nutrients these beauties need to thrive. 

Check your planters daily and water thoroughly whenev- 
er the top few inches of soil are crumbly and slightly moist. 
Allow cacti and succulents to go a bit drier. 

Mulch the soil in tropical, herb, vegetable and annual 
container gardens. Spread a thin layer of shredded leayes, 
evergreen needles or twice shredded bark over the soil 
surface. Use fine pebbles for cacti and succulents that like 
things hot and dry. 

And don’t forget about garden accents.. A wattle fence 
and arbor of twigs and branches work well for an English 
garden setting, while a water feature can enhance a tropical 
paradise themed garden, and some southwest garden art can 
complete the desert scene you’re going for. 

So start your vacation this year with a trip to the garden 
center. Invest in a few containers, the right potting mix and 
plants. Then plant your way to the retreat of your dreams.

Spotting talent is a rela- 
tively easy task for a bas- 
ketball coach: Kevin Barrett 
saw it right away in Efthim 
Butka, who in 2010 was 
a lanky, athletic freshman 
looking to join Barrett’s 
North Quincy High School 
program.

South Sectional final, and 
a host of individual honors 
that includes being named 
to the Massachusetts Bas- 
ketball Coaches Association 
(MBCA) South Section All- 
State Team. He accepted 
the award on May 10 at the 
MBCA All Senior Breakfast 
held at The College of the 
Holy Cross. 

“Our season was a suc- 
cess in many ways,” says 
Barrett, reflecting on his 
team’s 23-2 record.-“In ad- 
dition to accomplishing a 
number of team goals, we 
had several individuals, in- 
cluding Efthim, recognized 
for their play.” 

Stepping into 
the Spotlight 

Looking back on Butka’s 
career, Barrett says he knew 
the potential was there, but 
gives all the credit to the 6-4 
forward, who he calls one of 
the hardest working players 
he has coached in his eight 
seasons on the North Quin- 
cy sideline. 

Butka’s development 
followed an advanced pro- 
gression. As a freshman, 
he suited up for the varsity 
and logged some minutes 
backing up Tim Liuzzo. His 
sophomore year had him in 
a slightly expanded role, but 
still.a secondary player on a 
talented team that finished 
17-3 and won The Patriot 
League before a first-round 
tournament loss to. New 
Bedford. 

His real emergence came 
as a junior, says Barrett, 
who recalls the moment he 
confirmed Butka ‘was more 
than a talent and in fact a 
special player — someone 
who was about to deliver 
on the potential he routinely 
displayed in practice. 

“Our opening tourna- 
ment game against Natick,” 
says Barrett, recalling the 
56-44 win in February 2013. 
On a team headlined by the 
Gould twins — Dan and Pat, 
now playing at Framingham 
State University — Butka 
led the 15-5 Red Raiders 


on, getting bigger,” 


with 16 points, scoring on a 
variety of midrange jumpers 
and moves with his back to 
the hoop. 

Butka also seemed to 
recognize it as a sign of his 
development, telling report- 
ers after the game: “Every 
single night someone steps 
up, whether it’s Aaron An- 
derson, Kyle Richardson, 
Dan Gould, Pat Gould or 
Marquise. McClendon. To- 
night it was my turn.” 

Butka and the #6 seed 
Red Raiders went on to beat 
two more teams from the 
Bay State League, Braintree 
and Newton North, before 
losing to top-seeded Mans- 
field in the 2013 Division I 
South Sectional final. 

Making a Name 
for Himself 

Disappointed the run was 
over but already looking 
ahead, Butka immediately 
set his sights on his senior 
season, with a_ particular 
focus on improving his out- 
side game and developing 
his 6-4 frame. 

“IT saw how effective 
the 3-point shot was for 
Dan Gould and others, so 
I worked on that a lot, al- 
though my main focus was 
says 
Butka, who was a summer- 
time regular at the YMCA. 
“There were days I shot for 
three hours straight.” 

Barrett routinely . cites 
Butka when he is explain- 
ing to underclassmen how 
important the offseason can 
be in terms of player devel- 
opment. “We probably play 
close to 100 games bétween 
April and Thanksgiving, 
most of them over the sum- 
mer,” Barrett says. “But that 


wasn’t enough for Eft, who 


was constantly looking to 
improve his game.” 

It didn’t take long for 
Butka to assert himself as 
the Raiders’ #1 offensive 
weapon. Three games into 
the 2013-14 season, in the 
first of three matchups with 
cross-city rival Quincy, the 
Raiders’ co-captain took 
another important step in 
his maturation and develop- 
ment. With six 3-pointers 
and 27 points, he led the 
Red Raiders to a 72-64 win 
over the Presidents. 

The rest of the Patriot 
League took notice, but that 
didn’t stop Butka and fellow 
seniors Kyle Richardson 
and Anthony Green from 
leading the Red Raiders to 
their most successful season 
in decades. 

By the time the 13-0 Red 
Raiders rolled into Hing- 
ham for a late-January game 
against the Harbormen — 
where the PA announcer 
identified Butka as “Ethan 
Bukaka” — Butka was well 
on his way to making his 
name known and earning the 


widespread recognition he 
would garner after leading 
the Raiders to another Pa- 
triot League crown and their 
second consecutive trip to 
UMass-Boston for the Divi- 
sion I South Sectional final, 
this time as the #1 seed. 
Well-Deserved 
Recognition 

A loss to Catholic Me- 
morial ended the Raiders’ 
season at 23-2, and stung as 
much as the previous year, 
but Butka’s disappointment 
was tempered somewhat as 
he rung up a variety of post- 
season accolades. 

He was named to the Pa- 
triot League All-Star team, 
and also earned all-scholas- 
tic honors from The Boston 
Globe, The Boston Herald, 
and The Patriot Ledger. He 
was a member of the South 
Select All-Star team chosen 
for the 12th Annual Fitzy- 
Nolan Games — a team 
coached by Barrett that also 
included Green and Rich- 
ardson, as they teamed up 
with other top juniors and 
seniors south of Boston to 
take on the Boston Amateur 
Basketball Club (BABC) 
Juniors. 

Then, in April, he learned 
he was one of five players 
named to the MBCA South 
Section All-State Team — a 
fitting end to his North Quin- 
cy career. Barrett attended 
the event and brought along 
his father, Bob Barrett, the 
longtime boys’ basketball 
coach at Archbishop Wil- 
liams and someone who 
also had a hand in the de- 
velopment of Butka, Green 
and other North Quincy post 
players. 

At the event, they were 
greeted by two Quincy na- 
tives who are both past 
presidents of the MBCA 
and current members of its 
Executive Board: Bo Ruggi- 
ero, head coach of the boys’ 
basketball team at Cohasset 
High School, and Dr. John 
Franceschini, Quincy Public 
Schools. 

The Red Raiders were 
68-23 in Butka’s four years 
and he finished his career 
with 652 points, placing him 
at #12 on the all-time list. 
Barrett also shared this stat:

Dr. Carmen Mariano Retiring 
After 50 Years In Education

Fifty years after graduat- 
ing from Archbishop Wil- 
liams High School, Dr. Car- 
men Mariano, the school’s

While Mariano has spent 
the last seven years at the 
Catholic school in Brain- 
tree, his career began in 
the Quincy Public School 
System. In January 1970, 
Mariano went to work as a 
teacher at the then Sterling 
Junior High School (now 
a middle school) working 
there for three years before 
pursuing his master’s de- 
gree at Harvard. He began 
teaching because of advice 
his father gave him many 
years ago. 

“When I was six years 
old, my father gave me 
some advice. He said ‘Car- 
men, whatever you do, stay 
in school!’ I listened to my 


dad. I did stay in school — 
for 61 years,” Mariano re- 
called recently. 

“Yes, I have been in 
school as a student, a teach- 
er, a coach, or an administra- 
tor since I was six. I started 
as a teacher at the then Ster- 
ling Junior High School in 
Quincy in January of 1970. 
Three years later, I attended 
Harvard University where I 
earned my masters degree, 
then came back to Quincy as 
an assistant principal — first 
at Atlantic Junior High, then 
back to Sterling. 

“After three more years 
as an assistant principal, I 
became a research assistant 
in the school system’s per- 
sonnel office. That lasted for 
four years.” 

Mariano also coached 
Quincy High’s wrestling 
team for a decade early on 
in his career. The Presidents

In addition to his work in 
the School Department and 
at Quincy College, Mariano 
also worked as an adjunct 
instructor. at Fitchburg State, 
Framingham State, Curry 
College and Massasoit.

In 2007, Mariano left the 
School Department to return 
to his high school alma mat- 
er. He had graduated from 


the high school in 1964 after

The 
two suspects. were transported to Quincy Police Station for 
booking. The officers then conducted a search of the vehicle. 

On the driver’s side, a spoon with a cotton ball was located. 
This is a common instrument for heroin users when preparing 
for drug use. The spoon had visible white residue in it. There 
were numerous used hypodermic needles inside the vehicle. 

On the floor in the backseat area were bank cards with two 
different names on them. Inside the main compartment of the 
vehicle there was extensive damage to the dashboard and the 
upholstery. The front seats had extensive cut marks exposing 
the seats’ cushioning. 

Officer McCormack opened the trunk of the vehicle and 
found a large cardboard box containing several pairs of sun- 
glasses, GPS systems, cellphones and hand tools. Some of the

According to the 2014 
report, water quality has im- 
proved at Wollaston Beach 
provements have also made it 
a better place for recreation. 
“Improvements to the 
sidewalks, streets, and sea- 
walt have made it a great 
place to walk or run. Wa- 
ter quality has improved, 
though more work is needed 
and flagging accuracy con- 
tinues to be a challenge on 


this beach. Traffic is calmer, . 


maintenance has improved, 
trash is picked up regularly 
and the sand and bathhouses 
are clean and well main- 
tained,” the report stated. 

“The Friends of Wollas- 
ton Beach and Save the Har- 
bor/Save the Bay have done 
an excellent job of bringing 
more activities for families 
and kids to the beach, which 
attracts a very diverse popu- 
lation.” 

The report also identi- 
fied several concerns at the 
beach, including dogs and 
dog waste, brown algae, 
grass and weeds, and a need 
for more trash and recycling 
receptacles. 

Capital needs, such as 
a new dog park and a new 
playground facility, as well 
as continued improvements 
to boost water quality, were 
also noted in the report. 

' Bruce Berman, a spokes- 


man for the Save the Harbor/ — 


Save the Bay, said Wollas- 
ton Beach has made unbe- 
lievable progress since 2007 
and called it one of the two 


most improved beaches sur- 
veyed, along with Constitu- 
tion Beach in East Boston. - 

“I would go swimming 
at Wollaston Beach — unless 
there was a big rain storm 
the day before I would go 
swimming there every day 
in the summer,” Berman 
said. “Wollaston Beach has 
improved greatly. Traffic is 
calmer, the sea wall is safer. 


- But more work is needed.” 


He also noted the con- 
cerns about dogs and the 
waste they leave behind 
aren’t unique to Wollaston 
Beach — the report cited sim- 
ilar concerns at more than 
half the beaches surveyed. 

“This isn’t just a Wollas- 
ton Beach concern in particu- 
lar,” Berman explained. “Dog 
poop can be fairly persistent. 
The solution is fairly straight- 


forward. People should clean | 


up after their dogs.” 

A new dog park, as rec- 
ommended in the report, 
would also help mitigate 
the effect dogs have on the 
beach, Berman added.

On the morning of April 
16th, Noble was liberated by 
British troops. “On the 14th 
and 15th we could hear the 
artillery of the approaching 
British Army...so we knew 


‘our liberators were ‘com- 


ing and we had a hell of a 
time,” he said. “We sang, we 
joked until the guards got 
pretty tired of us and shut us 
down.” 

At the time of his res- 
cue, Noble weighed only 
100 pounds. Ravenous, he 
roamed the countryside out- 
side of the camp’s barbed 
wire fences. He had hoped 
to shoot and kill, at most, 
a chicken. One man armed 
with a rifle however man- 
aged to shoot a deer, satiat- 
ing them for the time being. 

While under the care of 
British troops a_ reporter 
from the Chicago: Tribune 


took his name and address 
and sent word that he was 
alive to the U.S. This infor- 
mation was forwarded to the 
Boston Post, who informed 
his family that he was no 
longer MIA, but had been 
a POW. “Being a prisoner 
is one thing; being MIA is 
something else,” he said. 
He was eventually flown 
to England and quarantined 
for two weeks. “One of the 
things that happened is that 
when they first brought us in 


they gave us anything that. 


we wanted to eat — which 
was steaks — which they 
quickly realized that was 
the wrong thing; it was too 
much too soon.” After his 
brief rehabilitation, he was 
sent back to the U.S. where 
he received a 60-day fur- 
lough, spending time with 
his family who: he said, 
never gave up hope that he 


would come home alive. “I 
was very fortunate that I had 
a wonderful family.” 

He continued his educa- 
tion in 1951 with the help of 
the GI Bill at Boston Col- 
lege and moved to Quincy 
in 1952. The following 
years were difficult because 
of the stigma attached to 
being a POW according to 
Noble. “When I came home 
we could never talk about 
it, because it was something 
that we thought shouldn’t 
have happened to us,” he 
said. “This was typical of all 
POWs; they didn’t talk.” 

“We were fortunate to get 
involved with the Veterans’ 
Administration...they said 
look, you were in harm’s 
way so there’s nothing to be 
ashamed of. I’m glad I came 
home safe.” 

Noble’s commendations

Medal, The POW Medal, 


The Good Conduct Medal, 
The American Campaign 
Medal, The European, A fri- 
can, and Middle East Cam- 


Ex-POW: ‘You’ve Got To Keep Going’ 


Star Medal, The WWII Vic- 
tory Medal, The Combat, 
Infantry Badge First Award, 
The Honorable Service La- 
pel Button WWII, and the 
Expert Badge in Automatic 
Rifle. 

Through tears, he told 
the students— who had been 
listening intently the entire 
time—that despite his ex- 
periences as a POW, he was 
lucky. 

“I was fortunate in the 
type of camp I was in. I 
never ran into the guards 
that were taking advantage 
of their situation,” he said. 
“I’m just very glad to be 
here today and I hope that 
some of the things I said are 
helpful to you and just know 
that no matter what happens 
to you, you’ve got to keep 
going and things will turn 
out all right as long as you 
don’t give up.” 

“T think they listened and 
I hope I had something to 
say that was helpful,” said 
the 88-year-old. “I hope I 
made an impact.”

- was standing at the bottom. A security guard was at the 
fence. Another Dean - Ms. McPartlin — was right behind 
the fence. 
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“It was a domino effect,” Sam says. “Okay, get her. Ok,

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By 7-1 Council Vote ¢ 4.1% Increase * McNamee Votes No 


$268.52 Million Budget OK’d 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

In a 7-1 vote Monday 
night, the City Council 
passed a. $268.52 million 
budget for the upcoming fis- 
cal year. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
proposed a $268.54 million 
budget for FY 15, which be- 
gins July 1, in May. During 
a series of hearings over the 
past several weeks the coun- 
cil made two cuts to Koch’s 
proposed budget. 

The first cut reduced the 
mayor’s FY15 salary from 
the proposed $141,237 to 
$136,708. The mayor’s bud- 
get proposal would’ ve raised 
his salary to $160,000 from 
$122,474, though under 
state law the raise wouldn’t 
take effect until Jan 1, 2015. 
The council’s cut trimmed 
that salary to $150,000. 

The second cut made 
by the council reduced the 
non-contributory _ pension 
line item by $18,000. Non- 
contributory pensions go to 
the surviving spouses of fe- 
tired city employees whose 
contracts included such pen- 
sions — they are no longer 
included in contracts with 
city employees. The cut, 
which reduced that line item 
to $25,978 from $44,763, 
was made because one of 
three remaining surviving 
spouses receiving a pension 
passed away recently. 

The budget for FY15, is 
$10.7 million, or 4.1 per- 


cent, higher than the FY 14 
budget. 

The new budget includes 
raises for each city council- 
lor and the city’s department 
heads and other non-union 
appointees, mostly follow- 
ing the recommendations 
made by a special panel the 
mayor tasked with review- 
ing municipal salaries. The 
councillors will receive new 
salaries of $20,033 in FY15 
up from $17,500 — like the 
raise for the mayor, raises 
for the council can’t take 
effect until Jan. 1, 2015, so 
each councillor will receive 
a $22,500 salary next calen- 
dar year. Each councillor’s 
travel allowance will also 
increase in the new fiscal 
year by $1,500 to $6,000. 

The budget also includes 
new money to bring the total 
number of patrol officers in 
the Police Department from 
149 to 161; hire new tech- 
nology teachers and French 
teachers for the city’s mid- 
dle schools as well 10 new 
kindergarten and 10 new 
special education aides; and 
includes added money for 
firefighters’ overtime pay. 

Ward 6 Councillor Brian 
McNamee, who has voted 
against each departmental 
budget containing the raises 
recommended by the sal- 
ary commission, cast the 
lone vote in opposition to 
the budget Monday night.

He is part of a delegation 
of municipal officials who 
traveled to Pakistan and is 
returning this week. 

In addition to approv- 
ing the city’s general fund 
budget, the council passed 
the Water and Sewer En- 
terprise Funds budgets in a 
pair of 8-0 votes. The Water 
Enterprise Fund budget will 
increase from $16.1 million 
in FY14 to $16.7 million in 
FY 15. The Sewer Enterprise 
Fund budget will go up from 
$22.8 million to $23.1 mil- 
lion. 

Before voting on the 
budget, the council ap- 
proved a number of other 
appropriations. In a pair of 
8-0 votes, the council allo- 
cated $180,750 to dredging 
in Quincy Bay — $130,750 
from free cash and $50,000 
from the waterways im- 
provement fund. Accord- 
ing to Councillor Michael 
McFarland, chairman of the 
council’s finance committee, 
the city will pay 25 percent 
of the costs for dredging, 


with the state paying the re- 
maining 75 percent. 

In another 8-0 vote, the 
council appropriated the re- 
mainder of the city’s FY14 
free cash, $364,804, to road 
and sidewalk repairs. 

In addition, the council 
voted 8-0 to allocate more 
than $679,000 in surplus 
funds from the FY 14 medi- 
cal insurance and worker’s 
compensation accounts to 
close out deficits in 18 other 
line items. The council typi- 
cally approves such a trans- 
fer before approving a new 
budget. 

The council also appro- 
priated $180,000 from the 
city’s hotel/motel tax re- 
ceipts to the Quincy Cham- 
ber of Commerce for tour- 
ism and $40,000 from the 
hotel/motel tax receipts to 
the Quincy Historical Soci- 
ety. They were approved in 
a pair of 7-0 votes. Ward 1 
Councillor Margaret Lafor- 
est, the chamber’s tourism 
director, did not vote on ei- 
ther appropriation.

It also aligns one of the state’s most profitable commu- 
nity hospitals with its largest and most successful provid- 
er system, which includes two of Boston’s most lucrative 
academic medical centers. Both providers realized robust 
growth operating as non-profit public charities between 
2009 and 2012. South Shore Hospital’s parent corporation 
generated total net asset growth of 32%, over $44 million, 
while Partners realized a total operating revenue increase of 
18%, from $7.6 billion to $9 billion. 

Combining resources to improve. patient care and en- 
hance financial performance are often cited as motivations 
. for consolidation. However, reducing growth in the cost of 
health care and maintaining affordable insurance premiums 
for consumers and employers is equally critical. A recent 
independent state Health Policy Commission report con- 
cluded that the Partners-South Shore Hospital merger would 
increase total medical spending by between $23 and $26 
million annually. This estimate was based on anticipated in- 
_creases in physician prices and changes in referral practices 
for many of my. constituents’ commercial insurers - Blue 
Cross. Blue Shield, Harvard Pilgrim, and Tufts Health Plan. 

The Health Policy Commission is also reviewing the 
cost and market impact of Partners’ proposed acquisition of 
Hallmark Health System which includes Lawrence Memo- 

' sial Hospital and Melrose-Wakefield Hospital. Since this 
review is ongoing, I am troubled that the Attorney General 
and Partners privately negotiated a preliminary agreement 
sanctioning Partners’ joint acquisition of this system and 
‘South Shore Hospital. I question how a meaningful settle- 
ment was reached absent an in-depth, data driven cost anal- 

- ysis similar to the Partners-South Shore Hospital review and 
why Emerson. Hospital was specifically omitted from the 
deal’s Eastern Massachusetts hospital growth restriction. I 
am further concerned it trivialized the significance of trans- 
parency as the state attempts to reign in health care spending 
consistent with its landmark 2012 cost containment law. 


Based on media accounts, the agreement mitigates medi-__ 


cal spending concerns by restricting Partners’ negotiating 
power and limiting cost growth across its entire network. 
While it is an initial step towards addressing possible anti- 
competitive market implications, its long term effects are

uncertain. Partners, whose hospitals are consistently paid 
the highest prices, will have substantially increased its mar- 
ket share as a result of these transactions. This is especially 
significant given that Partners is paid one-third of the money 
insurers spend on acute hospital care. 

The deal also reflects a well-known understanding that 
expanded market share equips providers with greater bar- 
gaining leverage to extract higher prices when negotiating 
with insurers. Consumers and employers bear the burden of 
this cost as provider prices are incorporated into premiums. 
While the agreement’s price growth cap will allow for mod- 
est increases for the initial 6.5 years, I am less optimistic 
that prices will remain stable once this restriction expires in 
2020. I am also concerned that by tying price growth to the 
rate of inflation, the cap freezes current price disparities by 
locking in a high priced provider at higher rates. The agree- 
ment’s temporary physician and hospitals restrictions may 
not sufficiently address market power concerns once they 
expire in 5-7 years either. Over time, increased leverage 
will allow any dominant provider to incentivize physicians 
to join higher priced practices, shift utilization to higher 
priced care settings, and negotiate higher prices. 

I also worry that reduced market share may facilitate the 
closure of more of our state’s financially distressed hospitals. 
The recent closure of North Adams Regional Hospital where 
over 530 workers lost their jobs and thousands of patients 
lacked access to care captures the real life consequences of 
when a hospital closes its doors. I urge state regulators to be 
mindful of workforce and patient access concerns prior to 
endorsing future alignments between community hospitals 
and larger hospital systems. 

Similarly, if the pool of lower cost providers diminishes 
insurers will have reduced incentive and ability to develop 
products that offer financial incentives for consumers elect- 
ing to receive services at low priced, high quality hospitals 
and physician practices. High deductible and tiered or lim- 
ited network plans have saved my constituents hundreds 
of dollars through annual premium discounts of up to 14% 
and reductions of up to $30 for physician visit co-payments. 
Lower cost provider options must be maintained if insurers 
are to.offer unique products to their subscribers. 

_I will continue to remain vigilant in anticipation of a final 
settlement agreement to ensure that health care remains af- 
fordable for my constituents and the important work of the

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Cheney Edges Johnston 
For Ward 1 Seat

Michael T. Cheney, a diesel mechanic for the MBTA who 
had never run for public office before, amassed a massive 
vote total in his home precinct to win a special election to 
fill the vacant Ward 1 City Council Seat. 

Cheney defeated Robert L. Johnston, the headmaster of 
the Woodward School, by a total of 79 votes in the election 
— 1,588 to 1,509. The margin was so close Johnston said he 
would seek a recount. 

In Cheney’s home precinct — Ward 1, Precinct 5 — he de- 
feated Johnston 503-298. That total was more than enough 
to overcome sizeable margins favoring Johnston in the 
Quincy Center, Merrymount, and Germantown precinct of 
Ward 1. 

Cheney said he felt the high level campaign he and John- 
ston waged would help bring the diverse sections of Ward 
1 together. 

“I would like to see this continue,” he said. “Now is the 
time for Ward 1 to pull together to resolve the important 
issues — public safety, Nut Island, open space and all the 
residents’ individual concerns.” 

A total of 3,102 voters cast ballots in the election, a turn- 
out of 38.1 percent. 

The special election was held to fill the seat left vacant 
following the resignation of Leo J. Kelly, who held the seat 
for 10 years. Kelly resigned to accept as position as a project 
manager for the Quincy Housing Authority. Five candidates 
ran to replace Kelly. Johnston and Kelly finished first and 
second, respectively, in the preliminary special election. 

Kelly did not endorse a candidate in the race. He had 
both Cheney and Johnston he would help show them the 
ropes. 

“There were five good looking candidates in the prelimi- 
nary election and two of them went to the final,” Kelly said. 
“The close election showed that the people weighed both 
candidates and found them equally qualified.”

Council Approves Project; Nine Homes To Be 


Razed For New Parking Lot, Field Renovations 


$12M NQHS Campus 


Plan Moves Forward | 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

_ The City Council has 
approved Mayor Thomas 
‘Koch’s plan to. expand 
North Quincy High’s cam- 
pus by razing nine hoines to 
make way for a new parking 
lot and renovations at Teel 
Field, — 


The council voted Mon- 


day night to authorize the 
city to borrow up to $12 
million to finance the proj- 
ect. The council previously 
authorized a $156 mil- 
lion appropriation to fund 
the first part of the project, 
which includes renovations 
to O’Neil Field at Atlan- 
tic Middle School, making 
drainage repairs near that 
school, and legal and engi- 
neering work related to both 
phases of the project. 
Before the council voted 
on. the $12 million bond 


Monday, . Municipal Fi- 
nance Director Mark Ca- 
vanagh explained that the 
city would not.need to bor- 
row the full amount because 
alternate funding sources 
will be used to offset costs. 
Proceeds from the sale of 
the former Central Middle 
School, for example, will 
help fund the city’s purchase 
of the nine homes. The city 
has received bids ranging 
between $1.1 and $3 million 
for that property. Cavanagh 
will also investigate if funds 
from the city’s hotel/motel 
tax receipts and the water 


and sewer rehabilitation 
fund could be used for the 
purchase. 


Koch’s plan calls for 
creating a new, 157-vehicle 


‘ parking lot on Hunt Street, 


which will provide a net 
gain of 127 spaces. At Teel 


Field, new grandstands with 
accommodations for 600 
people and a new artificial 
turf playing surface will be 
installed, as well as a score- 
board, concessions, rest- 
rooms, a sound system, and 
lighting. Retaining ponds, 
to alleviate flooding in the 
neighborhood, are also in- 
cluded in the plan. 

To make way for the ex- 
pansion plan, the city needs 
to ‘purchase and level the 
nine homes — eight on Hunt 
Street and one on Newbury 
Avenue. The city has re- 
ceived appraisals for those 
nine houses and they will be 
shared with the homeown- 
ers after the council’s vote, 
City Solicitor Jim Timmins 
explained. The city will also 
pay for each homeowner to 
hire an outside consultant

Playground in Merrymount. 

In total, the projects rep- 
resent nearly $1 million in 
Community Preservation 
funding proposed by the 
Mayor with the support the 
Community Preservation 
Committee. The outdoor 
classroom at 
School was first pitched by 
parents groups, who worked 
with the Mayor’s Office to 
secure Community Preser- 
vation funding. 

“These are great projects 
that will provide tremendous 
benefit for our young people 
for many years to come,” 
said Mayor Koch. -“I am 
very grateful to the Commu- 
nity Preservation Committee 
for the incredible amount of 
time they spend in review- 
ing projects. and seeing the 
importance of protecting our 
recreational areas for future 
generations.” 


Lisa Aimola, director of 


Squantum . 


Community Preservation, 
said the recreational projects 
are in addition several hun- 
dred thousand dollars in his- 
toric preservation projects 
also recommended by the 
Committee and approved by 
the Mayor and City Council 
during this year’s funding 
cycle. 

“We had a great group 
of projects this year, and 
they certainly welcomed the 
broad plan offered by the 
Mayor and his team,” she 
said. “I know the committee 
is proud to see their recom- 
mendations become reality 
as these projects move for- 
ward.”

Palmucci Faults Contractor For 
Using Temporary Employees

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci faulted the city’s 
trash contractor for using 
temporary employees after a 
level two sex offender was 
found to be working for the 
company. 

According to Palmucci, 
the city’s contract with Sun- 
rise Scavenger requires the 
company to conduct CORI 
(criminal offender record 
information) checks on all 
full-time employees who 
‘would work in Quincy, and 
precludes the company from 
hiring such employeesifthey 
are registered sex offenders 
or had a felony conviction in 
the past five years. He noted 
those requirments ¢ do not ap- 
ply to temporary employees, 


who are excluded from the 
background check provided 
they work for no more than 
five days for the company. 
At Monday - night’s 
council meeting, Palmucci 
asked Joseph Lombardi, 
Sunshine’s president, if the 
company used temporary 
employees for more than 
five days. Lombardi said the 
company did use temporary 
employees for more than 
five days, citing the obliga- 
tion to keep Sunshine’s ve- 
hicles fully staffed. 
Palmucci’s raised his 
concerns because a level 
two sex offender from Rock- 
land had worked for Sunrise 
Scavenger as a temporary 
employee. According to a 
Police report Palmucci read, 


the Rockland man matched 
the description of a suspect 
in an indecent exposure 
incident that occurred in 
March on Newbury Avenue 
in North Quincy. The in- 
dividual was subsequently 
arrested by Rockland police 
for violating the state’s sex 
offender registry laws and 
violating that town’s by- 
laws. 

“Tt is very important, the 
distinction -here, I would 
suggest, between temporary 
employees that you hire and 
full-time employees — that 
you hire. Temporary em- 
ployees, you do not have an 
obligation to CORI check,” 
Palmucci said. “It is a public 
safety issue that these folks 
are CORI checked.”

- Moody along with close to 
thirty of his colleagues will 
represent: the Quincy Fire- 
fighters Local 792 and hon- 
or the memory of 35 Quincy 
firefighters who lost their 
lives to cancer at this year’s 
third annual Relay For Life 
event. 

The relay will take place 
Friday, June 27 through the 
evening and until the morn- 
ing of Saturday, June 28 at 
Pageant Field with registra- 
tion beginning at 4 p.m and 
a survivor and caregiver re- 
ception taking place at 5:30 
p.m. The tag team walk will 
begin at 9 p.m. and end the 
following morning at 7 a.m. 
In total, 34 teams made up of 
242 participants have joined 
the effort and have raised 
$53,435 for charity so far. 
Of that amount, $3,800 has 
been raised by members of 
the Quincy Firefighters Lo- 
cal 792 alone. 

Lt. Robert “Boo Boo” 
McCarthy lost his battle to 
cancer in 2003 at the age of 
57, only six months after re- 
tiring from the department. 
This loss spurred Moody 


‘and Lt. Ralph Blight to 
monitor cancer rates among 


local firefighters. Both start-. 


ed noticing a higher than 
normal rate of various types 
of cancers affecting . fire- 
fighters and they deduced 
that exposure to burning 
materials such as PVC pip- 
ing, plastics, benzene, and 
formaldehyde were possibly 
the culprit. Moody cited an 
October 14, 2013 study by 
the National Institute’ for 
Occupational Safety and 
Health and the U.S. Fire Ad- 
ministration which he said 
indicated that while safety 
apparatuses such as oxygen 
masks provide excellent 
protection from inhaling 
hazardous materials, they 
don’t protect firefighters 
100 percent. “Our protec- 
tive equipment protects us 


from most of it but not all | 
_ of it,” he said. “It’s not just 


house fires, but car fires that 
we need to protect ourselves 
from.” 

The study monitored 
cancer rates among roughly 
30,000 U.S. firefighters em- 
ployed between 1950-2009 
in San Francisco, Chicago, 
and Philadelphia. Respira- 
tory, digestive, ‘and urinary 


disease occurred at higher 


rates indicating that fire- 
fighters were more suscep- 
tible to these forms of can- 
cer. Mesothelioma was two 
times more likely to occur 
in this population than in 
the general U.S. population, 
pointing to asbestos inhala- 
tion as the culprit. 

Prior to joining the re- 
lay in Quincy, Moody and 
Blight participated in Relay 
For Life events in Plymouth 
and Abington with McCa- 
rthy’s family members .as 
part of “Team Boo Boo.” 

In addition to the relay, an 
80s themed prom fundraiser 
was recently held at the Ad- 
ams Heights Men’s Club. 
“Tt was a great event and we 
raised about $8,300,” said 
Moody who is using face- 
book, Twitter, and simple 
word of mouth to promote 
the fundraising event which 
he hopes will raise aware- 
ness of increased cancer 
rates among firefighters. 

T-shirts printed with the 
names of the 35 Quincy fire- 
fighters who lost their battle 
with cancer will be sold dur- 
ing the relay and all funds 
generated will go to the 
American Cancer Society.

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-DeCristofaro Recused From 


Central Principal Appointment 


Vice Principal - The Superintendent's Son - Seeks Post

Quincy Public Schools: 
Supt. Dr. Richard DeCristo- 
faro has voluntarily recused 
himself from the process of 
hiring a new Central Middle 
School principal because his 
son, Richard DeCristofaro, 
Jr. — the school’s current 
vice-principal — is aiming 
for the position. 

According to City Solici- 
tor James Timmins, the issue 
was brought to his attention 
two weeks ago by the super- 
intendent. 

“He submitted to me a 
question for an ethics opin- 
ion and essentially what it 
was, he understood quite 
clearly that with his son be- 
ing involved as an applicant 
once he applied for the posi- 
tion, that that was going ‘to 
impact his role,’ Timmins 
told the Quincy School 
Committee at its June 11th 
meeting. 

As superintendent, De- 
Cristofaro has a non-dele- 
gable duty to appoint princi- 
pals in the city. That duty is 
in direct conflict with his ob- 
ligation to not be associated 
or participate: in the. hiring 
process of a family member. 
As such, the Massachusetts 
State Ethics Commission’s 
Rule of ‘Necessity: must be 
implemented. wie 

This.rule states that “if an 
elected member of a town 

,or city board has a conflict 
of interest with respect to a 
matter before the board that 
involves his own financial 
interest or that of a partner, 
an immediate family mem- 
ber, a business organization 
with which the board mem- 
ber has certain affiliations, 
or a person or organization 
with whom the board mem- 


ber is negotiating or has any’ 


arrangement concerning fu- 
ture employment, that mem- 
ber will be disqualified from 
participating as a board 
member in that matter.” 

Timmins contacted Assis- 
tant Attorney General Dei- 
dre Roney for clarification 
and other possible avenues 
of action. In the opinion of 
the Ethi¢ts Commission, the 
Rule of Necessity doesn’t 
apply to appointed officials. 
As such, DeCristofaro—an 
appointed official—is not 
subject to the rule. 

“The Rule of Necessity 
was not an option so we’re 
not going down that road 
anymore and that really 
narrowed what the options 
were here,” said Timmins. 
This left two alternatives: 
one in which DeCristofaro 
would submit a form to the 
School Committee asking 
them to give him an exemp- 
tion which would allow him 
to participate in the appoint- 
ment process and another 
in which he would absent 


himself from the process 
completely. He chose the 
latter alternative, leaving 
him unable to comment on 
the situation. 

Timmins said he based 
his opinion on a Board of 
Ethics opinion from 1986 
on nepotism which outlined 
the obligations of public of- 
ficials. 

“[Supt. DeCristofaro] 
didn’t think it was appropri- 
ate,” said Timmins. “The 
focus here is going to be on 
the appointment of a prin- 
cipal and the community at 
Central Middle [School].” 
DeCristofaro’s decision to 
voluntarily recuse himself 
means he is not obligated to 
file any public disclosures. 

The hiring process will 

‘ be overseen by a committee 
assembled by Deputy Supt. 
Kevin Mulvey, who asked 
former Braintree Schools 
Supt. Dr. Peter Kurzberg, 
who worked for the Brain- 
tree school system for 22 
years and has recently re- 
tired, to assist in the process 
of vetting applicants. | 

Kurzberg agreed to per- 
form the duty of becoming 
an advisor and overseeing 
the process at no cost. 

“He will assist in the vet- 
ting of the candidates and 
putting together the team 
as well for the vetting of 
the candidates who will ul- 
timately go before him for 
the final interview process,” 
said Mulvey who will most 
likely chair the committee. 
At no point will DeCristo- 
faro have access to appli- 
cant resumes nor will he be 
permitted to sit in during the 
interview process. 

“If in this case the rela- 
tive ends up as principal, 
is there a reporting struc- 
ture...because of the items 
Mr. Timmins pointed out 
due-to nepotism?” asked 
School Committee member 
David McCarthy. Accord- 
ing to Mulvey, if that were 
to happen a public disclo- 
sure would need to be filed 
acknowledging the relation- 
ship and any potential con- 
flict, and direct supervision 
of the newly hired principal 
would fall to the deputy su- 
perintendent rather than the 
superintendent. 

“At first it seems very 
simple but it’s not simple at 
all,” said School Commit- 
tee member Anne Mahoney 
who noted that in her opin- 
ion the situation gave off the 
impression of impropriety. 

She said the fact that 
only one. candidate had ap- 
plied internally was creat- 
ing a “hiccup” for her. “I 
would imagine that a lot of 
people would want to be the 
principal of that school and 
to only have one internal 
candidate come to it, that’s 


something that as a school 
committee I get. concerned 
with because it’s the exact 
reason we’re having this 
discussion,” she said. Mul- 
vey assured her that DeCris- 
tofaro, Jr. had not sent in his 
application until two weeks 
after the job posting date, 


.assuaging fears that intimi- 


dation would prevent other 
people from applying for the 
job. He offered the example 
of the appointment of North 
Quincy High School Princi- 
pal Robert Shaw who was 
the only candidate to apply 
internally for his position. 
“I’m certainly not sug- 
gesting that his son is not 
qualified because I think he 
is qualified. It just happens 
to be that he’s qualified in a 
school system where his fa- 
ther happens to be the super- 
intendent,” said Mahoney. 
“If the superintendent’s son 
gets hired we’re right back 
to the same problem of a 


_conflict of interest.” 


DeCristofaro, Jr. _re- 
ceived his bachelor’s degree 
from Salve Regina Univer- 
sity and his master’s degree 
from Cambridge College. 
He began working for Quin- 
cy schools in April 2004 as 
a grade 4-5 teacher at the 
Montclair School; a position 
he held until 2006. He then 
was a guidance counselor at 
North Quincy and Quincy 
High Schools for five years. 
He was made vice-principal 
of Central Middle School in 


‘December 2011 and is also 
currently a guidance coun- . 


selor for the Quincy Eve- 
ning High School and has 
held that position for five 
years. He has completed the 
Administrative Licensure 
Program at Eastern Naza-) 
rene College which earned 
him a certificate of comple- 
tion. 

The position was posted 
May 23 and remained on- 
line until June 13. Approxi- 
mately 25 applicants have 
submitted resumes accord- 
ing to Mulvey. The pool of 
applicants will be narrowed 


down to possibly five can- 
didates.. Mulvey, who su- 
pervises all principals, has 
been put in a compromising 
position as his direct super- 
visor is DeCristofaro, said 
Mahoney. 

She also took issue with 
the fact that Mulvey has 
never taught in a classroom. 
“[Mulvey] is being put in 
a situation where although 
he’s licensed, he’s never 
been in a classroom,” she 
said. “You’ve never been a 
teacher in a classroom.” 

“Obviously I’m licensed 
by the [Department of El- 
ementary and Secondary 
Education]. I’m a licensed 
assistant superintendent and 
the state ‘says I’m qualified 
to obviously oversee prin- 


cipals...so with all due re- 


spect you may not feel that 
I’m qualified necessarily to 
supervise teachers, to super- 
vise assistant principals or to 
supervise principals but over 
the past five years that’s ex- 
actly what I’ve been doing,” 
he said in his defense. “The 
superintendent has faith in 
my ability.” 

Timmins — who said he 
thinks DeCristofaro took 
the right avenue of action 
and that any conflict of in- 
terest has been adequately 
eliminated — said it would be 
unethical to impede DeCris- 
tofaro Jr.’s success because 
of his relationship with the 
superintendent. “We’re try- 
ing to do this merit-based. 
We’re eliminating the con- 
flict by taking the superin- 
tendent out of it and that’s 
all we can do.” 

“T think we’ ve been given 
aroadmap here,” said Mayor 
Thomas Koch who feels the 
appointment of Kurzberg 
was appropriate due to his 
experience overseeing the 
operations of a neighboring 
school district. “I respect 
the integrity of Mr. Mulvey. 
I think he’s been a tremen- 
dous addition and asset to 
our school system, beyond 
reproach so I’m very com- 
fortable in his integrity.”

Jeanne Reardon 
Retiring As Council’s 
Clerk Of Committees

A familiar face at City 
Council meetings for four 
decades, Jeanne Reardon is 
retiring from her position as 
the council’s clerk of com- 
mittees. 

Reardon, 73, has served 
as the council’s clerk of 
committees since 1980. In 
that role, she helps draft 
the agenda for each council 
meeting, assists with sched- 
uling, and records each vote 
or other action taken by the 
council. 

Before becoming clerk 
of committees Reardon 
worked for Prudential In- 
surance in Boston. She took 
off eight years to raise her 
children before returning to 
work when she was hired as 
clerk of committees. 

Leo Kelly offered her the 
job, Reardon recalled, Frank 
McCauley formally nomi- 
nated her at a council meet- 
ing, and John Gillis, the city 
clerk at the time, swore her 
in. She went to work as the 
clerk of committees imme- 
diately after being sworn in. 
Reardon felt it was a privi- 
lege to serve in that position 
for 34 years. 

“It’s really been a privi- 
lege to work in that job,” 
she told The Sun Monday. “I 
enjoyed it and I’m grateful I 
had the opportunity.” 

Reardon said she plans 
to retire: in part because of 
vision problems she’s had 


recently, though she is un- 
dergoing treatment and is 
optimistic about making a 
recovery. In retirement, she 
plans to spend more time 
with family and friends, but 
would miss the people she 
has come to know through 
her job. 

“T’m going to miss all the 
wonderful people — that’s 
a given,” Reardon said. “I 
worked with many wonder- 
ful people all through the 
years.” 

Reardon previously esti- 
mated she-had served with 
some 30 councillors during 
her tenure. In addition, she 
has worked with five dif- 
ferent mayoral administra- 
tions. 

The clerk of committees 
is one of the positions ap- 
pointed directly by the City 
Council. According to City 
Clerk Joseph Shea, the job 
has already been posted and 
resumes have been received. 
The council, he said, hopes 
to have a replacement hired 
in July. 

Reardon offered some 
advice for whoever follows 
in her footsteps as the clerk 
of committees. 

“Get as involved with the 
issues as you can,” she said. 
“Gather all the information 
you can to help the public 
out. Try to anticipate the 
what the councillors need 
and help them out.”

ments, and the hiring of 
one, full-time instrumental 
music teacher. “Most of our 
[music] teachers do mul- 
tiple, various buildings and 
this will allow us to service 
more of our students in the 
instrumental program; a tre- 
mendously successful pro- 
gram,” said DeCristofaro. 
An increase in funding 
for testing, data collection, 
and reporting will see a 
43.48 percent increase total- 
ing $20,000. This increase 
was approved prior to the 
decision to opt out of Part- 


nership for Assessment of 
Readiness for College and 
Careers (PARCC) testing 
for the 2015 school year. 

In subsidized support, 
one member of custodial 
staff will be added at a cost 
of $35,000. 

Expenditures on natural 
gas will see a $100,000 in- 
crease as a way to reduce the 
amount subsidized through 
the district’s rental revolv- 
ing account which operates 
without any fiscal year limi- 
tations and is replenished 
with funds earned as a re- 
sult of its investments. This 


constitutes an 8.62 percent 
increase over 2015’s natural 
gas spending. 

DeCristofaro said the ap- 
proved budget will assist in 
“restoring foreign language 
and technology, engineer- 
ing, professional develop- 
ment [and] increasing our 
literacy programs...increas- 
ing the special education 
program; increasing the ELL

Before hiring a contractor, there should be plenty of ques- 
tions to ask such as, _ 

How many projects like mine have you completed in the 


last year? Will my project require a permit? What types of 
-insurance do you carry? Do you provide Workman’s com- 


pensation? Will you provide a written contract? Do you have 
a builder’s license? Be sure to get a written agreement prior 
to work commencing. It should be clear and concise and in- 
clude the who, what, where, when, and cost of your project. 

How can you tell if a contractor might not be reputable? 
You should avoid offers from 

someone who knocks on your door for business just hap- 
pens to have materials left over from a previous job, pres- 
sures you for an immediate decision, only accepts cash, asks 
you to pay everything up-front, or asks you to get the re- 
quired building permits. 

Getting the name of a reputable contractor is fairly easy; 
ask around in your community of friends, neighbors, co- 
workers, your mechanic, your parish, etc. When the name 
of a contractor is more than once, this. would 
be the starting point to negotiations. Ask the contractor 
where he has done work locally to assess the work and pos- 
sibly speak with the homeowner. If possible, get multiple 
estimates of work with explanations as to how the work will 
be done.

North Quincy's Maya 
Umoren was able to turn the 
tables on the best shot putter 
in Massachusetts on the big- 
gest stage of the spring track 
season. 

Umoren got off a monster 
effort of 42 feet, 10 inches 
on her next-to-last attempt 
to capture the New England 
title Saturday at Bridgewater 
State University and defeat 
state champion Michaela 
Smith of Newton North in 
the process: Umoren's effort 
was. a new personal best, 
improving on the 41-8-1/2 
toss that earned her second 
place at the state meet the 
previous week. The throw 
also trumped the school's 
32-year-old record. Smith 
earned the bronze medal 
with a heave of 40-7-3/4. 

The Newbury College- 
bound senior didn't feel es- 
pecially smooth when the 
competition got under way, 
but knew it was just a matter 
of time before she loosened 
up in the warm conditions. 
"My first couple of throws 
were not the best," said Um- 
oren. "They were around 39 
feet but they felt comfort- 
able and they were my warm 
up throws. I honestly didn't 
know what I was going to 
throw (in the finals). I just 
let it go. I could see where 
the 42 (foot) mark was and I 
was, trying, to,reach it or get 
a little beyond. 


"The first couple of 


throws my arm felt a litle 
tight. The last throws my 
body was a little more loose 
and I could move faster. It

Umoren wasn't intimidat- 
ed by Smith, the state cham- 
pion in both the discus and 
shot put, and concentrated 
on what she needed to do 
in the circle to get more dis- 
tance on her throws. Beat- 
ing Smith, though, wasn't 
lost on Umoren. "It was dif- 
ferent from the state meet 
where Michaela came in 
first," she said. "Everything 
changed. At first I was just 
thinking about what I had 
to do to win. Then after the 
whole thing was over it kind 
of hit me. It felt good, but 
it did feel weird because I'm 
so used to Michaela being in 
front of me." 

The friendly rivals chat- 
ted after the finals and Smith 
congratulated Umoren on 
her victory and said it was 
a fun four years. "That was 
like the first time we ever 
had a full conversation," 
said Umoren. 

North Quincy head coach 
Geoff Hennessy didn't alter 
Umoren's training after the 
state meet. If anything, she 
went into both the state meet 
and New Englands under- 


trained. 

"We didn't do anything 
magical I can tell you that," 
said Hennessy. "We prob- 
ably had one or two prac- 
tices each week because of 
(scheduling) conflicts and 
things like that. I don't know 
if her technique got better. 
She's watching a lot of other 
kids, maybe modeling her 
technique from what she's 
seen. Who knows. Some- 
times kids get in a zone and 
good things happen." 

Hennessy believed Umo- 
ren was ready to rip a big 
throw if she put her mind 
to it.

Question: Last winter, under the weight of all the snow 
and ice we had, one part of my roof gutter busted wide open. 
We actually heard it: The snow inside it had solidified to

“Images of America — Battleship Cove” by Quin- 
cy’s James Gay highlights the non-profit maritime mu- _ 


seum and war memorial in Fall River. The 127-page 
book is also ‘sure to rekindle fond memofies of the 
Quincy Fore River Shipyard. During its hey-days in 
World War II, Fore River was one of the most prolific 


shipyards in the country. The yard built more than 200 — 


ships during the World War II years and at the height 
of its production in 1943, Fore River employed 32,000 
workers — including 1,200 women. 

Quincy’s connections to Battleship Cove run deep. 
Two of the museum’s main attractions — the battleship 
Massachusetts and destroyer Joseph P. Kennedy, Jr. — 
were built at the former Fore River Shipyard. Today, 
they are among the few surviving Quincy-built ships 
from the World War II era. 

Gay says he wrote “Battleship Cove” because he 
has a deep appreciation for those who have served our 
country and those who built some of the mightiest ves- 
sels in U.S. history. 

“The Massachusetts and Kennedy both represent 
the hard work that went into building them. They were 
built to withstand war and they are still afloat. They are 
symbols of fighting for our country and our ates 
Gay said in a recent interview. 

Battleship Cove is the Commonwealth’s official

Four candidates filed nomination papers to challenge vet- 
eran state Rep. Joseph E. Brett for the Third Norfolk District 
seat he held for the past 18 years.

DALY RETIRING AFTER 36 YEARS WITH QPS 

Maurice J. Daly, the School Department’s assistant super- 
intendent for occupational students, said he was retiring. 

Daly first joined the school system as auto mechanics 
teacher at the Quincy Trade School in 1940. He became as- 
sistant director of the trade school irr 1954, the school’s di- 
rector in 1957, and assistant superintendent in 1964. 

As assistant superintendent he was directly responsible 
for $7.5 million Quincy Vocational-Technical School, which 
in 1976 had an enrollment of 1,180 students and employed 
72 teachers. That was vastly different from when Daly be- 
gan teaching. 

“We were in a wing out in the back of the high school,” 
Daly explained. The faculty had only 12 members. There 
were about 200 students. People thought of it as a school 
for misfits who couldn’t do academic work.” 

“It’s very competitive just to get into the school now,” he 
added. “We have long waiting lists. The whole tenor of the 
times has changed. Employment training is fast turning into 
the mainstream of education.”

outside the city. 

“It’s getting big. The fire 
is getting big. The crowd is 
getting big, and it’s a differ- 
ent kind of crowd. It’s not 
the Houghs Neck crowd 
where everybody knows 


everybody,” Keenan ex- 
plained. 
“What’s happened, prob- 


ably’ because of social me- 
dia, is a lot of people are 
getting word out that it’s a 
party and a free for all down 
there. What we’re seeing is 
a lot of people from outside 
the city.” 

In particular, Keenan 
noted two concerns: under- 
age drinking and the use 
of fireworks. To alleviate 
those concerns, the police 
chief said officers will be 
searching the backpacks and 
coolers of anyone appearing 
under the age of 21 as they 
enter Houghs Neck. 

“We’re going to be very, 
very strict with the alcohol 
with kids,” Keenan said. 
“Our concern is the un- 
derage drinking and _ the 
fireworks. There are great 
fireworks over at Wessagus- 
set Beach but people shoot 
fireworks off on Edgewater 
Drive. They shoot bottle 
rockets in the crowds. They 
shoot Roman candles in the 
crowds.” 

“It’s starting to get a little 


bit out of control,” Keenan 


added, “and we wanted to. 


reel it back in. We don’t 
want to infringe on all the 
good times the neighbors 
have down there.” 

For the first time this 
year, the Police Department 
will use the Norfolk County 
sheriff’s incident command 
vehicle as a command post 
Stationed at LaBrecque 
Field. Uniformed officers 
will be posted along Edge- 
water Drive’s intersections 
and plainclothes officers 
will be dispersed throughout 
the crowd. The entire police 
force, except those on va- 
cation, will be on duty that 
night throughout the city. 

Laforest said the com- 
mand vehicle, which Nor- 
folk County Sheriff Michael 
Bellotti offered to the city, 
will send a message and de- 
ter the out-of-town visitors 
from causing problems at 
the bonfire. 

“When you come down 
here and see the sheriff’s 
command post, that sends a 
big message,” Laforest not- 
ed. “That means business. 
The thing could be empty -— 
it doesn’t matter. For those 
teenagers, they see the sher- 
iff is in town. Just the vis- 
ibility, it’s almost like deter- 
rence beats detection every 
time.” 

Police officers from oth-

er communities, including 
gang units, will work that 
night in Houghs Neck, as 
they have in recent years. 
MBTA Police will also in- 
crease their patrols at the 
Quincy Center station. 
Because of the concerns 
about out-of-towners crash- 
ing the bonfire — Keenan 
noted MBTA buses were 


needed last year to transport 
several hundred non-Quincy ~ 


residents who were stranded 
at LaBrecque after the fire 
— bus service to Houghs 
Neck will be stop at 6 p.m. 
and restart at 10 p.m. on 
July 3. Service to and from 
Germantown will continue 
to operate during that four- 
hour window on July 3. 

After the meeting, 
Keenan said about 5,000 
people attend the Edgewater 
Drive bonfire annually. On 
average, the Police Depart- 
ment makes five or six ar- 
rests each year at the event, 
generally for underage pos- 
session of alcohol, disor- 
derly conduct, and placing 
intoxicated individuals in 
protective custody. July 3 
and 4 are busy days city- 
wide, Keenan said, with the 
department receiving many 
fireworks complaints. Issues 
also arise on occasion at a 
smaller bonfire in Squan- 
tum.

over the bonfire itself at the 
meeting, and passed out a 
list of serious injuries in- 
curred at bonfires through- 
out the U.S. in recent years. 

In regards to the Edge- 
water Drive bonfire, the fire 
chief said he was concerned 
about the materials used in 
the fire. Barron noted the 
smoke rising from the fire 
has gotten considerably 
darker in recent years — a 
sign that toxic materials are 
being burned. 

“It’s getting bigger and 
the material that’s being put 
in it is toxic,” he said. “I’ve 
looked at it — I’ve looked 
at films of that particular 
fire — and I’ve looked at the 
smoke and it’s dark black. 
It’s not what you should be 
breathing.” 

Because ,of those con- 
cerns, the Fire Department 
will be placing restrictions 
on which materials can be 
placed in the bonfire. Only 
unpainted, untreated wood 
will be allowed — Barron 
noted pressure treated wood 
should not be burned be- 
cause of the chemicals in 
the wood. No items with 
a diameter exceeding four 
inches will be allowed and 
tree stumps are prohibited. 
Flammable liquids, such as 
gasoline or other accelerants 
that could be used to start 
the fire, are also prohibited. 


Barron suggested residents 
could use a road flare to start 
the fire instead this year. 

To ensure prohibited 
items aren’t placed in the 
fire, materials will only be 
accepted on Wednesday, 
July 2, from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
Barron said firefighters will 
be assigned to the beach that 
day to inspect all items left 
by residents. 

After the fire is lit on July 
3, a perimeter will be estab- 
lished to keep people from 
running up to the fire and 
getting hurt. 

Nearly 40 people attend- 
ed the hour-long meeting. 
Several in the audience sug- 
gested the city put an end to 
the bonfire all together, cit- 
ing the nuisance created by 
the large crowd. 

“T spend that entire night 
locked up in my house be- 
cause I’m terrified because 
they all come out and stay in 
front of my house all night 
long,” said one woman. 
“When I tell people who 
don’t live here that this hap- 
pens, they’re like, ‘how? 
How does this happen?’ 

“It’s terrifying. It’s abso- 
lutely terrifying.” 

Others, however, said the 
bonfire itself is not to blame. 
They suggested ending the 
bonfire would not be the 
panacea for the problems 
seen on the Third of July.

New Safety Plans For Houghs Neck Bonfire July 3 


“Nobody has ever been 
hurt by the bonfire. No- 
body’s property has ever 
been damaged by the bonfire 
that I can find evidence of,” 
said one man. “We’re blam- 
ing the fork. It doesn’t make 
any sense to me...these peo- 
ple are going to come. We 
just have to look out for one 
another and regulate it. 

“Tt’s not the fire’s fault.” 

Keenan said Weymouth’s 
fireworks, held annually on 
July 3, draw people to Edge- 
water Beach. As an example, 
he noted Weymouth’s fire- 
works display was delayed 
for four days because of rain 
one year, but the Houghs 
Neck bonfire went ahead 
on the Third. Keenan said 
he deployed 60 officers to 
Edgewater Drive the night 
of the fireworks that year 
because of safety concerns. 

’ A handful of those in at- 
tendance at the meeting also 
questioned how the Police 
Department disperses the 
crowd once the fire is extin- 
guished, saying no warning 
was given before officers 
form into a line to break the 
crowd up. 

The police chief, though, 
said officers filter through 
the crowd providing warn- 
ing before the push occurs. 
Officers this year may use 
bullhorns to help break up 
the crowd.

Keenan Supports Minimum Wage Hike 


The Legislature has ap- 
proved a minimum wage 
and unemployment insur- 
ance reform bill that restores 
the value of the minimum 
wage, and takes steps to al- 
leviate other costs to busi- 
nesses. 

A negotiated version of 
proposals passed separately 
by the House and Senate, the 
bill received final approval 
in the Senate last week. 
Approval in both chambers 
now allows the bill to go 
*~before the Governor for his 
“siptiature. °° 

Sen. John . Keenan of 
“Quincy voted in support of 
the bill; saying of the living 
wage increase that “poverty 
is devastating to individu- 
als and families, and costly 
to society in immeasurable 
ways. The Commonwealth 
simply cannot maintain an 
economy that. allows full- 
time, adult workers to re- 
main impoverished.” 

Keenan also said he be- 
lieves “the Legislature has 
been very. prudent to offset 


new labor costs to small 
businesses, through unem- 
ployment insurance reforms 
that lower costs and reward 
businesses that provide sta- 
ble employment.” 

Earlier this year, the Leg- 
islature froze unemploy- 
ment insurance (UI) tax 
rates to prevent increased 
costs to businesses. The bill 
now going to the Governor 
would modify the tables 
used to calculate UI rates, by 
lowering costs to employ- 
ers that provide more stable 
employment and by shifting 
costs to high-turnover sec- 
tors whose former workers 
most often draw from the 
UI reserve fund. Excep- 
tions are granted for certain 
sectors that are seasonal in 
nature. 

The combined bill also 
provides for gradual in- 
creases to the minimum 
wage, raising the minimum 
wage from the current $8.00 
per hour rate, to $9.00 in 
2015, to $10.00 in 2016, and 
to $11.00 in 2017. - 


In pairing both reforms 
under a single proposal, 
Keenan says the Legisla- 
ture has “been mindful of 
its responsibility, both to 
the businesses that are the 
engine of our economy, and 
to the working families. that 
are the core of our commu- 
nities, including the nearly 
half-million workers in the 
Commonwealth who are 
left near or even below the 
poverty line under the cur- 
rent wage structure.” 

With the House and Sen- 
ate. proposals: now recon- 
ciled, the bill will be placed 
before the Governor for his 
approval of the new law.

This _ most-successful 
program has put Quincy 
on the national map as far 
as life-saving is concerned, 
and with a nod to Glynn and 
his Quincy team, the largest 
police force in America, the 
NYPD, is now training more 
than 20,000 of its officers in 
preparation for the onset of 
this program in New York 
City. © 

The National Center for 
Health Statistics reports that 
nationwide nearly nine out 
of ten poisoning deaths are 
caused by drugs, with Opi- 
oid analgesic pain relievers 
involved in more poisoning 
deaths than other specified 
drugs, including heroin and 
cocaine. 

And in 2010 statistics 
showed that the number of 
opioid related deaths ex- 
ceeded those of firearm 
and motor vehicle-related 
deaths: Here in Quincy, 
Glynn states that in the first 
eighteen months of the Nar- 
cah program there was a 
66% reduction in the death 
rate when compared to the 
previous period. 

This revolutionary pro- 
gram has brought Glynn 
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much recognition, includ- 
ing an Advocates for Action 
Award, presented by the 
White House’s Office of Na- 
tional Drug Control Policy 
and this year, the prestigious 
Gary P. Hayes Memorial 
Award, given to a police of- 
ficer who shows leadership 
and innovation to improve 
US. policing. 

National recognition con- 
sidered, Lt. Glynn has been 
invited to address groups 
across the country regarding 
the use of Narcan, includ- 
ing the legislature in North 
Carolina, agents of the High 
Intensity Drug Trafficking 
Areas (a national organiza- 
tion), law enforcement and 
community action groups, 
etc. 

Of Glynn’s White House 
award, he says, “That was 
quite an award, and for 
everybody here, it’s not 
my award, it’s everyone’s 
award, I am not out on the 
street at 3 a.m. reversing 
people....1 might administer 
the program but the program 
is only successful because 
of the men and women in 
the police department.”

eted, because they are no 
longer afraid of being arrest- 
ed. Prior to the change of the 
Good Samaritan law, one of 
our reversals was a 17 year 
old boy who-was thrown in 
a snow bank in front of the 
hospital because his friends 
were afraid they would get 
in trouble.” 

Glynn responds to un- 
sympathetic critics of a 
program which helps recre- 
ational substance abusers: 
“If someone made a mis- 
take, aren’t they entitled to 
a second chance, or a third 
chance?...on almost every 
police car it says “To Protect 
and Serve’, it doesn’t say we 
choose who we protect and 
serve — we protect them all. 

“And not all overdose 
victims are substance abus- 
ers, some are suicide at- 
tempts, or incidents of ac- 
cidental — over-medication 
with prescription drugs...for 
example with Vicodin, fre- 
quently prescribed follow- 
ing oral surgery — coupled 
with alcohol — the potency 
shuts down the receptors in 
the brain, which also stops 
the breathing.” 

After a brief stint with 
the Dept. of Corrections and 
as an EMT, Glynn began 
his law-enforcement career 
right here in Quincy as a pa-

trolman in 1986, and even- 
tually became a detective in 
the narcotics division. 

When he was promoted 
to lieutenant in 2005, Glynn 
escalated his goal of helping 
people by assuming com- 
mand of the Special Inves- 
tigations Unit which deals 
with sex crimes, domestic 
violence, elderly abuse, 
child abuse and juvenile is- 
sues. 

Glynn credits Mayor 
Koch’s Drug Task Force, 
Bay State Community Ser- 
vices, Impact Quincy, con- 
cerned family members and 
the Department of Public 
Health, which funds the 
Narcan program, with ini- 
tiating the pilot program in 
2010. 

While still running for 
mayor, Koch learned of 
a key, drug-related inci- 
dent which had occurred in 
Quincy which further exem- 
plified the need for a more 
immediate treatment for 
overdose victims. 

A mother expressed sur- 
prise to Mayor Koch that 
while paramedics had ar- 
rived in time to administer 
Narcan to her son, which 
saved his life, none of the 
first responders - police, fire, 
and basic life ‘support ambu- 
lance professionals - was in 
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ity indicating that many life 
and safety deficiencies. were 
noted through the inspec- 
tions conducted at the end of 
March and April,” he said. 

A report issued on April 
30 following a reinspec- 
tion. outlined operational 
issues as well as physical 
condition concerns such as 
exposed electrical wiring, 


. holes in walls, improperly 


stored combustibles, mold 
and mildew, and in one case 
raw sewage from a unit’s 
bathroom leaking through 
the floor and onto a tenant’s 
stove in the unit below. 
Conditions were deemed 
so bad in. one unit that the 
tenants had to be relocated. 
Most recently, a main 
support beam at Snug Har- 
bor was found to be signifi- 
cantly damaged due to an 
infestation of termites, ac- 
cording to QHA Executive 
Director James Lydon who 
said that after performing 
twd walkthrouglis of units 
and common areas at the 
property, which provides 
affordable housing to fami- 
lies, he and his staff were 
“all purpelied at the condi- 
tions.” 

DHCD issued a notice 
for the further inspection 
of all family units at Snug 
Harbor for the two weeks of 


_ June 16-20 and July 7-11. 


to.the concerns that 
were identified earlier by 
DHCD we will continue to 
conduct inspections at Snug 
Harbor to ensure that all 
life and safety deficiencies 
have both been identified 
and addressed,” said Mara- 
thas who has assisted many 


troubled housing authorities 


in the past but noted that as 
executive director, Lydon 
was responsive and open 
to working with the DHCD 
and receptive to their sug- 
gestions. 

According to Marathas, 
full inspection was not pos- 
sible within the allotted two 
weeks due to the amount of 
disrepair discovered so far. 

When asked for a time- 
line and .overall cost of re- 
pairs, Lydon said that “it 
would be unfair to guess” 
because what had been dis- 
covered was far beyond the 
scope of what he could have 
anticipated. Repairs relative 
to life and safety concerns 
will be carried out first and 
prioritized based on what 
further inspections reveal 
within the upcoming months 
he said. Lesser concerns will 
be addressed and dealt with 
on an open-ended deadline. 

QHA Maintenance Di- 
rector David Ferris, who 
was on vacation during the 
most recent round of DHCD 
inspections, will -be tasked 

with scheduling and priori- ° 
tizing all repairs. 

After meeting with the 
QHA administration, DHCD 
officials advised the author- 
ity to improve inspection 
protocol as proper proce- 
dure had not been followed 
by allowing inspections to 
take. place without a hous- 
‘ing authority staff member 
present. In addition, “there 
has been a persistent lack of 
accurate and thorough docu- 
mentation of life and safety 
deficiencies which were 
noted but never corrected,” 
said Marathas. 

‘DHCD officials also not- 
ed blocked egresses within 


common areas and units and 
suggested that more strin- 
gent monitoring take place 
by building managers to 
prevent tenants from alter- 
ing their units without the 
expressed permission of the 
authority. 

Marathas indicated that 
ineffective . communication 
with maintenance staff due 
to a flawed work order sys- 
tem was one of the major is- 
sues plaguing the authority 
and that a more proactive 
approach fo repairs could 
save millions in future costs, 
adding that physical condi- 
tions at housing authorities 
are reflective of the “effec- 
tiveness of the efficiency of 
the operations . systems. of. 
the authority.” 

A contract with inspec- 
tional services firm Mc- 
Cright & Associates ‘ was 
not extended into next year 
following a unanimous vote 
by Housing Authority com- 
missioners due to. poor per- 
formance, a lack of proper 
procedural protocol, and a 
lack of communication with 
property managers accord- 
ing to Lydon. Rather than 
hiring another outside firm, 

teams of Housing Author- 
ity staff and members of 
the maintenance department 
will be tasked with perform- 
ing further inspections. 

Because conditions have. 
been deemed fo bé poorest 
at. Snug Harbor, all of the 
approximately 400 units 
will undergo a full inspec- 
tion which includes top to 
bottom investigation of each 
room. So far, roughly 100 
units have been inspected 
by DHCD officials. 

“As far as the funding 


goes, the Housing Author- 
ity receives both operational 
funding and capital fund- 
ing,” said Marathas. “The 
capital funding is allocated 
by creating a capital im- 
provement plan and that 
capital improvement plan 
would address the deficien- 
cies of the Housing Author- 
ity as they see fit.” 

Lydon said that addition- 
al DHCD and supplemental 
funding would be necessary 
to complete the overhaul 
but that he was unsure as 
to when the money would 
be made available. He said 
he has initiated contact with 
DHCD officials regarding 
funding but has not received 
a formal response to his re- 
quest. ; 

When asked as to when 
elevators ‘at Pagnano Tow- 
ers and O’Brien Towers 
that have been broken since 
February would be repaired, 
Lydon said the author- 
ity was still waiting for a 
part from the manufacturer 
which opens and closes the 
doors and requires a long 
lead time between ordering 
and manufacturing. 

“They’re old elevators 
and it’s hard to come by the 
parts,” he said. Each build- - 
ing currently has only one 
operational elevator. 

Both towers cater to 
elderly’ and. disabled  resi- 
dents that rely on elevators 
to bring sto the build- 
ings’ upper floors. Authori- 
ties were aware that the el-. 
evators were not operational 
and claimed the delay to re- 
pair them was due to a lack 
of available funds. °

a resident of the Riverview 
family complex and previ- 
ously Snug Harbor, voiced 
concerns over seasonal stor- 
age in basements. Housing 
Authority policy defines 
items such as holiday deco- 
rations and bicycles as sea- 
sonal items. She asked for 
an expansion of the defini- 
tion to include winter cloth- 
ing due to what she called 
a lack of storage space and 
closets in Snug Harbor. 

The clarification was 


‘necessary in her opinion 


because clothing storage 
may place an unnecessary 
infraction against a resi- 
dent. Marathas said such 
policies must be created and 
amended by housing au- 
thority officials and not the 
DHCD. Her request spurred 
Marathas to delve into fur- 
ther issues discovered dur- 
ing an inspection of cellars 
and basement storage areas 
at Snug Harbor. 

“There are fire hazards 
everywhere,” he said. “We 
have found gasoline; pro- 
pane in multiples. Base- 
ments are made of concrete; 
concrete is porous. Water 
is .within concrete so you 
have moisture constantly 
in a basement...it leads to 
mold.” He also attributed 
basement mold to improp- 
erly ventilated dryers and 
» advised... against . residents 
keeping clothing in’ base- 
ments vinless stored in rub- 
ber containers. 

An amendment to. the 
policy will be discussed.at a 
future meeting of the Hone 
ing Authority. 

’ QHA officials said that 
padlocks placed on’ base- 


ment doors by tenants pro- 
hibited them from inspect- 
ing basements and cellars 
but that such locks will now 
be removed by force if nec- 
essary and any damage sus- 
tained in the process will be 
paid for by the responsible 
tenant. Housing Authority- 
approved padlocks will be 
provided to residents to 
avoid this issue in the fu- 
ture. ’ 
Mayor Thomas Koch 
attended the meeting last 
Wednesday. He said the au- 
thority suffered from a lack 
of resources, proper leader- 
ship, and. management. He 
also pointed out that the 
authority was not:a partner 
of the city but that the two 
work “hand in hand.” 

It was clear, said Koch, 
that the problems facing the 
QHA didn’t happen over- 
night and had been festering 
for a long time. 

“I congratulate the di- 
rector for embracing the 
DHCD and not doing the 
standard and putting their 
walls up and their defenses 
up, allowing them to come 
in and assist us in creating a 
plan, going forward to make 
it right for the tenants: who 
deserve to live in decent 
conditions,” Koch said.

“Everyone got together 
and we devised strategies, 
and eventually a pilot pro- 
gram, initiated by the DPH, 
was begun and we were able 
to get the officers trained. 
That was the support from 
the mayor down to the new- 
est officer and from the new- 
est officer back up, because 
if we don’t have total sup- 
port the program will never 
survive.” 

Opiates attack the respi- 
ratory system and shut off 
the brain receptors which 
control breathing, “just like 
a light switch,” says Glynn. 
Narcan reverses that effect 
and gets the person breath- 


ing again. 

Glynn further explains 
that Naloxone is a non-ad- 
dictive substance. “Narcan 
is administered through a 
nasal based delivery system 
and has no ill-effect and can- 
not hurt the officer or anyone 
else on the street . . . we are 
first on the scene anywhere 
between 90 to 95% of the 
time, prior to the ambulance 
and fire department.” 

Glynn emphasizes the 
cooperation of many so- 
cial agencies, including the 
Quincy Drug Court, in their 
pro-active approach to ad- 
dressing  substance-abuse 
as opposed to focusing on 
arrests and punishment. All 
involved support a policy

The 
righty, who is recovering 
from. an ACL injury during 
football season, was tough 
after the first when Canton 
nicked him for two runs.

It has been a year since 
the passing of the great man 
of Morrisette baseball, and 
he would have loved the 
brilliant game his old team 
played at his beloved Adams 
Field Monday night. 

In the latest chapter of its 
early-season march through 
legion baseball, Morrisette 
rang up its ninth straight 
victory behind the pitching 
artistry of Kenny Sorensen, 
clean defense and a big-play 
performance from catcher 
Nick Valencenti for a 4-1 
beaitty of a win over Milton 
on the first anniversary of 
the death of Ray Cattaneo. 


Cattaneo was the leading - 


man of Post 294 baseball for 
over 40 years. 

“Mr. C. always told 
me the same thing win or 
lose: Keep plugging away,” 
smiled coach Steve Maze. 
“But I think he would have 
enjoyed watching this one. 
Milton is an excellent team 
coming off a big win over 
Braintree. It was  high- 
caliber baseball between 
two good legion teams. He 
would have liked that.” 

The win lifts Morrisette 
to 10-1 and solid possession 
of first place in the Zone 6 
East pennant chase. Com- 
bine it with the junior team’s 
4-3 win over Canton in the 
opener of the doubleheader, 
and the two Morrisette clubs 
played an entire night, two 
full games, 14 innings of 
errorless baseball. They are 
both in first place and are a 
combined 15-1 on the sea- 
son. Somewhere in a far 
better place, an old base- 
ball man from Quincy must 
surely be smiling. 

“T think seeing two teams 
from Morrisette playing 
this kind of baseball would 
have made him happy,” said 
Maze. 

In other action last week, 
Morrisette won four games, 
got a one-hitter from T. J. 
Hobin, a2 mammoth home 
run from Robbie Munroe 
which left Adams Field, and 
avenged its only defeat of 
the season. 

Andrew Currie and Ed- 
die Riley each drove in a 
pair of runs and Josh Hel- 
frich earned the win as Mor- 
risette edged Canton, 5-4. 
Greg Paulo was the winning 
pitcher with-six innings of 
work in a 12-3 victory the 
first of back-to-back games 
against Cohasset. Munroe 
had had a single, triple, 
three runs scored and two 
RBI while Troy Shepherd 
had two hits and scored 
three runs.
